Mr.  Francis  A.  Lewis  presented  the  Report  of  a 
Special  Committee  consisting  of  the  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Canons  of  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  as  follows : 

At  the  sessions  of  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  held  May 
5  and  6,  1903,  a  communication  from  the  Council  of  the 
Diocese  of  Milwaukee  was  read  as  follows : 

Whereas,  Recent  events  that  have  been  widely  published  and 
discussed  in  the  public  press,  have  illustrated  anew  the  grave  evils 
resulting  from  the  neglect  in  this  Church  to  make  canonical  provision 
for  extra-diocesan  Courts  of  Appeal  in  cases  of  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman ; 
a  neglect  that  renders  both  the  Minister  who  may  be  defendant,  and 
the  Bishop  who  may  act  as  trial  judge  or  may  pronounce  sentence  after 
trial,  liable  to  the  gravest  injustice  or  suspicion  of  injustice,  by  reason 
of  the  impossibility  of  gjranting  or  receiving  a  new  trial  upon  appeal 
to  a  higher  court;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee,  which  has  happily  been 
free  from  any  instance  of  the  trial  of  any  of  her  Clergy  for  a  long  term 
of  years,  earnestly  petitions  General  Convention  to  gjrant  some  form 
of  relief,  by  provision  for  extra-diocesan  Cotirts  of  Appeals,  for  the 
protection  alike  of  the  Bishops  and  the  other  Clergy  of  this  Church; 
and 

Resolved,  further,  that  such  relief  can,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Dio- 
cese,  be  most  satisfactorily  efiFected  by  means  of  a  wise  provision  for  the 
grouping  of  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts  together  in  a  Provincial 
System  designed  to  embrace  the  whole  country,  by  due  provision  of 
Canon,  according  to  the  terms  of  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution;   and 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  be  and  is  hereby  in- 
structed to  communicate  this  action  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  several 
Diocesan  Councils,  Conventions,  and  Synods  of  the  Church  in  this 
coimtry,  with  the  request  that  it  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  each 
of  the  said  Diocesan  bodies;  and  that  this  Diocese  earnestly  requests 
the  co-operation  of  each  of  such  bodies,  if  it  shall  seem  good  to  any 
of  them,  in  presenting  to  the  General  Convention  of  1904  a  body  of 
petitions  from  every  Diocese  embodying  the  preamble  and  the  first  or 
the  first  and  second  of  these  resolutions,  or  others  of  Hke  import,  at 
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their  own  discretion,  to  the  end  that  the  mind  of  the  Church  at  large 
on  this  important  and  pressing  matter  may  be  distinctly  shown ;  and 
this  Diocese  would  appreciate  the  courtesy  of  any  other  Diocese  that 
woiild  inform  their  Secretary  what  action,  if  any,  might  be  taken 
therein  under  this  invitation. 

On  motion,  the  foregoing  communication  was  referred  to 
a  Special  Committee  consisting  of  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons,  to  report  on  the  same  to  the  Convention 
of  1904,  and  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  appointed  to  consider  and  report  on 
an  Extra- Diocesan  Court  of  Appeal  to  the  Convention  of  19041  be 
requested  to  distribute  their  report  by  the  ist  of  April,  1904.  (See 
pages  123  and  141  of  the  Journal  of  1903.) 

Yotir  Committee  respectfully  report  that  they  have  had 
several  conferences  on  the  subject  thus  referred  to  them,  and 
have  also  had  correspondence  with  a  Committee  of  the  House 
of  Deputies  appointed  to  prepare  a  canon  for  the  creation  of 
extra-diocesan  Courts  of  Review  and  of  a  Court  of  Appeal 
under  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution. 

Until  the  adoption  of  that  article  in  1901,  every  attempt 
to  secure  the  establishment  of  Courts  of  Review  by  authority 
of  the  General  Convention  was  opposed  on  the  ground  that 
the  General  Convention  had  no  constitutional  authority  to- 
interfere  in  matters  of  diocesan  discipline.  That  objection 
was  completely  removed  by  the  insertion  of  the  following 
provisions  in  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution: 

•*The  General  Convention  may  establish  or  may  provide  for  the 
establishment  of  Courts  of  Review  of  the  determination  of  Diocesan 
or  other  trial  Courts." 

**The  General  Convention,  in  like  manner,  may  establish  an  ulti- 
mate Court  of  Appeal,  solely  for  the  review  of  the  determination  of 
any  Court  of  Review  on  questions  of  doctrine,  faith  or  worship." 

Under  these  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  the  General 
Convention  is  now  clothed  with  ample  power  to  establish 
Courts  of  Review  and  also  a  Court  of  Appeal  for  the  final 
determination  of  questions  of  doctrine,  faith  or  worship. 
The  Diocese  of  Milwaukee  requests  us  to  unite  with  it  in  an 
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•earnest  effort  to  induce  the  General  Convention  to  exercise 
that  power  by  enacting  the  necessary  canon  or  canons. 

Your  Committee  unanimously  recommend  that  the  Dio- 
cese of  Pennsylvania  unite  with  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee  in 
that  effort. 

1.  Error  is  the  common  misfortune  of  humanity;  and 
the  experience  of  mankind  in  Church  and  State  has  shown 
the  necessity  of  providing  Courts  of  Review  to  revise  the 
-determinations  of  courts  of  first  instance. 

2 .  The  necessity  of  Courts  of  Review  increases  with  the 
importance  of  the  issues  at  stake.  The  law  cares  little  for 
trifles;  but  when  life,  or  liberty,  or  honorable  reputation  is 
involved,  no  State  of  the  American  Union  leaves  a  citizen  at 
the  mercy  of  a  single  trial  court. 

3.  The  necessity  of  Courts  of  Review  is  greatly  increased 
when  there  is  a  possibility,  and  even  a  probability,  that  the 
trial  court  may  be  composed  of  ill-instructed  and  inexperi- 
enced men. 

4.  In  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  Diocesan  Courts 
are  often  required  to  try  cases  involving  questions  of  fidelity 
to  the  most  sacred  obligations,  and  even  allegations  of  gross 
personal  immorality;  yet  these  Courts  are  mostly  chance 
committees  whose  members  may  be,  and  often  are,  wholly 
inexperienced  in  judicial  proceedings,  ignorant  of  the  funda- 
mental rules  of  evidence,  and  sometimes  they  have  shown 
themselves  to  be  hardly  less  ignorant  of  theological  questions 
■on  which  they  have  delivered  their  judgment.  The  Bishops 
to  whom  the  verdicts  of  these  petty  courts  are  referred  for 
approval  are  doubtless  better  qualified,  but  even  they  are 
rarely  men  of  judicial  training;  and  it  is  not  just  to  lay  upon 
them  the  chief  burden  of  responsibility  for  errors  which,  at 
one  time  or  another,  arc  certain  to  occur. 

5.  Hence,  Courts  of  Review  are  necessary  for  the  pro- 
tection of  Bishops  from  the  danger  of  possible,  and,  in  some 
-cases,  of  almost  certain  injustice;  and  so  long  as  the  Church 
fails  to  provide  such  courts,  Bishops  will  continue  to  be  liable 
to  the  scandal  and  vexation  of  prosecution  in  secular  courts 
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for  acts  and  judgments  which  they  have  done  and  given  in 
their  episcopal  capacity. 

6.  The  present  position  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
matter  is  utterly  anomalous.  It  is  the  only  Church  on  earth 
in  which  a  clergyman  may  be  found  guilty  of  crime  or  of 
heresy  by  an  ignorant  court,  sentenced  by  an  ill-advised 
Bishop,  and  driven  in  disgrace  from  office  and  benefice,  with 
no  appeal  save  to  the  final  judgment  of  God  at  the  last  day. 

For  such  a  state  of  things  to  have  been  suffered  to  con- 
tinue for  more  than  a  century  is  itself  a  scandal,  and  3'our 
Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  Resolu- 
tions: * 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  in  Annual 
Convention  assembled,  heartily  unites  with  the  Diocese  of 
Milwaukee  in  a  request  to  the  General  Convention  to  take 
such  action  as  may  be  necessary  under  the  INTinth  Article  of 
the  Constitution,  to  establish  Extra-Diocesan  Courts  of 
Review,  and  a  Court  of  Appeal  for  the  final  determination 
of  questions  of  doctrine,  faith  and  worship. 

Resolved,  That  our  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention 
be  requested  to  present  the  foregoing  Resolution  to  the  House 
of  Deputies  ala  memorial  from  this  Diocese,  and  that  a  copy 
of  the  same  Resolution  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan 
Council  of  Milwaukee. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  be  discharged.

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Resolved,  That  the  following  words  be  added  as  an  Amendment  to 
Article  VIII  of  the  Form  of  Charter  of  Incorporation  of  Parishes: 
**  Provided,  however,  That  so  long  as  the  title  to  said  property  shall 
remain  in  said  Trustees,  the  spiritual  oversight  and  management  of 
the  same  shall  devolve  upon  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese";  so  that  the 
Article  VIII  will  read  as  follows: 

"In  case  of  the  dissolution  of  the  said  Corporation,  all  the  prop- 
erty of  the  same  shall  vest  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  in  trust  for  the  purposes  men- 
tioned in  Article  IV  of  the  Charter  of  the  said  Trustees,  and  to  be  used 
and  applied  by  the  said  Trustees  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  direct ; 
Provided,  however.  That  so  long  as  the  title  to  said  property  shall  remain 
in  said  Trustees,  the  spiritual  oversight  and  management  of  the  same 
shall  devolve  upon  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese," 

which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons. 

Mr.  Francis  A.  Lewis  presented  the  Report  of  the 
Special  Committee  on  Supervision  and  Maintenance 
of  Parochial  Properties: 

In  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  held 
May  5  and  6,  1903,  the  following  resolution  wa|  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  a  Special  Committee,  to  be  constituted  of  the 
members  of  the  present  Committee  on  Canons,  be  requested  to  con- 
sider and  report  to  the  next  Convention,  what,  if  any,  supervision 
should  be  exercised  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  over 
the  maintenance  of  parochial  properties  in  a  proper  condition  of  repair. 
(See  page  143  of  the  Journal  of  1903.) 

The  Special  Commi  tee  appointed  under  this  resolution 
thought  it  proper  to  request  Mr.  C.  Stuart  Patterson,  by  whom 
it  had  been  introduced,  to  state  somewhat  more  precisely  the 
particulars  in  which  he  would  suggest  a  closer  supervision  than 
is  now  provided  by  the  canons  and  canonical  reports.  Accord- 
ingly, Mr.  Patterson  kindly  prepared  for  the  Committee  the 
draft  of  a  canon  embodying  his  views,  and  afterwards,  by 
special  request,  conferred  in  person  with  the  Committee. 
The  result  has  been  the  preparation  of  a  canon  which  the 
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Committee  herewith  report  for  the  consideration  of  the  Con- 
vention. The  Committee  sympathize  with  its  pitrpose,  and 
they  approve  the  canon  as  a  whole,  while  reserving  their 
individual  judgment  in  minor  matters  of  detail.

Amend  Section  5  of  Canon  XIV  by  striking  out  all  after 
the  word  ** report"  in  the  sixth  line,  and  by  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following: 

"And  also  his  receipts  and  disbursements  of  parochial 
funds. 

"The  Wardens  of  every  Parish  in  this  Diocese  shall,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year,  present  to  the 
Bishop  a  financial  statement  of  the  Parish  for  its  preceding 
fiscal  year,  signed  by  them,  or  one  of  them,  and  setting  forth, 
under  the  headings  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  specific  infor- 
mation hereinafter  required,  namely: 

"i.  Title  Deeds,  Etc.  The  names  of  all  testators  or 
grantors,  and  the  date  and  place  of  record  of  each  will,  or  deed, 
vesting  a  title  in  the  Parish. 

"  2.  Description  op  Lots  and  Buildings.  Stating  the 
location  and  dimensions  of  each  lot  and  the  character  and 
uses  of  each  btiilding. 

"3.  Values.  The  market  value  of  each  parcel  of  real 
estate  owned  by  the  Parish. 

"4.  Incumbrances.  Stating  particulars  of  every  mort- 
gage or  other  lien  encumbering  any  parochial  property,  and 
date  to  which  interest  is  paid. 
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"5.  Fire  Insurance.  Amount  of  insurance  on  each 
building,  stating  name  of  company,  amount  of  each  policy, 
term,  and  annual  premium. 

"6.  Repairs.  Condition  of  each  building  as  to  repairs 
and  amount  expended  therefor  in  each  of  the  preceding  five 
years. 

"7.  Taxes  and  Water  Rent.  Assessment  for  taxation 
and  amount  of  annual  tax  and  water  rent  upon  each  parcel  of 
property,  if  legally  subject  to  taxation,  and  date  to  which  paid. 

**  Invested  Funds.  Particulars  of  any  fund  invested  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Parish,  with  a  full  statement  as  to  securities 
in  which  invested,  and  as  to  dates  to  which  income  thereon 
has  been  collected. 

**9.  Income  and  Expenditures.  Particulars  as  to  the 
income  and  expenditures  of  the  Parish  for  the  preceding  fiscal 
year,  stating  in  detail  the  sources  of  the  income  and  the 
amount  of  income  in  arrears  at  the  date  of  the  report,  and 
stating  all  salaries,  with  the  date  to  which  each  has  been  paid. 

**io.  Security.  The  amount  and  character  of  the 
security  given  by  the  Accounting  Warden  for  his  faithful 
custody  and  disbursement  of  parochial  funds. 

**  Blank  forms  of  report  setting  forth  the  requirements 
hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  be  provided  by  the  Diocese,  and 
at  least  two  copies  of  such  blank  forms  shall  be  mailed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Diocese  to  every  Minister  of  a  Parish  on  or 
before  the  'fifth  day  in  January  in  each  year. 

"All  reports  when  made  to,  and  received  by,  the  Bishop 
of  the  Digcese  shall  be  examined  by  him,  and  by  the  Treasurer 
and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  and  filed  in  the  Bishop's 
office;  and  it  shall  be  the  Bishop's  duty  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  Minister  and  Wardens  of  any  Parish  to  any  matter  in 
the  report  of  such  Parish  which  may  seem  to  the  Bishop  to 
require  explanation  or  correction.  Such  portions  of  such 
reports  as  the  Bishop  shall  designate  shall  be  published  in  the 
Journal  of  the  Convention. 
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**  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the 
Convention  the  names  of  all  Ministers  and  Parishes  that  have 
failed  to  make  report  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  as  required 
by  this  canon," 

which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons. 

The  Rev.  J.  DeWolf  Perry  offered  the  following 
resolution,  viz: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  Form  of  Parochial  Report  under  the  item 
Chtirch  Expenses,  the  words  "Use  of  Rectory  if  any"  be  omitted, 

which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons. 

The  Canon  of  Courtesy  was  read  by  the  Secre- 
tary, as  follows : 

Canon  V,  Section  4.  Clergymen  belonging  to  this 
Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention,  Clergy- 
men of  other  Dioceses  of  this  Church,  Clergymen  of  other 
Churches  in  Communion  with  this  Church,  Candidates  for 
Holy  Orders  in  the  P|»testant  Episcopal  Church,  and  all 
persons  holding  any  omce  of  trust  under  this  Convention, 
though  not  members,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this 
Convention.

Consent  was  given  to  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  of  the 
Resurrection  to  place  a  mortgage  of  $10,000  on  a  part  of  the 
lot  belonging  to  the  Parish,  on  condition  that  the  money 
received  from  said  mortgage  be  used  for  the  erection  of  a 
Parish  Building. 

On  March  i ,  advised  the  Bishop  to  consent  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  place  of  worship  at  Wawa,  and  also  at  Fifty-first 
and  Spruce  streets,  and  to  the  establishment  of  a  Mission  at 
Fifteenth  and  Porter  streets. 

Advised  the  Bishop  to  consent  to  the  change  of  site  of 
St.  Gabriel's  Mission  to  No.  28  North  Thirty-seventh  street. 

On  April  5 ,  consent  was  given  to  the  Vestry  of  the  Church 
of  St.  Barnabas  to  place  a  mortgage  of  $1 ,500  on  the  Rectory 
in  order  to  pay  indebtedness  and  for  necessary  repairs  to  the 
Rectory. 
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Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Richard 
Henry  Nelson,  elected  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese 
of  Albany. 

On  May  2,  the  Committee  advised  the  Bishop  to  consent 
to  the  sale  of  the  Parsonage  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Inno- 
cents, Tacony. 

The  Committed  approved  of  an  amendment  to  the  Charter 
of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Germantown. 

The  Committee  report  that  all  Churches  in  union  with 
the  Convention  have  made  reports  to  the  Bishop,  except  St.

Resolved,  First,  That  the  Charter  of  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany, 
Germantown,  Philadelphia,  as  amended,  is  in  conformity  with  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 

Second,  That  the  Committee  recommend  t<f  the  Convention  that 
the  Charter  as  amended  be  approved. 

Third,  That  the  Committee  be  discharged  from  fiuther  consider- 
ation of  the  subject. 

The  foregoing  report  is  approved.

In  the  Convention  of  1903,  the  report  of  fhis  Committee 
was  not  reached  tmtil  the  afternoon  of  the  last  day,  and  there 
being  no  quorum  present,  it  was  resolved  that  the  vote  on  the 
amendment  of  Article  VI,  Section  2,  of  the  Constitution  should 
be  taken  on  the  first  day  of  the  Convention  of  1904.  (See 
Journal,  1903,  page  151.) 

Article  X  of  the  Constitution  (see  page  18  of  the  1903 
edition  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons)  provides  that  an 
amendment  being  duly  considered  in  one  Convention  must 
be  approved  of  in  "the  next  ensuing  Convention."  Although 
a  liberal  construction  of  this  Article  X  might  permit  the  pro- 
posed amendment  to  be  voted  for  at  this  time,  the  Committee 
believes  the  safest  plan  is  to  follow  the  strict  wording  of  the 
Constitution,  and  therefore  again  offer  the  following  amend- 
ment to  Article  VI,  Section  2,  of  the  Constitution: 

Resolved,  That  Section  2,  Article  VI,  of  the  Constitution,  line  4 
on  page  7,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "second  "  and  inserting 
in  Ueu  thereof  the  word  "first." 

At  the  last  Convention  (Journal,  page  151)  the  advisa- 
bility of  beginning  the  session  of  the  Annual  Convention  on 
Monday  was  referred  to  this  Committee  for  report.  After 
careful  consideration  of  the  subject,  the  Committee  believe 
that  it  is  inexpedient  at  present  to  change  the  day  of  beginning 
the  sessions.

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•*4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the  session"  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "such  day  and  hotir  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
order  of  the  Convention "  and  by  striking  out  the  words  "that  time" 
on  lines  6  and  7,*and  substituting  in  lieu  thereof  "the  time  appointed 
for  the  elections,"  and  by  striking  out  on  lines  8  and  g  the  words  "  lo 
o'clock  of  the  morning,"  so  that  the  part  of  Section  2  on  page  17  shall 
read  as  follows : 

"and  such  election,  except  that  of  the  Secretary  and  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  held  at  such  day  and  hour  as 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  order  of  the  Convention ;  and  provided,  also,  that 
if  no  such  majority  of  the  Clerical  members  and  of  the  lay  repre- 
sentations be  present  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  elections,  or  if  said 
elections  be  not  completed,  said  elections  shall  be  postponed  imtil  the 
next  day,  when  the  same  shall  be  proceeded  in  without  regard  to  the 
nimiber  then  present.  And  in  all  cases  of  a  failure  or  omission  to  elect 
any  officer  or  annual  Committee,  the  persons  then  in  office,  or  belonging 
to  the  Committee,  shall  continue  in  their  station  tmtil  others  shall  be 
chosen."

The  Rev.  Samuel  Upjohn,  D.  D.,  offered  the 
following  resolution : 

Whereas,  It  having  been  ruled  by  one  of  the  officials  of  this 
Diocese  to  whom  such  matters  are  wont  to  be  referred,  that  a  Clergy- 
man of  this  Church  in  Deacon's  Orders  is  not  a  Minister  in  full  Orders 
in  the  sense  of  meriting  from  secular  corporations  the  priv. leges 
accorded  to  those  ordained  in  the  Holy  Ministry;  and 

Whereas.  It  is  apparent  from  this  ruling  only  Bishops  would  be 
entitled  to  the  privileges  named;   therefore. 

Resolved,  It  is  the  judgment  of  this  Convention  that  this  ruling 
is  erroneous,  and  should  be  so  declared,  because  it  is  evident  unto  all 
men  diligently  reading  Holy  Scripture  and  ancient  authors,  that  the 
Diaconate  i.s  one  of  the  constituent  Orders  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and 
therefore  is  to  be  accounted  as  entitled  to  all  customary  privileges 
allowed  by  secular  corporations  to  the  Clergy, 

which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons. 
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The  Rev.  R.  E.  Dennison  presented  the  Report 
of  the  Stewards  of  the  Sustentation  Fund,  with 
accompanying  resolution,  as  follows: 

Fourteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Stewards  of  the 
Sustentation  Fund. 

The  Stewards  beg  leave  to  present  their  Fourteenth 
Annual  Report: 

With  the  exception  of  three,  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese, 
among  which  contributions  to  the  fund  were  apportioned, 
have  paid  the  amounts  asked  of  them. 

The  Treasurer's  Report,  showing  the  balance  in  hand,  is 
annexed  hereto.     (See  Appendix  L.) 

The  Stewards  have  made  the  usual  appropriations,  with 
the  exception  of  one  Parish,  in  which  there  was  a  controversy 
between  the  Rector  and  Vestry,  referred  to  in  their  last  report. 
The  Stewards  have  not  as  yet  been  convinced  that  the  state 
of  affairs  in  this  Parish  justifies  an  appropriation  from  this 
fund. 

The  Stewards  are  happy  to  state  that  one  Rector,  who 
has  been  the  recipient  of  the  fund  heretofore,  will  not  this  year 
make  application  for  an  appropriation,  as  he  no  longer  needs 
this  assistance.  The  withdrawal  of  this  will  enable  the 
Stewards  to  grant  the  request  for  an  increase  in  another  and, 
we  believe,  a  deserving  case. 

The  Stewards  feel  that  in  view  of  the  unusually  large 
balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  fund,  an  appro- 
priation of  $3,000  will  be  sufficient,  and  therefore  offer  the 
following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Stewards  of  the  Sustentation  Fund  shall  this 
year  request  contributions  from  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese,  amounting 
in  all  to  S3. 000.

The  Rev.  S.  C.  Hill  presented  the  Report  and 
Resolution  of  the  Commission  of  the  Church  Work 
among  the  Deaf,  as  follows: 

Twenty-fourth  Annual  Report  op  the  Pennsylvania 
Diocesan  Commission  on  Church  Work  among  thr 
Deap. 

The  Commission  begs  leave  to  present  their  report  for 
the  year  ending  April  30,  1904.  We  are  exceeding  glad  to- 
announce  that  by  the  generous  contributions  of  the  Churches 
the  Treasurer  was  able  to  pay  all  bills  and  have  a  balance  of 
$114.90.  This  is  gratifying,  as  our  expenses  were  heavier 
than  last  year.     (See  Appendix  D.) 

Owing  to  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Koehler  and  his 
removal  to  Scranton,  the  Secretary  has  been  tmable  to  get  the 
record  of  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials.  The  Secretary 
would  be  glad  of  the  permission  to  print  the  same  in  the 
Journal  when  handed  in. 

The  Treasurer  of  All  Souls*  reports:  Receipts  for  all  Parish 
purposes,  $415.65;  expended,  $382.49;  balance,  $33.16. 

Mrs.  Syle,  the  Visitor,  reports  having  made  1,076  visits. 
This  includes  several  institutions,  as  well  as  the  homes  of  the 
people.  She  received  from  several  individuals  $79.4'^  for  the 
poor,  for  which  she  wishes  me  to  express  her  thanks. 

We  are  glad  to  announce  that  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice 
of  the  Commission,  has  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dantzer,  of 
Rochester,  and  that  he  takes  charge  of  All  Souls'  about  June  i. 
He  is  a  man  of  rare  qualities,  and  we  hope  for  enlarged  work 
and  great  success. 

There  are  now  311  communicants  of  All  Souls',  besides  a 
large  work  among  those  who  are  not  connected  with  the 
Church.  It  is  a  great  field,  a  great  need,  and  a  great  oppor- 
tunity.

The  Secretary  presented  by  title  the  Report  of 
Church  Building  Fund  for  Pennsylvania,  with  request 
that  the  same  be  printed  in  the  Journal  {see 
Appendix  H). 

On  motion,  the  request  was  granted. 

The  Rev.  S.  F.  Hotchkin  presented  the  Report 
of  the  Registrar  {see  Appendix  C,  Part  I). 

Mr.  Ewing  L.  Miller  presented  the  Report  of  the 
Custodians  of  the  Church  House,  as  follows: 

The  Custodians  of  the  Church  House  of  the  Diocese  of 
Penn  ylvania  beg  leave  to  report: 

Reference  to  the  Treasurer's  account  will  show  that 
receipts  towards  maintenance  have  been  $7,428.36,  an 
increase  over  the  former  year  of  $546.19,  of  which  $430.90 
consists  of  an  extra  month's  rent  of  the  comer  store,  paid  in 
advance  ($200),  and  payment  of  $230.90  on  account  of 
improvements  by  the  Church  Club:  so  that  the  excess  of 
receipts  for  the  past  year  is  only  $115.29. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  has  been  $5,969.94,  from  which 
should  be  deducted  extraordinary  expenditures,  amounting 
to  $1,223.22,  for  improvements  to  the  Church  Club  rooms 
(noted  below),  making  the  net  cost  of  maintenance  $4,746.72 ; 
and  had  the  city  tax  bill  been  paid  at  same  ra€e  as  last  year 
($1,800)  the  total  would  have  been  $6,546.72  or  $285.10  less 
than  last  year,  and  a  surplus  of  $450.74,  and  $400.39  in  excess 
of  1903. 

The  balance  of  $1,458.42  is  held  in  this  account  to  provide 
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for  the  tax  bill  for  1904,  still  unpaid;  the  Custodians  deeming 
it  inexpedient  to  discount  the  bill  this  year  as  formerly. 

Owing  to  the  continued  growth  of  the  Church  Club,  and 
its  desire  for  better  accommodations,  the  Custodians,  for  good 
business  reasons,  and  their  desire  to  please  a  good  tenant, 
entered  into  an  agreement  whereby  they  were  to  contrib^e 
the  sum  of  $1,000  towards  the  necessary  improvements  in 
consideration  of  a  yearly  increase  of  $100  in  the  rental  of  the 
rooms,  the  Club- agreeing  to  pay  the  excess  cost.  The  altera- 
tions have  been  made,  at  a  cost  of  $1,230.90,  and  are  a  decided 
improvement  to  the  Church  House. 

Owing  to  the  revision  in  the  assessments  for  city  taxation 
on  real  estate,  the  Church  House  has  been  assessed  for 
$160,000,  aiv  increase  of  $60,000  over  last  year,  and  $75,000 
over  previous  years.  At  the  present  rate  for  taxation,  this 
entails  an  increased  expense  of  $550  against  maintenance 
account 

The  mortgage  indebtedness  against  the  House  remains 
as  last  reported.  The  balance  in  Sinking  Fund  is  $303 .36,  and 
no  reduction  in  the  mortgage  can  be  made  until  this  amounts 
to  $1,000,  or  a  multiple  thereof.  The  mortgagee  has  given 
notice  that  hereafter  the  rate  of  interest  will  be  4^  per  cent 
instead  of  4  per  cent ;  this  will  also  entail  an  increase  in  our 
fixed  charges  of  S3 3 5,  or  a  total  of  S885  for  the  present  year. 
As  against  this,  the  Custodians  have  increased  the  rentals  of 
the  two  stores  (and  the  Church  Club  rooms  noted  above)  by 
$640,  and  will  doubtless  be  able  to  obtain  a  small  increase  in 
rental  of  some  of  the  rooms  in  the  near  future. 

The  Custodians  would  suggest  the  advisability  of  the 
Convention  giving  authority  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese, 
in  whose  name  the  title  to  the  Church  House  vests,  to  pay  off 
the  mortgage  if  deemed  expedient  and  negotiate  a  new  one 
for  a  similar*  amount  in  order  to  secure  a  reduction  in  the 
interest  rate,  as  it  is  thought  by  many  that  considering  the 
quality  of  the  security  the  loan  should  remain  at  4  per  cent.

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity: 

Grace,  mercy  and  peace  be  to  you  from  God  the  Father, 
and  from  Jesus  Christ  His  Son,  and  from  the  Holy  Ghost. 

I  depart  again  from  my  usual  custom  of  presenting  some 
portraiture  of  the  character  of  those  of  our  brethren  who 
having  been  identified  with  the  Coimcils  of  the  Diocese,  and 
having  left  their  impress  upon  its  life,  have  been  called  away 
to  the  rest  prepared  for  the  people  of  God.

1  present  my  official  journal  for  the  year  ending  May  2, 
1904,  with  lists  as  required,  which  I  will  not  read,  but  which  I 
commend  to  your  careful  reading  in  the  printed  Journal: 
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The  Diocese. 

The  past  year  with  few  exceptions  has  been  one  of  health-^ 
ful  life  in  all  departments  of  the  work  of  the  Diocese.  There 
have  been  fewer  Ordinations  than  last  year,  but  there  has- 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 
The  number  of  persons  confirmed  is  about  the  same  as  last 
year.  In  more  than  twenty  Parishes  and  Missions  improve- 
ments of  various  kinds  have  been  made;  some  involving  an 
outlay  of  only  a  few  hundred  dollars,  and  others,  of  many 
thousands;  but  all  showing  the  interest  and  liberality  of  the 
congregations,  and  of  the  Diocese  at  large.  Of  these,  I  will 
make  special  mention  of  only  two : 

The  Episcopal  Hospital  Mission  which  for  twenty  years 
has  occupied  its  building  on  the  grounds  of  the  Hospital  has 
outgrown  its  accommodations,  and  has  found  its  future 
home  in  a  spacious  and  beautiful  edifice,  which  was  conse- 
crated last  Sunday  by  the  name  of  St.  Luke's  Church.  A 
tablet  in  the  Church  bears  the  following  inscription :

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Through  the  liberality  of  a  family,  and  the  willing  gifts- 
of  the  congregation,  there  has  been  placed  in  the  tower  of  the 
Chtirch  of  St.  Simeon,  Memorial  of  Bishop  Stevens,  an 
exqiiisitely  modulated  Chime  of  Bells,  the  music  of  which  is 
a  source  of  joy  not  only  to  the  members  of  the  Parish,  but  to- 
all  the  surrotmding  neighborhood. 

It  is  also  worthy  of  special  mention  that  two  Parishes,^ 
Emmanuel,  Kensington,  and  Holy  Innocents,  Tacony,  which 
have  been  receiving  aid  from  the  Convocation  of  German- 
town,  have  developed  so  much  strength  that  they  have 
relinquished  their  Missionary  appropriation,  and  the  Minister- 
in-charge  of  each  has  become  the  Rector.  St.  Anna's,  West 
Philadelphia,  has  also  relinquished  its  appropriation,  and 
become  self-supporting. 

St.  Timothy's,  Eighth  and  Reed,  has  been  taken  under 
the  fostering  care  of  St.  James'  Church,  with  good  reason  for 
expecting  that  its  efficiency  as  a  centre  of  religious  life  and 
influence  will  thereby  be  greatly  increased. 

In  several  Parishes  there  has  been  some  very  generous 
giving  for  parochial  objects  for  which  the  givers  are  to  be 
commended.  I  rejoice  in  Chimes  of  Bells,  and  grand  Organs, 
and  the  making  the  House  of  God  beautiful  with  the  skill 
of  the  artist,  where  the  Missionary  gifts  keep  pace  with  the 
expenditures  for  such  purposes.  The  manifestation  of  a 
Missionary  spirit  is  the  surest  indication  of  the  reality  of  the 
spiritual  life  of  an  individual  or  a  Parish  or  a  Diocese :  for  the 
Spirit  of  Missions  is  the  Spirit  of  Christ.  The  presence  of 
such  a  spirit  in  this  Diocese  has  been  exhibited  during  the 
year  in  several  directions,  of  which  I  will  mention  three: 

I.  The  interest  in  Diocesan  Missions  has  been  wide  and 
deep.  The  fimd  of  $100,000,  more  than  half  of  which  was 
pledged  during  the  preceding  year,  has  been  completed 
through  the  continued  efforts  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and 
four-fifths  of  it  has  been  expended  in  the  purchase  of  sites 
for  new  Missions,  the  partial  or  complete  payment  of  debts 
upon  Mission  properties  previously  acquired,  and  in  aiding 
to  erect  or  improve  Churches  or  Parish  Buildings.     In  several 
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instances  the  promise  of  one  or  two  thousand  dollars  con- 
tingent upon  the  raising  of  an  equal  or  larger  sum  has  led  to 
the  raising  of  once  or  twice  or  three  times  the  amount  taken 
from  the  fund.  So  that  taken  altogether,  I  have  no  doubt 
that  more  money  has  been  given  for  Diocesan  Mission  work 
in  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year  than  in  any  preceding. 
And  the  work  of  Diocesan  Missions  is  fundamental.  It  fur- 
nishes the  basis  for  the  maintenance  of  Diocesan  life  and 
the  extension  of  the  Church  into  new  fields  beyond.  In  a 
great  city  like  this  it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  the  Churches 
already  established  to  see  to  it  that  the  new  districts  in  which 
population  is  rapidly  increasing  are  supplied  with  Churches 
and  Missionaries.  We  cannot  neglect  this  duty  without 
peril  to  our  own  stability  in  the  faith  and  dishonor  to  the 
Lord  Whom  we  profess  to  serve,  and  I  am  happy  to  believe 
that  this  truth  is  in  a  good  degree  realized  amongst  us. 

2.  A  second  manifestation  of  the  Missionary  spirit  of 
the  Diocese  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  last  year  we  con- 
tributed to  General  Missions  the  full  amount  of  our  appor- 
tionment, and  that  on  the  ist  of  April  of  this  year  the  contri- 
l)utions  were  fifteen  hundred  dollars  more  than  at  the  same 
time  last  year.  But  it  should  be  remembered  that  in  order 
to  make  up  the  whole  sum  last  year,  vigorous  efforts  on  the 
part  of  a  few  whose  hearts  are  really  enlisted  in  Missions, 
were  required,  and  that  only  by  several  large  individual  gifts 
was  the  amount  secured.  It  ought  not  to  be  so  again.  A 
year  ago  the  question  was  submitted  to  the  Convention 
whether  an  apportionment  of  the  $70,400.00  *  which  this 
Diocese  should  give,  should  be  made  to  the  several  congrega- 
tions, or  whether  as  before  we  should  trust  to  the  spirit  and 
sense  of  honor  of  our  communicants,  to  give  so  freely  of 
their  means  that  this  Diocese  should  not  be  found  deficient 
in  doing  its  part  in  the  Missionary  work  of  the  whole  Church. 
It  was  the  judgment  of  the  Convention,  as  expressed  by  its 
Committee,  that  the  Clergy  and  congregations  of  the  Diocese 
could  be  depended  upon  to  do  their  duty,  without  an  appor- 
tionment, and  I  devoutly  hope  that  the  correctness  of  this 
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judgment  will  be  manifested  within  the  next  few  weeks, 
and  that  in  every  congregation  in  the  Diocese  an  opportimity 
will  be  given  for  contributing  to  the  treasury  of  the  Board  of 
Missions,  and  that  every  member  of  ever}'  congregation 
will  make  an  offering  that  shall  be  fairly  proportionate  to 
the  ability  to  give.  We  are  still  $27,000.00  short  of  our 
apportionment,  all  of  which  should  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
before  September  first.  It  is  manifest  that  this  will  require 
an  offering  from  every  congregation;  and  a  review  of  the 
offerings  of  the  Parishes  which  have  been  reported,  suggests 
that  scmae  of  them  should  without  delay  be  given  an  oppor- 
timity to  increase  the  amount  of  their  offering. 

3.  There  has  been  one  other  manifestation  of  the  Spirit 
of  Missions  for  which  we  may  well  thank  God  and  take  courage 
for  the  future.  It  is  the  Lenten  Offering  of  the  Sunday 
School  Auxiliary.  For  several  years  past  it  has  been  the 
custom  of  many  of  our  Sunday  Schools  to  give  their  offerings 
during  Lent  to  General  Missions.  This  pious  and  praise- 
worthy spirit  has  spread  until  it  has  reached  nearly  every 
School.  During  the  past  five  years  there  has  been  a  steady 
increase  in  the  amount  so  given.  Last  year  the  increase  was 
so  large  that  some  feared  it  could  not  be  reached  again.  But 
the  offering  this  year  is  larger  than  ever.  At  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Sunday  School  Auxiliary  in  the  Church  of  the 
Incarnation,  on  the  23d  of  April,  from  the  Schools  there  rep- 
resented, an  offering  of  $28,431.56  for  General  Missions  was 
placed  upon  the  altar.  In  my  opinion  this  development  of 
interest  in  giving  for  Missions  amongst  the  teachers  and  scholars 
of  our  Sunday  Schools  is  the  most  encouraging  feature  of  our 
Diocesan  life.  The  young  people,  the  boys  and  girls  of  the 
Diocese,  are  learning  the  joy  of  giving,  forming  a  habit  which 
will  continue  through  their  lives.  The  formation  of  such  a 
habit  is  of  incalculable  benefit. 

George  Peabody  was  once  asked  whether  he  enjoyed 
most  making  his  money  or  giving  it  away,  and  he  replied: 
'*I  enjoyed  making  money.  I  think  it  is  a  great  pleasure 
to  make  money;  and  when  the  idea  was  first  suggested  to  me 
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that  I  should  give  money  away,  it  did  not  please  me  at  all — 
in  fact,  it  distressed  me.  But  I  thought  the  matter  over,  and 
concluded  that  I  would  make  an  experiment  on  a  small  scale. 
So  I  built  the  first  of  the  model  tenement  houses  in  London. 
It  was  a  hard  pull,  but  after  it  was  done  I  went  among  the 
poor  people  living  in  the  rooms,  so  clean  and  comfortable, 
and  I  had  quite  a  new  feeling.  I  enjoyed  it  very  much.  I 
gave  more,  and  the  feeling  increased;  and  now  I  can  truly 
say  that,  much  as  I  enjoyed  the  making  of  money,  I  enjoy 
far  more  the  giving  it  away." 

In  the  case  of  a  majority  of  Sunday  School  scholars 
their  gifts  are  the  product  of  their  saving,  their  self-denials, 
their  stimulated  industry.  There  is  no  reason  to  fear  that 
they  will  give  too  much.  No  individual,  nor  Parish,  nor 
Mission,  nor  Diocese  will  ever  be  the  loser  from  giving  freely 
for  the  work  of  Christ  and  His  Church.  Go  through  this 
Diocese  or  any  other,  and  you  will  find  that  the  men  and 
women  who  give  most  generously  for  Missions  are  also  most 
ready  to  give  for  the  needs  of  their  own  Parish,  or  for  any 
other  great  cause.  A  generation  trained  in  the  habit  of  giving 
will  make  strong  Parishes  and  Dioceses  in  the  years  that  are 
to  come. 

The  Bishop's  Fund. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  received  for  the  Bishop's 
Fund  from  a  Churchwoman  of  the  Diocese  $200.00,  from  a 
Clergyman  $5.00,  from  another  Clergyman  $50.00,  from  a 
Layman  $100.00,  and  from  another  Layman  $250.00,  making 
$605.00  from  individual  contributions;  and  from  twenty-six 
congregations  $824.45,  which  with  the  balance  of  $13.66 
brought    forward    makes  the  total    receipts  for    the    year 

$i,443ii- 

I  have  paid  out  $150.00  for  Theological  Education, 
$70.00  to  Clergymen  for  supplying  in  cases  of  sickness; 
$506.00  to  twelve  Clergymen  and  widows  of  Clergymen  for 
needs  caused  by  sickness;  and  $579.11  for  such  pious  and 
charitable  uses  as  are  referred  to  in  the  Canon  respecting  the 
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Alms  and  Contributions  at  the  Administration  of  the  Holy 
Communion.  The  total  expenditure  has  been  $1,305.11, 
leaving  $138.00  on  hand.  This  is  a  larger  balance  than  in 
any  preceding  year,  owing  to  the  fact  that  several  contribu- 
tions which  have  before  come  in  after  the  Convention  were 
sent  to  me  earlier  this  year. 

The  disbursement  of  this  Fund  involves  much  personal 
attention,  but  it  is  a  labor  of  love,  and  I  am  profoundly 
grateful  to  those  who  have  made  it  possible  for  me  to  do  it. 
I  cordially  thank  the  individuals  who  have  thus  made  me  to 
some  extent  their  almoner,  and  I  fully  appreciate  the  kind- 
ness of  the  Rectors  and  Missionaries  who  have  given  their 
congregations  the  opportunity  of  contributing  to  the  Bishop's 
Fund. 

Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the   Board  of  Missions, 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.

The  United  Offering  is  presented  once  in  three  years  at 
the  time  of  the  General  Convention.  The  amount  of  the 
last  one,  made  in  San  Francisco  in  1901,  was  $106,560.34,  all 
for  General  Mission  Work.  Of  this  $16,516.10  was  from  the 
Diocese. 

The  next  Offering  will  be  made  in  Boston  in  October, 
and  will  be  for  the  training,  sending  out,  and  support  of 
women  workers  in  the  Mission  field.  The  total  amount  now 
in  the  treasury  for  the  Offering  from  this  Diocese  is  $11,711.15. 

Life  Insurance. 

In  two  preceding  addresses  I  have  called  attention  to 
the  advantages  offered  to  the  Clergy  of  the  Dioceses  in  this 
State,  by  the  Corporation  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and 
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Children  of  Clergymen;  and  I  now  do  so  again,  partly  because 
there  are  still  many  whose  lives  are  not  insured  by  this- 
Society,  and  especially  because  of  the  great  reduction  that 
has  been  made  recently  in  the  rates  of  annual  premium  on 
endowment  policies.  It  is  generally  admitted  that  a  policy 
of  life  insurance  in  a  strong  and  well-managed  company  is 
one  of  the  best  forms. of  investment.  It  is  not  only  this:  it 
is  also  the  surest  method  of  providing  for  the  maintenance 
of  one's  wife  and  children  when  the  time  comes  for  their 
being  left  alone.  For  this  reason  it  seems  to  me  that  there 
is  almost  a  moral  obligation  upon  every  man  in  Orders  to 
insure  his  life  for  an  amount  proportionate  to  his  resources 
and  the  prospective  needs  of  his  family. 

When  we  compare  the  advantages  which  the  corporation 
offers  to  the  Clergy  of  this  State  with  those  of  any  other 
organization,  its  great  superiority  is  manifest:  i.  It  is 
financially  stronger  than  any  other  insurance  organization 
in  this  country.  I  do  not  mean  by  this  that  it  has  larger 
assets,  but  that  the  ratio  of  its  assets  to  its  liabilities  is  larger 
than  that  of  any  other  company  of  which  I  have  knowledge. 
In  fact  this  ratio  is  seven  times  as  large  as  that  of  several 
companies  whose  standing  is  rated  very  high.  2.  Its  rates 
of  premitims  are  much  less  than  those  of  any  other  well- 
established  company.  They  have  always  been  somewhat 
lower,  but  recently  they  have  been  reduced  one-third. 
3.  It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  officers  of  the  corporation 
to  set  apart  each  year  a  portion  of  the  surplus  income,  for 
gratuitous  division  amongst  such  widows  and  children  as  may. 
be  in  special  need,  and  in  many  instances  the  amount  so 
bestowed  has  been  larger  than  the  original  insurance.  It  is 
probable  that  the  reduction  in  rate  will  cause  a  reduction  in 
the  amount  of  this  distribution,  but  it  still 'remains  an  impor- 
tant consideration  and  motive  to  insure. 

This  corporation  is  able  to  offer  all  these  advantages, 
because  it  was  organized  and  has  been  conducted  not  to 
make  money  for  its  promoters,  but  solely  for  the  welfare  of 
the  Clergy  and  their  families.     Its  officers  give  their  valuable 
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time  and  knowledge  to  the  management  of  its  affairs.  Only- 
one  person  connected  with  it  receives  any  salary.  Virtually 
its  whole  income  goes  to  promote  the  ends  for  which  .it  was 
established.  It  will  fully  realize  its  ideal  only  when  every 
Clergyman  of  the  Dioceses  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  have 
become  insured  in  it,  according  as  his  circumstances  require 
and  permit. 

There  is  another  matter  concerning  the  Clergy  which  is 
of  sufficient  importance  to  justify  its  mention  here.  It  is 
the  melancholy  truth  that  a  Clergyman  who  has  passed  the 
age  of  fifty  years  is  very  unlikely  to  be  called  to  the  Rector- 
ship of  any  Parish.  However  strong  he  may  be  physically 
and  mentally,  however  successful  and  useful  in  his  previous 
Ministry,  his  age  renders  him,  in  the  judgment  of  Vestries 
generally,  ineligible  to  election.  The  knowledge  and  under- 
standing of  human  nature,  the  wisest  methods  of  dealing 
with  inquiring  souls,  the  judicious  presentation  of  divine 
truths  that  men  may  be  led  to  recognize  and  accept  them, 
the  sympathy  with  troubled  and  sorrowing  hearts,  which  has 
been  refined  and  deepened  by  years  of  experience,  all  these 
are  ignored,  because  of  his  fifty  years.  It  is  not  so  in  other 
professions.  The  lawyer  and  physician,  so  long  as  they  retain 
their  vitality  and  force,  are  valued  all  the  more  for  the  years 
they  have  lived.  A  large  proportion  of  the  most  eminent 
men  in  both  these  professions  are  nearer  sixty  than  fifty  years 
of  age.  They  are  sought  after  because  of  the  knowledge  and 
skill  which  they  have  gained. 

There  must  be  a  fallacy  in  the  reasoning  by  which  the 
judgment  has  been  reached,  that  a  Clergyman  who  has  passed 
his  fiftieth  birthday  has  become  undesirable  tor  a  Rectorship. 
The  simple  truth  is,  that  this  opinion  has  not  been  arrived 
at  by  any  process  of  reasoning,  nor  observation  of  facts.  It 
is  not  a  judgment,  but  a  prejudice.  The  truth  is,  that  in 
this  city  and  in  other  great  cities  all  over  the  land,  no  better 
work  is  being  done  in  Parishes,  in  preaching  and  in  applied 
Christianity,  than  that  which  is  being  done  by  men  who  are 
between  fifty  and  seventy  years  old.     In  one  of  our  largest 
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Parishes  which  has  been  in  union  with  the  Convention  for 
nearly  sixty  years,  the  best  and  most  fruitful  years  of  its 
existence  have  been  since  it  called  to  its  Rectorship  a  man 
who  had  passed  his  fiftieth  year. 

The  fallacy  of  rejecting  Clergymen  from  consideration 
solely  for  their  age  is  illustrated  also  in  the  admirable  admin- 
istrations and  productive  labors  of  many  of  the  Clergy  who 
serve  their  Parishes  through  a  vigorous  manhood,  and  con- 
tinue in  their  Rectorships  until  failing  strength  necessitates 
relief.  This  Diocese  is  rich  in  illustrations  of  long  and  suc- 
cessful Rectorships,  which  demonstrate  the  fallacy  of  the  popu- 
lar idea  that  it  is  unsafe  to  call  to  the  charge  of  a  Parish  a 
Clergyman,  however  able  or  wise  or  good,  who  is  more  than 
fifty  years  old. 

The  view  which  commends  itself  to  an  unbiased  judg- 
ment is  that,  given  health  and  strength  and  a  past  Ministry 
of  usefulness,  the  experience  of  fifty  years  should  be  no  bar 
to  an  election,  but  rather  a  superior  qualification  for  it,  as  in 
the  practice  of  medicine  and  l«w. 

St.  Michael  and  All  Angels*  House. 

There  is  one  charitable  institution  in  the  Diocese  whose 
work  is  not  so  generally  known  as  it  should  be,  to  which  your 
attention  should  be  called.  It  is  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels' 
House  for  young  Colored  Cripples.  It  is  located  at  Forty-third 
and  Wallace  streets,  and  is  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of 
Trustees  representing  eight  Parishes.  I  have  often  visited  it, 
and  can  bear  testimony  to  the  beneficent  character  of  its 
work.  It  receives  young  colored  cripples  without  respect 
to  their  residence  or  antecedents,  giving  them  a  happy  home, 
with  proper  surgical  and  medical  treatment,  and  instruction 
in  morals  and  religion.  In  many  instances  the  helpless 
cripple  becomes  able  to  earn  a  livelihood.  It  is  a  pure 
charity,  undertaken  with  a  desire  to  relieve  suffering  and  to 
bring  light  and  comfort  into  darkened  lives.  It  is  the  only 
work  of  its  kind  for  colored  cripples  in  this  country,  and  the 
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fact  that  it  ministers  to  the  poorest  and  neediest  and  those 
who  are  utterly  iinable  to  help  themselves,  should  elicit 
peculiar  sympathy  from  those  whom  God  has  blessed  with 
health  and  home  and  vigorous  life.  The  House  is  well 
adapted  for  its  purpose,  and  is  none  too  large  for  the  demands 
made  upon  it.  It  has  a  small  endowment  and  is  free  from 
debt,  but  of  late  the  contributions  for  its  maintenance  have 
so  diminished  that  its  condition  has  become  embarrassing. 
The  general  knowledge  of  the  merits  of  its  work  should  be 
sufficient  to  ensure  the  means  for  its  continuance. 

The  City  Mission. 

All  who  have  read  the  last  Report  of  the  City  Mission 
must  have  been  impressed  with  the  magnitude  and  extent 
of  the  beneficent  work  which  it  has  done  during  the  past  year, 
Its  showing  of  the  results  of  the  treatment  of  patients  in  the 
Hospital  at  Chestnut  Hill  for  Diseases  of  the  Lungs,  and  in 
the  House  of  Mercy  at  411  Spruce  street,  demonstrates  the 
superiority  of  the  open-air  treatment,  and  affords  encourage- 
ment of  a  still  larger  percentage  of  cures  in  the  future. 

The  employment  of  Deaconesses  in  the  visitation  of 
families  in  sickness  and  want,  and  the  investigation  of  appli- 
cations for  relief,  has  been  highly  satisfactory,  and  there 
has  been  no  falling  off  in  religious  services  and  ministrations 
in  criminal  and  reformatory  institutions  of  the  city. 

A  great  improvement  in  facilities  for  conducting  the  work 
of  the  Mission  has  been  made  in  its  acquisition  of  Old  St. 
Paul's  Church  for  its  headquarters.  This  has  been  effected 
through  the  co-operation  of  St.  Peter's  Church  with  the 
laymen  who  are  especially  interested  in  the  City  Mission. 
Changes  have  been  made  in  the  structure  of  the  edifice  which 
convert  the  basement  into  convenient  offices  for  all  connected 
with  the  activities  of  the  Mission;  the  whole  cemetery  has 
been  properly  repaired,  and  improvements  made  in  the 
whole  property.  For  the  cost  of  these  improvements  liberal 
contributions  have  been  made,  leaving  only  $2,000  yet  to  be 
raised.

But  St.  Paul's  is  henceforth  not  to  be  merely  the  head- 
quarters of  the  City  Mission,  important  as  such  use  will  be. 
It  will  continue  to  be  a  Church,  a  house  of  worship,  and  a 
source  and  centre  of  direct  religious  service  and  influence. 
The  Lenten  services  which  have  been  held  for  many  years,, 
and  with  especial  interest  during  the  past  season,  will  be  con- 
tinued. Since  Easter  there  has  been  a  daily  service  of  prayer 
and  intercession  for  Missions,  and  on  Fridays  a  noonday 
service  with  an  address,  with  an  attendance  of  more  than  a 
hundred  each  day.  The  emotion  of  sadness  which  we  instinc- 
tively feel  in  the  thought  of  using  a  Church  for  any  other 
purpose  than  that  for  which  it  was  built,  is  changed  into 
thankfulness  when  we  know,  as  in  this  case,  that  the  original 
purpose  has  not  been  abandoned  nor  forgotten,  but  is  to  be 
ever  kept  in  mind,  and  will  be  operative  through  manifold 
agencies  and  personalities,  for  the  regeneration  and  uplifting 
of  humanity,  for  the  glory  of  God. 

Use  of  the  Revised  Version. 

I  have  received  a  copy  of  a  preamble  and  resolution 
adopted  by  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Cali- 
fornia in  January,  1904,  as  follows:  ** Whereas,  There  is  a 
growing  sentiment  throughout  the  Church  in  favor  of  the 
use  of  the  Revised  Version  of  the  Bible  in  public  worship, 
and  whereas  the  Marginal  Readings  Bible,  authorized  by  the 
General  Convention  in  1901,  has  emphasized  but  not  satis- 
fied this  sentiment,  therefore  be  it  resolved  that  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  California  hereby  petitions  the 
General  Convention  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary 
to  permit  the  use  of  the  Revised  Version  in  the  Lessons  in 
Morning  and  Evening  Prayer.*' 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  enter  upon  any  discussion  of  the 
action  proposed  in  this  resolution.  I  believe,  however,  that 
the  action  of  the  General  Convention  in  authorizing  the  use 
of  the  Marginal  Readings  Bible  was  judicious  and  helpful  ta 
the  understanding  of  the  Bible  for  public  and  private  reading; 
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and  if  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  California  Convention 
recommending  the  use  of  the  Revised  Version  could  be 
amended  by  adding  the  words  "newly  edited  by  the  American 
Revision  Committee,"  I  should  be  in  favor  of  its  adoption 
by  the  General  Convention. 

The  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew. 

This  organization  of  earnest-minded  Churchmen  will 
hold  its  Annual  Convention  in  Philadelphia  on  September 
29  and  30,  and  October  i  and  2.  They  should  receive 
the  cordial  welcome  of  the  Churchmen  and  Churchwomen 
of  this  Diocese.  Their  animating  aim  is  to  bring  men  to 
Christ  that  they  may  know  Him,  and  find  in  Him  their 
Saviour  from  sin,  and  the  Master  of  their  lives. 

Their  agencies  are  prayer  and  loving  sympathetic  service. 
By  these  they  are  reaching  thousands  of  young  men  through- 
out the  land:  in  colleges  and  schools,  in  workshops  and 
factories,  on  railroads,  and  in  the  diversities  of  business 
pursuits. 

Will  every  member  of  this  Convention  make  a  note  of 
the  days  appointed  for  the  meetings  of  the  Brotherhood,  and, 
by  your  presence  at  so  many  of  the  services  as  possible,  show 
your  sympathy  with  its  holy  purpose? 

And  shall  we  not  all  earnestly  pray  that  God's  blessing 
and  the  outpouring  of  His  Spirit  may  be  given  to  their  meet- 
ing, that  all  its  members  and  the  whole  Church  may  share 
in  the  deepening  and  strengthening  of  our  spiritual  life  ? 

And  now,  dear  Brethren,  I  commend  you  to  the  guidance 
of  the  Spirit  of  Wisdom,  that  not  only  in  the  things  which 
m^ay  demand  your  attention  in  this  Convention,  but  in  every- 
thing that  concerns  your  relations  to  each  other  in  the  Church, 
and  in  your  daily  life.  He  may  guide  you  into  all  truth,  and 
strengthen  you  for  the  fulfillment  of  every  duty,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

The  appoint- 
ment, as  provided  by  Canon  VIII,  of  the  Presiding  Offi- 
cers of  the  Convocations,  and  the  discharge  of  all  duties  of 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  his  relations  with  the  Convo- 
cations. 3.  The  appointment  of  all  Missionaries  in  the 
Diocese  who  receive  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  their 
salaries  from  the  Convocations.  4.  Taking  the  place  of 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  all  relations  with  the  Diocesan 
Brafich  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  Pennsylvania,  in- 
cluding the  appointment  of  the  President  and  Secretary. 
It  will  be  noted  that  this  does  not  include  the  following 
duties:  i.  The  appointment  of  "Ministers-in-charge" 
of  Organized  Parishes  which  receive  aid  from  the  Con- 
vocations, nor  of  Clergymen,  to  any  positions  to  whose 
support  the  Convocations  do  not  contribute,  nor  does  it 
include  supervision  of  the  Parishes  or  Missions  described 
in  this  Section.  2.  It  does  not  include  the  Mission  con- 
ducted in  this  Diocese  under  the  Auspices  of  the  Church 
Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Christianity  amongst  the 
Jews.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  you  are  hereby 
authorized  and  assigned  to  discharge  all  of  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  in  so  far  as 
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the  civil  law  permits,  in  connection  with  the  following 
organizations:  The  City  Mission,  The  Leamy  Home, 
The  House  of  Rest  for  the  Aged,  The  Churchmen's  Mis- 
sionary Association  for  Seamen  of  the  Port  of  Philadelphia, 
The  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Penn- 
sylvania (with  the  exception  of  duties  pertaining  to  the 
Stevens  Legacy),  The  Hospital  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  Philadelphia.  You  are  also  authorized  to 
issue  Licenses  to  non-resident  Clergymen,  in  accordance 
with  canonical  regulations,  to  give  and  accept  Letters 
Dimissory,  and  to  license  Lay  Readers.

The  Rt.  Rev.  Alexander  Mackay-Smith,  D.  D., 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese,  was  introduced  by 
the  President  and  read  his  address,  as  follows: 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

As  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  a  Supple- 
mental Report  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  on  certain  points  is 
desirable,  I  desire  to  say,  first  of  all,  that  my  acquaintance 
with  the  work  of  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year  has,  of 
course,  done  much  to  give  me  a  broader  and  more  intelligent 
outlook  upon  the  problems  which  confront  us.  The  success- 
ful completion  of  the  effort  to  raise  an  Extra  Mission  Fund  of 
$100,00':^  during  that  period  has  been  of  the  greatest  assist- 
ance in  the  Mission  work  of  the  Diocese.  In  a  number  of 
cases,  debts  of  a  very  depressing  nature  have  been  paid  off. 
Repairs  of  a  pressing  kind  have  been  made ;  sites  for  new  Mis- 
sion work  have  been  acquired,  and  in  one  instance  at  least  a 
Church  is  being  built ;  while  a  fund  has  been  set  aside  for  the 
purchase  of  desirable  sites  in  advance  of  actual  need,  in  order 
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to  take  advantage  of  more  reasonable  prices.  In  a  score  of 
different  ways,  the  creation  of  this  fund  has  proved  an  abun- 
dant blessing  to  our  Mission  work  by  both  buttressing  already 
established  efforts,  and  opening  the  way  to  hopeful  results  in 
the  future. 

During  the  past  year,  I  have  attended  as  often  as  con- 
sistent with  my  other  duties,  the  meetings  of  the  various  Con- 
vocations. These  meetings  have,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
varied  in  their  attractiveness  as  in  their  results.  The  con- 
clusion, however,  has  been  forced  upon  me  that  as  regards  the 
four  Convocations  which  comprise  the  central  part  of  the  city 
they  might  well  be  compressed  into  two.  The  Parishes  which 
are  more  markedly  characterized  by  financial  stress  lie  to  the 
west  of  Broad  Street.  The  two  eastern  Convocations  have 
all  that  they  can  do  in  making  a  brave  fight  against  depress- 
ing conditions  caused  by  the  withdrawal  of  financial  support 
by  families  moving  westward.  I  think  there  would  be  dis- 
tinct encouragement  in  their  outlook  on  the  future,  should 
there  be  but  two  Convocations  in  this  part  of  the  city,  divided 
simply  by  the  line  of  Walnut  street.  This  would,  of  course, 
also  be  of  advantage  through  the  natural  increase  of  attend- 
ance upon  the  meetings — a  point  of  much  greater  importance 
than  one  might  at  first  glance  suppose. 

In  regard  to  the  Mission  work  of  the  Diocese,  I  desire  to 
say  that  it  is  in  a  healthy  condition.  The  work  necessarily 
fluctuates  somewhat  in  accordance  with  the  capacity,  and  the 
zeal  of  those  laboring  in  different  parts  of  it.  Our  Mission- 
aries are,  as  a  rule,  of  high  character  and  fair  energy.  The 
meetings  of  the  various  Convocations  have  been  harmonious 
and  intelligent.  Several  decisive  steps  have  been  taken  dur- 
ing the  year  towards  foimding  more  permanently  the  work  of 
the  Church  in  different  neighborhoods.  It  must  not  be  for- 
gotten that  in  all  such  work  a  very  necessary  part  of  super- 
vision is  concerned  with  the  ungrateful  task  of  restraining  zeal 
without  discretion.  It  is  often  extremely  difficult  to  decide 
where  new  populations  are  likely  to  remain  permanently. 
Decisions  as  to  new  Missions  must  be  based,  first  of  all,  upon 
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some  intelligent  inquiry  as  to  the  underlying  causes  which 
induce  the  growth  of  neighborhoods  or  villages.  When,  e.  g., 
it  is  found  that  a  certain  locality  has  increased  in  population 
because  of  the  erection  of  a  mill  by  some  company,  any  effort 
toward  Missionary  work  shotild,  for  a  considerable  time,  be 
made  under  conditions  which  involve  only  temporary  quar- 
ters and  small  expense,  until  the  conclusion  is  finally  reached 
that  the  work  which  brought  laborers  to  live  in  that  locality 
will  probably  be  a  permanent  one.  Such  caution,  however, 
should  be  expressed  with  prudence,  lest  the  result  be  a  dis- 
couragement of  effort  and  a  dampening  of  zeal.  Prudence  is. 
hardly  a  popular  virtue,  and  might  even  be  called  distinctly 
unpopular  as  compared  with  energy ;  but  in  Missionary  move- 
ments, it  fills,  as  will  be  seen,  a  distinct  and  valuable  place. 
In  the  history  of  the  past  year,  the  work  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia is  more  especially  connected  with  three  localities: 
That  of  St.  Ambrose,  in  the  north,  where  a  fine  new  Church  is 
being  built ;  that  of  a  new  Mission  at  the  comer  of  Fifteenth 
and  Porter  streets,  in  the  south,  where  a  large  lot  has  been 
purchased,  including  a  substantial  brick  dwelling,  sufficient 
for  present  purposes ;  and  that  of  another  new  Mission  in  the 
west,  at  the  comer  of  Fifty-first  and  Spruce  streets.  West 
Philadelphia,  where  we  possess  a  splendid  site,  and  where 
tentative  work  will  shortly  be  begun.  All  these  new  under- 
takings have  been  rendered  possible  by  the  Extra  Mission 
Fund. 

There  is  another  matter  of  importance  which  I  venture  to 
suggest  demands  the  attention  of  the  Diocese.  I  refer  to  the 
safeguarding  of  the  various  Trust  funds,  which,  in  one  form  or 
another,  exist  here  and  there.  We  are  doubtless  all  aware  that 
attention  has  lately  been  called  anew  to  the  fact  of  a  lack  of 
security  in  such  funds,  whether  in  this  or  in  other  Dioceses. 
Defalcations  have  occurred,  and  sometimes  of  such  a  char- 
acter as  to  seriously  cripple  institutions  and  bring  just 
reproach  upon  the  Church.  Nor  is  this  the  only  evil  that 
results,  for  those  that  might  otherwise  be  inclined  to  leave 
trust  funds  for  various  good  purposes  cannot  be  blamed  for

abandoning  such  plans  on  the  ground  that  the  Church  does 
not  seem  inclined  to  properly  safeguard  the  funds  delivered  to 
its  care.  These  funds  exist  in  such  an  infinite  variety  of  form 
that  it  is  difficult  to  suggest  just  how  the  problem  could  be 
solved;  but  speaking  generally,  almost  every  occtirrence  of 
faithlessness  of  trust  is  due  to  the  fact  of  funds  confided  to 
the  care  of  a  single  person  who  is  answerable  for  their  safety 
only  to  the  members  of  some  body,  which  has  almost  forgot- 
ten the  existence  of  the  fund  itself.  Such  a  person  may  happen 
to  be  a  man  who  is  himself  poor,  and  who  has  never  possessed 
means  of  his  own  amounting  to  as  large  a  stun  as  that  with 
which  he  is  thus  entrusted.  Family  needs  and  business 
embarrassments  may  come  upon  him.  He  is  tempted  to 
borrow  from  the  funds  with  which  he  is  entrusted,  with  the 
full  intention  of  almost  immediate  restoration.  It  is  obvious 
that  such  an  occurrence  is  almost  as  discreditable  to  the 
Church  as  to  the  criminal.  Christians  have  no  right  to  put 
temptation  in  each  other's  paths,  and  human  nature,  being 
what  it  is,  is  frequently  unable  to  withstand  the  stress  of  such  a 
terrible 'temptation.  In  addition  to  the  moral  aspects  of  the 
case,  it  is  utterly  unbusinesslike  for  a  Diocese  in  which  large 
sums  are  entrusted  to  institutions  or  parishes,  to  leave  matters 
in  the  chaotic  and  careless  condition  in  which  they  now  exist. 
I  venture  to  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to  con- 
sider this  most  important  matter — merely  stating  that,  as 
Security  Companies  now  exist  to  an  extent  unknown  a  few 
years  ago,  the  problem  may  perhaps  be  solved  by  employing 
them  more  freely  than  has  hitherto  been  the  custom.  A  law 
compelling  the  employment  of  such  a  Company  in  every  case 
where  trust  funds  are  to  be  guarded,  whether  by  Vestries 
or  institutions,  would  go  far  to  abate  the  evil.  It  may  be 
objected  that  the  amounts  paid  in  commissions  in  such  cases, 
which  should  properly  come  out  of  the  trust  funds  themselves, 
might  somewhat  cripple  them ;  but  the  answer  to  this  would  be 
that  the  amount  of  such  charges  is  very  reasonable,  while  the 
question  is  so  serious  a  one  that  it  is  hardly  possible  to  esti- 
,  mate  by  a  money  measure  the  moral  and  spiritual  evils  from 
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which  we  should  be  freed.  I  need  hardly  say  that  in  such 
matters,  I  do  not  place  first  the  fact  that  the  money  other- 
wise lost  would  be  safeguarded,  but  far  beyond  that,  the  free- 
dom from  scandal  in  a  religious  body,  and  the  strength  given 
to  some  weak  man's  conscience  by  realizing  that  not  only  God, 
but  man  is  watching,  and  that  any  yielding  to  temptation 
would  meet  with  temporal  as  well  as  eternal  punishment. 

I  herewith  submit  to  the  Convention  my  Diary  of  official 
acts  during  the  last  Church  year.

The  Rev.  T.  William  Davidson  presented  the 
Forty-fifth  Report  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions^ 
with  accompanying  resolution,  as  follows: 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania: 

The  Board  of  Missions  respectfully  reports  to  the  Con- 
vention that  there  has  been  increased  activity  in  the  Mis- 
sionary work  in  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year,  and  that 
the  progress  in  the  work  already  established  and  in  the 
organization  of  new  work  has  been  most  encouraging.  The 
details  of  the  work  in  the  several  Convocations  will  appear 
in  the  reports  hereto  attached. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  received  from  the  Convoca- 
tions the  Treasurer  received  from  other  sources  $1,204.56, 
making  the  total  receipts  $18,017.65;  the  expenditures  have 
been  $17,168.45,  showing  an  excess  of  receipts  over  expendi- 
tures of  $849.20,  which,  with  the  balance  on  hand  from  the 
previous  account,  leaves  a  balance  of  $5,913.04  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer. 

A  summary  of  the  receipts  from  and  payments  to  the 
several  Convocations  is  attached,  and  also  the  account  Of 
the  Treasurer,  showing  in  detail  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures. 

As  mentioned  in  the  previous  reports,  it  is  necessary  that 
a  considerable  balance  should  be  carried  over  at  the  close  of 
each  year,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  stipends: 
of  the  Missionaries  during  the  summer  months,  when  little 
or  nothing  is  received  by  the  Board. 
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The  Board  would  urge  upon  the  Convocations  the 
importance  of  making  some  provision  by  which  the  amount 
asked  for-by  the  Board  may  be  fully  met  each  year. 

In  the  report  presented  to  the  last  Convention  reference 
was  made  to  the  effort  which  was  then  being  made  to  secure 
a  special  fund  for  Diocesan  Missions,  a  layman  of  the  Diocese 
having  offered  to  subscribe  $25,000,  provided  $75,000  addi- 
tional were  secured,  making  a  total  fund  of  $100,000,  which 
should  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop  and 
Bishop  Coadjutor.  The  Board  is  gratified  now  to  report 
that  through  the  earnest  and  persistent  efforts  of  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Committee  of  Laymen 
appointed  by  the  Bishop,  the  sum  of  $101,148.27  was  secured 
for  the  purpose  referred  to.  Of  this  amount  there  has  been 
expended  or  pledged  for  work  now  under  way  $96,547.41, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $4,600.86. 

This  fund  has  enabled  the  Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjutor 
to  render  aid  to  the  following  in  the  way  of  extinguishing 
indebtedness,  purchase  of  ground  or  needed  improvements, 
and  extension  of  buildings:  St.  Nathanael's  Mission,  St. 
John's  Northern  Liberties  Galilee  Mission,  St.  John  the  Evan- 
gelist, St.  Anna's  Mission,  Grace  Church,  Hulmeville,  Church 
of  the  Crucifixion,  St.  Bartholomew's  Mission,  St.  Ambrose 
Mission,  Light  House,  St.  Titus'  Mission,  Free  Church  of  St. 
John,  Holy  Innocents,  Tacony,  St.  James'  Church,  Heston- 
ville.  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  West  Philadelphia,  St. 
Gabriel's  Mission,  Italian  Mission,  St.  Luke's  Church  (Episco- 
pal Hospital  Mission),  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Port  Rich- 
mond. 

A  lot  of  ground  has  also  been  purchased  at  Fifty-first  and 
Spruce  streets,  and  the  sum  of  $20,000  set  apart  in  the  hands 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  for  the  purchase  of  ground 
from  time  to  time  as  opportunity  may  offer  to  provide  for 
future  Missions. 

The  impetus  given  to  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Dio- 
cese by  the  judicious  appropriation  of  the  fund  cannot  be 
estimated,  and  the  Board  is  impressed  with  the  desirability

of  establishing  such  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Extra  Mission 
Fund  for  Church  Extension,  as  a  permanent  feature  of  the 
work.  ' 

In  the  appeal  for  contributions  to  the  special  Diocesan 
Mission  Fund  published  in  last  year's  report  of  the  Board, 
attention  was  called  to  the  work  of  the  Galilee  Mission,  and 
the  effort  then  being  made  to  secure  a  fund  to  rebuild  and 
establish  the  Mission  upon  a  permanent  basis. 

This  Mission  has  for  six  years  past  been  doing  a  steady 
and  growing  work  in  the  very  center  of  the  worst  section  of 
the  city  among  English-speaking  people,  holding  religious 
services  every  night  in  the  year,  and  ministering  also  to  the 
temporal  needs  of  many  thousands  of  men.  During  the  past 
year  the  Mission  has,  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  and 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  been  incorporated,  and  $31,475.52  of  the 
amount  required  has  been  subscribed  or  pledged.  $8,500  is 
still  needed  to  complete  the  amount  of  $40,000,  which  it  was 
desired  should  be  secured  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  plans 
with  regard  to  this  Mission. 

The  Board  would  suggest  that  it  would  be  wise  to  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  the  rearrangement  of  the  boundaries 
of  the  Convocations  and  possible  reduction  of  their  number 
and  that  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  take  it  into 
consideration. 

There  is  an  increasing  need  for  Mission  work  in  the  South- 
east and  Northeast  Convocations,  without  a  corresponding 
increase  of  ability  to  meet  this  need.  It  would  therefore 
seem  wise  to  form  two  strong  Convocations  in  place  of  the 
four  Convocations  as  at  present  organized.  If  this  were 
done  it  would  also  solve  certain  questions  of  Church  Exten- 
sion, the  solutions  of  which  are  affected  by  the  existence  of 
the  Convocation  lines. 

The  Bishop  has  sent  the  following  communication  to 
the  Board : 

I  beg  to  inform  you  that  I  have  relinquished  my  authority 
over  the  Diocesan  Missionary  work  of  this  Diocese,  and  have 
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committed  its  entire  charge  and  administration  to  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Alex.  Mackay-Smith,  D.  D.,  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

This  transfer  is  to  be  understood  as  including : 

I  St.  All  Missions  within  the  Diocese  now  established^ 
or  that  may  be  established  hereafter,  which  are  or  may  be 
supported  wholly  or  in  part  by  the  several  Convocations. 

2d.  The  appointment,  as  provided  by  Canon  VIII., 
of  the  Presiding  Officers  of  the  Convocations,  and  the  dis- 
charge of  all  duties  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  his  rela^ 
tions  with  the  Convocations. 

3d.  The  appointment  of  all  Missionaries  in  the  Diocese 
who  receive  the  whole,  or  any  portion,  of  their  salaries  from 
the  Convocations. 

4th.  Taking  the  place  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in 
all  relations  with  the  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  of  Pennsylvania,  including  the  appointment  of  the 
President  and  the  Secretary. 

In  view  of  increasing  opportunities  in  Diocesan  Missions 
the  Board  recommends  the  passage  of  the  following: 

'* Resolved,  That  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  be  requested 
to  contribute  during  the  coming  year  for  Diocesan  Missions 
the  aggregate  sum  of  $18,000.** 

^'Resolved,  That  the  offerings  at  the  time  of  the  Bishop's 
visitation  be  for  the  special  Church  Extension  Fund  of  the 
Diocese."

The  Rev.  G.  W.  Hodge  presented  the  Report  of 
the  Special  Committee  on  Apportionment  Plan,  as 
follows,  with  accompanying  resolutions: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  at  the  last  Convention  as  related  to  the  • 
apportionment  plan  for  raising  the  amount  asked  by  the 
Board  of  Missions  from  this  Diocese  for  the  carrying  on  of  its 
work,  respectfully  reports: — 

Before  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Convention  they  re- 
ported that  in  their  judgment  it  was  inadvisable  at  that  time 
to  make  any  radical  change  in  the  mode  heretofore  followed  in 
this  Diocese  for  raising  funds  for  Missionary  purposes,  but 
asked  to  be  continued  for  further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

In  November  last  they  addressed  a  letter  to  each  of  the 
Clergy  in  the  Diocese,  asking  them  to  aid  in  the  consideration 
of  the  subject  and  requesting  their  hearty  co-operation  in 
connection  with  the  Missionar}'-  contributions.  And  they 
have  themselves  further  considered  the  subject  and  compared 
the  receipts  of  the  present  year  with  those  of  past  years,  and 
their  conclusion  is  that  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  abandon  the 
present  voluntary  system,  which  has  always  been  our  custom 
with  respect  to  the  offerings  for  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society.  We  do  not  see  that  any  basis  of  appor- 
tionment here  could  be  availed  of  which  would  not  lessen  the 
amount  which  is  now  contributed.  It  would  be  impossible  to 
make  a  basis  that  would  result  in  our  receiving  as  much  from 
some  of  the  Parishes  as  they  now  contribute,  and  in  other 
cases  it  would  be  difficult  for  the  Parishes  to  reach  this  pro 
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rata  share  of  the  total  sum  asked.  So  far  we  have  met  the 
amount  apportioned  to  the  Diocese  without  any  difficulty,  and 
we  believe  we  will  continue  to  do  so.  We  believe  everybody  is 
satisfied  with  the  present  system.  Only  twelve  of  all  the  Par- 
ishes of  the  Diocese  have  failed  during  the  past  year  to  contrib- 
ute something,  and  the  total  amount  asked  for  from  this  Dio- 
cese has  each  year  been  exceeded  by  a  very  considerable  sum. 

The  Committee  has  not  had  the  advantage  of  the  pres- 
ence at  their  last  meeting,  owing  to  his  absence  in  Europe,  of 
one  of  their  number,  Mr.  George  C.  Thomas,  the  well-known 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  than  whom  no  one  is  more 
familiar  with  the  working  of  its  financial  system  or  better  able 
to  advise  as  to  the  best  way  of  raising  money  for  it.  But 
before  leaving  Mr.  Thomas  left  with  the  Committee  a  written 
expression  of  his  views  on  the  subject,  which  are  embodied  in 
this  Report  and  in  which  all  its  members  concur. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  inasmuch 
as  under  the  present  system  of  voluntary  contributions  the 
total  amount  apportioned  to  this  Diocese  by  the  Board  of 
Missions  has  each  year  been  more  than  raised,  it  would  be 
unnecessary  and  inexpedient  to  make  any  change  in  the 
method  of  making  collections  for  Missionary  purposes ;  but  we 
recommend  that  each  congregation  of  the  Diocese  be  earnestly 
urged  to  make  a  contribution  every  year  to  the  General 
Missionary  work  of  the  Church  through  the  Board  of  Missions. 

The  Committee  suggests  the  adoption  of  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  every  con- 
gregation in  this  Diocese  shotild  make  a  contribution  toward  the 
$70,400  apportioned  to  the  Diocese  by  the  Board  of  Missions  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  September  i,  1904. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  take  such  measures 
as  he  nfiay  deem  expedient  to  secure  the  fulfillment  of  this  duty  by 
all  the  Parishes. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  be  discharged.

Whereas,  It  having  been  niled  by  one  of  the  officials  of  the 
Diocese,  to  whom  such  matters  are  wont  to  be  referred,  that  a  Clergy- 
man of  this  Chtirch  in  Deacon's  Orders  is  not  a  Minister  in  the  full 
Orders  in  the  sense  of  meriting  from  secular  corporations  the  privileges 
accorded  to  those  ordained  in  the  Holy  Ministry ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  apparent  from  this  ruling  only  Bishops  would  be 
entitled  to  the  privileges  named;    therefore, 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  this  Convention  that  this 
ruling  is  erroneous  and  should  be  so  declared.  "Because  it  is  evident 
unto  all  men  diligently  reading  Holy  Scripture  and  Ancient  Authors," 
that  the  Diaconate  is  one  of  the  constituent  Orders  of  the  Catholic 
Church,  and  therefore  is  to  be  accotmted  as  entitled  to  all  customary 
privileges  allowed  by  secular  corporations  to  the  Clergy, 
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respectfully  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same 
and  beg  leave  to  state  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee 
the  supposed  ruling  has  not  actually  been  made,  and  offer  the 
following    resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  discharged  from  the 
further  consideration  of  the  subject.

*'The  Wardens  of  every  Parish  in  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or 
before  the  ist  day  of  March  in  each  year,  present  to  the  Bishop 
a  financial  statement  of  the  Parish  for  its  preceding  fiscal  year, 
signed  by  them,  or  one  of  them,  and  setting  forth,  under  the 
headings  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  specific  information  here- 
inafter required,  namely: 

"i.  Title  Deeds,  Etc  The  names  of  all  testators  or 
grantors,  and  the  date  and  place  of  record  of  each  will,  or  deed, 
vesting  a  title  in  the  Parish. 

**2.  Description  of  Lots  and  Buildings.  Stating  the 
location  and  dimensions  of  each  lot  and  the  character  and  uses 
of  each  building. 

"3.  Values.  The  market  value  of  each  parcel  of  real 
estate  owned  bv  the  Parish. 
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**4.  Incumbrances.  Stating  particulars  of  every  mort- 
gage or  other  lien  encumbering  any  parochial  property,  and 
date  to  which  interest  is  paid. 

**5.  Fire  Insurance.  Amount  of  insurance  on  each 
building,  stating  name  of  company,  amount  of  each  policy, 
term,  and  annual  premium. 

**6.  Repairs.  Condition  of  each  building  as  to  repairs 
and  amount  expended  therefor  in  each  of  the  preceding  five 
years. 

"7.  Taxes  and  Water  Rent.  Assessment  for  taxation 
and  amount  of  annual  tax  and  water  rent  upon  each  parcel  of 
property,  if  legally  subject  to  taxation,  and  date  to  which  paid. 

"8.  Invested  Funds.  Particulars  of  any  fund  invested 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Parish,  with  a  full  statement  as  to  securi- 
ties in  which  invested,  and  as  to  dates  to  which  income  thereon 
has  been  collected. 

"9.  Income  and  Expenditures.  Particulars  as  to  the 
income  and  expenditures  of  the  Parish  for  the  preceding  fiscal 
year,  stating  in  detail  the  sources  of  the  income  and  the 
amount  of  income  in  arrears  at  the  date  of  the  report,  and 
stating  all  salaries,  with  the  date  to  which  each  has  been  paid. 

**io.  Security.  The  amotmt  and  character  of  the 
security  given  by  the  Accounting  Warden  for  his  faithful 
custody  and  disbursement  of  parochial  funds. 

"Blank  forms  of  report  setting  forth  the  requirements 
hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  be  provided  by  the  Diocese,  and 
at  least  two  copies  of  such  blank  forms  shall  be  mailed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Diocese  to  every  Minister  of  a  Parish  on  or 
before  the  fifth  day  in  Januar>-  in  each  year. 

"All  reports  when  made  to,  and  received  by,  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  shall  be  examined  by  him  and  by  the  Treasurer 
and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  and  filed  in  the  Bishop's 
office;  and  it  shall  be  the  Bishop's  duty  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Minister  and  Wardens  of  any  Parish  to  any  matter  in  the 
report  of  such  Parish  which  may  seem  to  the  Bishop  to  require 
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explanation  or  correction.  Such  portions  of  such  reports  as 
the  Bishop  shall  designate  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal 
of  the  Convention. 

'*It  shall  also  lie  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the 
Convention  the  names  of  all  Ministers  and  Parishes  that  have 
failed  to  make  report  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  as  required 
by  this  canon," 

respectfully  report  that  they  have  examined  the  proposed 
amendments,  and  find  that  they  do  not  conflict  with  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  and 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution:

IN  MEMORIAM. 
The  Rev.  Henry  Robert  Percival. 

It  would  seem  to  be  both  just  and  suitable  that  the  Church 
in  her  Diocesan  Convention  should  record  her  grateful  appre- 
ciation of  the  life  and  service  of  one  of  her  most  devoted  and 
gifted  servants,  Henry  Robert  Percival,  Priest  and  Doctor  of 
Divinity,  who  entered  into  the  rest  of  the  people  of  God,  Sep- 
tember, 1903. 

Dr.  Percival  was  bom  April  30,  1854,  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, where  he  continued  to  live  and  where  for  the  most  part 
after  he  entered  the  Priesthood  in  the  year  1878,  he  labored 
with  a  devoted  attachment  to  the  city  of  his  birth,  second 
only  to  that  which  he  bore  to  the  Church  of  which  he  was  a 
dutiful  son  and  a  loyal  witness.  His  profound  learning,  his 
versatile  mind,  his  cultured  tastes,  his  courtesy  and  kindliness 
of  heart,  and  his  Hberal  hand  made  him  the  centre  and  source 
of  an  influence  and  usefulness  extending  themselves  to  those 
near  and  afar.  He  was  a  champion  of  the  faith,  a  counselor 
in  spiritual  knowledge  for  both  the  wise  and  the  simple,  and 
readily  contributed  of  his  learning  and  advice  to  a  large  num- 
ber who  sought  and  found  in  him  frequent  and  valuable  assist- 
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ance.  If  he  was  rarely  seen  in  our  Councils  and  known  by  the 
comparatively  few,  he  was  widely  regarded  as  one  of  the  few  of 
the  Church's  **  learned  doctors  of  the  law. ' '  As  such  his  service 
to  the  Church  at  large  could  not  but  be  highly  estimated, 
and.  his  departure  from  us  as  deply  deplored. 

For  what  he  was,  and  for  what  he  did,  we  give  thanks  to 
the  Lord  of  all  wisdom  and  love,  and  we  pray  that  the  great 
Head  of  the  Church  may  not  fail  to  raise  up  to  her  other  like 
sons,  men  of  religion  and  learning,  who  live  and  work  single- 
hearted  for  the  glory  of  God  and  for  the  enlightenment  of 
souls.

Thus  enabUng  the  Parish  to  make  a  new  start  and  to  meet 
promptly  all  assessments,  based  on  its  present  financial  status.

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Resolved,  That  a  new  Standing  Rule  of  Order,  to  be  numbered  8, 
be  inserted  as  follows:  "When  a  vote  by  Orders  is  required,  in  accord- 
ance with  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution,  the  Clergy  shall  declare 
their  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question  by  a  standing  vote;  but  any 
Clergyman  may  have  his  vote  recorded  on  the  minutes  by  giving 
notice  to  the  Convention  after  the  vote  is  taken.  The  Parishes  shall 
declare  their  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question  by  a  standing  vote  of 
one  of  their  respective  Lay  Deputies,  but  any  Parish  may  reserve  to 
itself  the  right  to  have  the  name  of  its  Lay  Deputies  called  and  its 
vote  of  aye  or  no  on  the  measure  recorded  on  the  minutes,  and  if  the 
vote  of  any  Parish  is  divided,  one  of  the  Lay  Deputies  from  that 
Parish  shall  annotmce  this  fact  after  the  vote  by  Parishes  has  been 
taken.  If  the  result  of  this  procedure  is  not  satisfactory  to  any  mem- 
bers of  the  Convention,  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  and  Parishes  shall  be 
called  if  required  by  a  majority  of  those  present."

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  which  refers  to  the  use  of  the  Revised  Ver- 
sion of  the  Bible,  respectfully  report: 

Whereas,  There  is  an  increasing  desire  among  readers  and  students 
of  the  English  Bible  to  enjoy  the  benefit  and  aids  which  advance  in 
the  knowledge  of  the  original  tongues  and  of  the  history  of  ancient 
races  and  in  other  branches  of  learning  has  contributed  to  the  more 
correct  translation  and  the  more  intelligent  understanding  of  the 
sacred  Scriptures;  and 

Whereas,  The  permission  given  by  our  General  Convention  to 
use  the  Marginal  Readings  in  the  Lessons  appointed  for  the  public 
worship  of  the  Church  has  partially  gratified  this  desire,  but  in  such  a 
form  as  makes  difficult  the  public  use  of  these  alternative  readings; 
therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  hereby  petitions  the 
General  Convention  to  permit  the  use  both  of  the  Marginal  Readings 
already  authorized  and  of  the  Revised  Version  as  newly  edited  by  the 
American  Revision  Committee.

At  Easter 
we  showed  a  deficit  for  the  then  fiscal  year  about  as  above-reported,  and 
are  now  trying  to  accumulate  cash  to  wipe  it  out  and  prevent  its 
recurrence.  It,  however,  seems  to  be  directly  traceable  to  the  period 
following  the  knowledge  of  the  former  Rector's  intention  to  leave.  We 
beUeve  we  are  now  steadily  regaining  lost  ground.

)ther  Information. — During  the  year  1903  St.  Timothy's  was 
without  a  Rector,  but  regular  services  were  maintained.  Several 
Priests  officiated  at  various  times,  when  the  Holy  Communion  was 
administered.  Mr.  William  Butler  served  as  Lay  Reader,  and  the  con- 
^r^^tion  is  ereatly  indebted  to  him  for  his  faithful  devotion  to  their 
interests.  Mr.  Carteret,  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School,  has 
reason  to  feel  proud  of  his  scholars,  who  made  their  first  offering  for 
Missions  this  year,  amounting  to  over  $137. 

In  Janxiary,  1904,  a  proposition  from  the  Rector,  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen  of  St.  James'  Chtirch  was  received  by  the  Vestry  of  St. 
Timothy's,  and  was  accepted.  Now  legal  steps  are  being  taken 
whereby  the  entire  property  of  St.  Timothy's  will  be  transferred, 
without  cost,  to  the  Parish  of  St.  James,  and  St.  Timothy's  will 
hereafter  be  known  as  St.  Timothv's  Chapel  of  St.  James*  Parish.

and  a  memorial  window  (representing  "St.  Michael,  Triumphant,"  by 
Guido  Reni),  to  the  late  Rev.  John  K.  Murphy,  D.  D.,  have  also  been 
given.  The  old  tombstones  formerly  in  the  Churchyard  have  been 
placed  in  the  chancel  wall,  and  a  Bishop's  chair  made  of  the  wood  of  an 
nistoric  mulberry  tree  formerly  in  the  Churchyard  and  modeled  after 
St.  Augtistine's  chair,  Canterbiuy,  England,  was  presented  by  the 
Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew.

The  report  of  my  oflBcial  acts  is  included  in  that  of  the  Vicar  of  the 
Memorial  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  except  that  I  twice  officiated 
at  the  Chtirch  of  St.  Peter-by- the-Sea,  Cape  May  Point,  and  once  at 
Holy  Trinity,  Spring  Lake.  N.  J. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  A.  Geo.  Baker,  A.  M.,  M.  D. 

I  have  officiated  during  the  past  year  in  several  Parishes  in  this 
city  and  vicinity.  All  these  acts  requiring  record  are  recorded  in  the 
registers  of  the  Parishes  in  which  they  were  performed. 

I  have  also  attended  to  the  medical  work  of  the  dispensary  and 
other,  of  the  Chinese  Mission  in  Race  street,  doing  the  work  of  a 
Medical  Missionary  in  the  home  field,  among  the  Chmese  population 
here,  without  pay.  ^.nd  free  to  all  who  come.  Th?s  work  is  carried  on 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Chri.stian  Leag^je  of  Philadelphia;  and  I  have 
also  made  addresses  in  English  and  Chinese  frequently  at  their  weekly 
assemblies.  I  have  also  tsucen  an  interest  in  PoUsh  Old  Catholic  move- 
ment, and  have  visited  their  Parishes  and  made  addresses  encouraging 
the  work. 

I  ha'»'e  further  performed  a  large  amount  of  charitable  and  religious 
work  among  the  Italian  poptilation  now  residing  here  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  city,  and  have  generally  referred  them  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Zara, 
of  our  Mission  on  Christian  street.  I  have  carried  on  an  interesting 
Bible  Class,  consisting  of  a  number  of  Arabs.  Syrians  and  Egyptians, 
who  have  visited  me  once  a  week  at  my  residence,  on  a  weekday  even- 
ing. This  work  has  been  most  delightful,  considering  the  character 
and  intelligence  of  these  people,  mostly  young  men  of  the  brightest 
intellects.  All  this  work  has  been  done  by  me  without  one  cent  of 
expense  to  the  Church  and  Diocese. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Frederic  B.  Hodgins. 

During  the  Convention  year  ending  1904  I  have  performed  the 
duties  of  my  position  as  Assistant  at  the  Church  of  St.  John  the  Evan- 
S^t,  Lansdowne,  Pa.  All  the  official  acts  of  my  ministry  are  in- 
cluded in  the  report  of  that  Parish.  As  opportunity  was  afforded 
me  I  have  officiated  in  a  number  of  Parishes  of  the  Diocese. 


Additional  Report  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Taylor. 

On  November  i,  1903,  I  relinquished  the  charge  of  St.  Luke's 
Church,  Chadd's  Ford,  to  enable  me  to  give  personal  care  and  attention 
to  the  Sunday  School  and  Bible  Class  in  the  Church  of  the  Advent, 
Kennett  Square. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  Convention  year  the  Church  has  been 
greatly  improved  by  painting  the  walls  and  ceiling  in  oil,  carpeting 
anew  the  entire  floor  of  the  Church  and  Chancel,  putting  in  place  a 
Litany  and  a  Prayer  Desk  of  oak,  opening  a  middle  aisle  and  side 
aDeys,  all  of  which  was  done  by  the  Parish  Guild  without  any  debt 
whatever.  The  Church  building  is  now  in  excellent,  attractive  con- 
ditioo,  and  the  improvements  have  added  greatly  to  the  comfort  and 
devotions  of  the  worshippers.  In  all  respects  the  Parish  is  in  a  most 
encouraging  state,  making  growth  slowly,  yet  solidly.

Summary  of  work  in  all  of  our  departments  for  the  past  twelve 
months: 

Missionary  Department:  Public  and  private  institutions  visited, 
00;  visits  by  our  Missionaries  to  institutions,  1579;  persons  visited  in 
nomes,  asylums,  hospitals,  prisons  and  the  Almsho\ise,  77,414;  religious 
services  (mcluding  daily  prayers  in  our  three  homes),  2878;  celebra- 
tions of  the  Holy  Communion,  155;  Choir  ser\'ices  by  Church  and 
Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  Choirs,  220;  baptisms,  70;  confirmations, 
6;  burials,  85;  marriages,  9;  total  number  of  visits  by  Superintendent 
and  Missionaries,  both  Clerical  and  lay,  90,080. 

Charity  and  Sick  Diet  Kitchen  Department :  Visits  by  deaconesses, 
5666;  families  aided,  1551;  Christmas  and  Thanksgiving  dinners  dis- 
tributed, to  families  representing  3057  individuals;  grocery  orders  dis- 
tributed, 284;  milk,  14,667  pints;  garments,  1293;  shoes,  263  pairs; 
coal  in  buckets,  special,  876;  coal  in  tons,  370;  coal  orders,  480.  The 
sick  diet  given  out  includes  milk,  eggs,  soups,  Liebig's  Beef  Extract, 
beef  capsules,  malted  milk,  Mulford's  Predigcsted  Beef,  Eskay's  Food, 
Pasteurized  milk,  oranges  and  other  foods. 

Consumptive  Department:  Patients  admitted  to  the  House  of 
Mercy  and  Home  for  Consumptives,  Chestnut  Hill  (including  all 
patients  under  our  care  April  16,  1902),  167;  consimiptives  and  others 
receiving  weekly  aid  in  their  own  homes.  57.  Since  the  organization  of 
the  department  in  1877,  twenty-seven  years  ago,  up  to  April  18,  1904, 
3  S30  consumptives  have  been  cared  for  at  the  Home  for  Consumptives, 
Chestnut  Hill;  House  of  Mercy,  411  Spruce  street,  and  in  their  own 
homes  throughovit  the  city. 

Convak'scent  Department:  At  the  James  C.  Smith  Memorial 
Home.  Oakboume,  Chester  County,  Pa.,  during  the  past  year  306  sick 
and  convak'sccnt  women  have  enjoyed  the  privileges  of  this  splendidly 
situated  and  most  comfortably  furnished  suburban  residence.  Since 
the  opening  of  the  institvition,  May  7,  i8q6,  we  have  cared  for  1765 
convak\scent  patients.  We  receive  all  applicants  who  come  under  the 
terms  of  the  will,  "For  sick  and  convalescent  white  women  of  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  and  over,  free  and  without  charge." 

The  Summer  Work  Department  has  again  received  most  liberal 
support,  both  from  personal  friends,  the  Flower,  Fruit  and  Ice  Mission, 
the  Evening  Telegraph  with  its  ice  fund,  the  Country  Week  Association, 
the  Sanitarium,  Children's  Seashore  House,  Country  Dav  Nursery'  at 
Chestnut  Hill,  and  many  other  societies  who  have  had  to  do  with 
making  the  sick  in  their  homes  more  comfortable  in  our  crowded  dis- 
tricts, and  their  children  happy  with  outings  to  the  seashore  and 
countr\'.     Quite  a  number  ot  Churches  have  aided  us  in  this:    the 
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Chiirch  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  Philadelphia,  and  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Chestnut  Hill,  have  led  in  contributions  to  our  ice  fund. 

Total  receipts  (including  special  gifts  and  legacies,  $28,979.32) 
from  all  sources,  $75,953.33.  Expenditures  and  disbursements,  in- 
cluding $10,643.13  added  to  principal  account,  $73,684.04.  Balance, 
$2809.29. 

Again  for  another  year,  we  have  daily  endeavored  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  for  which  this  Corporation  was  formed,  which  are  as  follows. 
We  quote  from  the  charter: 

**  First — The  support  of  the  Missions  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  and  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  now  usually  known  as  City 
Missions,  including  Missionary  work  from  door  to  door  and  visitation 
of  the  inmates  of  reformatories  and  criminal  institutions  in  said  city, 
and  excluding  all  organized  mission  work ; 

**  Second — ^The  maintenance  and  support  of  a  House  of  Mercy,  a 
Home  for  Consumptives,  and  Sick  Diet  Kitchens,  for  the  relief  and 
comfort  of  the  sick  and  needy  poor  of  said  city ; 

**  Third — ^The  support  of  such  other  charities  incidental  and  kin- 
dred to  those  above  mentioned  as  the  Corporation  may  deem  wise  and 
beneficial  to  the  suffering  poor." 

Thus  have  we  been  permitted  for  the  past  twelve  months,  both  in 
season  and  out  of  season,  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  poor,  in  things 
temporal  as  well  as  in  things  spiritual.  "For  the  poor  shall  never 
cease  out  of  the  land:  therefore  I  command  thee,  saying,  thou  shalt 
open  thy  hand  wide  unto  thy  brother,  to  thy  poor  and  to  thy  needy  in 
thy  land"  (Deut.  xv.  n).

House  of  Rest  for  the  Aged. 

The  House  of  Rest  for  the  Aged  is  an  institution  which  should 
elicit  the  interest  and  command  the  support  of  every  Parish  in  the 
Diocese. 

Aged  communicants  of  the  Church  may  find  here  a  quiet  and 
comfortable  home,  situated  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful  sections  of 
German  town.  Religious  ministrations  and  medical  attention  are  pro- 
vided, and  the  Home  is  under  the  supervision  of  a  competent  matron 
and  an  efl&cient  house  committee  composed  of  representatives  of  the 
Parishes  interested  in  the  Home. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  two  admissions  and  four 
deaths.  There  are  eight  inmates  at  the  present  time,  and  four 
vacancies. 

During  the  year  ending  January',  1904,  the  expenses  of  the  insti- 
tution were  $1692.12. 

We  cordially  commend  the  work  of  the  House  of  Rest  to  the  Clergy 
of  the  Diocese,  and  would  urge  upon  them  its  claims  to  moral  and 
financial  support.

— The  appointment  of  Lay  Deputies  to  the 
Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  a 
Warden,  or  two  Vestn^men,  of  the  proper  Church;  and  the 
certificate  shall  state  that  the  Deputy  (or  each  Deputy  named 
in  it,  if  the  certificate  be  for  more  than  one)  is,  and  has  also 
been,  for  not  less  than  six  months  before  the  time  of  his  elec- 
tion, a  worshiper  in  the  Church  or  Parish  he  is  deputed  to 
represent.  And  no  other  certificate  or  evidence  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  any  Lay  Deputy  or  Deputies  to  the  Convention  of 
this  Diocese  shall  be  allowed  or  received.

A 
copy  of  this  Canon  shall  be  annually  sent  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Convention,  to  every  Church  in  this  Diocese,  with  a  notice 
of  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. — 

Resolved,  That  the  Churches  of  this  Diocese  be  aff'ection- 
ately  and  earnestly  requested  to  select  their  Deputies  to  the 
Convention  from  among  such  of  their  people  as  ' '  come  to  the 
Holy  Communion."

REPORT  OF  THE   REGISTRAR  OF  THE   DIOCESE. 


The  motto  of  the  Virginia  Historical  Society  is  'Xondere 
et  iradere*'  **t6  treastire  up  and  hand  down;*'  so  ecclesiastical 
history  is  not  miserly,  but  it  collects  to  disburse,  as  vegetable 
seeds  are  by  dispersion  clothing  the  earth  with  beauty  and 
verdure  this  glad  springtime. 

In  recalling  the  notable  past  of  the  American  Church 
your  Registrar  failed  last  year  to  acknowledge  the  donation 
of  a  letter  from  the  noble  pioneer  in  Mission  work,  Bishop 
Otey  to  Bishop  Ravenscroft.  "There  were  giants  on  the 
earth  in  those  days."  I  have  gone  over  several  volumes  of 
Bishop  Otey's  manuscript  journals  loaned  me  by  his  daughter, 
Mrs.  Donna  Otey  Compton,  in  preparing  a  brief  memoir  of 
him,  and  his  life-record  is  a  grand  and  Christlike  one. 

Mr.  John  W.  Jordan,  an  officer  of  the  Historical  Society 
of  Pennsylvania,  has  presented  a  letter  from  a  Chinese  con- 
vert, and  these  things  show  the  power  of  Christ's  work  from 
North  Carolina  and  Tennessee  .to  China. 

It  is  a  pleasant  association  that  the  Registrar's  library' 
is  on  the  same  floor  of  the  Church  House  with  the  Diocesan 
Library,  and  it  is  a  beautiful  sight  in  a  city  where  there  is 
much  dissipation  of  mind  to  see  men  and  women  there, 
busily  engaged  in  seeking  the  spiritual  riches  that  perish  not 
with  the  using.

PENNSYLVANIA  THE    MOTHER   OF    BISHOPS. 
By  the  Rev.  S.  F.  Hotchkin. 

St.  Augustine  said,  *'Episcopatus  non  est  artificium  tran- 
sige}tdcB  viUb'' — **The  office  of  a  bishop  is  not  an  artifice,  or 
art  of  passing  life,*'  or  pastime.  American  bishops  can  certify 
to  this. 

St.  Ignatius  styles  a  bishop  **a  follower  even  of  God's 
own  Christ,"  while  St.  Chrysostom  notes  the  hardness  of  the 
post. 

Though  an  American  diocese  may  not  equal  the  English 
diocese  of  Norwich,  with  over  800  clergy,  the  wide  dispersion 
of  parishes  in  magnificent  distances  doubles  labor. 

In  noting  Pennsylvania's  pre-eminence  in  the  episcopate, 
the  writer  will  avail  himself,  largely  as  to  facts,  of  Dr.  Batter- 
son's  "American  Episcopate,"  which  the  doctor  told  him 
demanded  1,200  letters  in  its  composition:  and  Bishop  Perry's 
"The  Bishops  of  the  American  Church,  Past  and  Present" 
(illustrated),  adding  his  own  knowledge,  either  personal  or 
by  correspondence,  as  it  has  been  his  lot  to  be  acquainted 
with  a  large  number  of  those  named. 

The  first  one  of  the  episcopal  order  who  came  to  Phila- 
delphia was  Robert  Wei  ton,  rector  of  Christ  Church  from 
July,  A.  D.  1724,  till  January,  1726.  He  was  a  nonjuror, 
that  is,  a  successor  of  those  who  would  not  take  the  oath  of 
allegiance  to  William  and  Mary  in  A.  D.  1689.  He  had  no 
episcopal  jurisdiction  here  and  was  not  recognized  by  other 
nonjurors.      Dr.  Hawks  states  that  he  and  John  Talbot  of 
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Burlington,  N.  J.,  in  like  orders,  wore  episcopal  robes  and 
administered  confirmation.  (See  Dr.  Dorr's  **  History  of 
Christ  Church,"  p.  56.)  The  Bishop  of  London  induced  the 
government  to  recall  Welton;  he  died  in  Portugal  in  1726. 
Talbot  and  Welton  are  said  to  have  ordained  a  Congrega- 
tionalist  minister.  This  ministry  was  **  brief  but  very  accept- 
able," according  to  Sprague's  Annals.  The  Maryland  Com- 
missar\%  Henderson,  wrote  the  Bishop  of  London  that  the 
people  were  fond  of  Dr.  Welton. 

DIOCESAN     AND    COADJUTOR     BISHOPS     IN    PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  first  bishop  of  Pennsylvania  was  the  Philadelphian 
of  Philadelphians,  Bishop  William  White,  Presiding  Bishop 
of  the  United  States,  forty-nine  years  a  bishop.  When  Scot- 
land first  gave  this  country  the  episcopate,  a  bitter  cartoon  in 
New  England  represented  an  EngHsh  bishop  striving  to  land 
from  a  ship,  but  forbidden  to  do  so — he  was  bringing  a  coach 
with  him.  The  first  acknowledged  American  bishop  was 
Samuel  Seabury,  of  Connecticut,  consecrated  in  Scotland. 
Bishop  White's  consecration  was  in  the  archiepiscopal  palace 
at  Lambeth,  on  Sunday,  February  4,  A.  D.  1787.  Words- 
worth wrote  of  him: — 

"To  thee,  O  saintly  White, 
Patriarch  of  a  widespreading  family, 
Remotest  lands  and  unborn  times  shall  turn. 
Whether  they  would  restore  or  build." 

He  consecrated  Bishops  Robert  Smith,  Bass,  Dehon, 
Bowen,  H.  U.  Onderdonk,  and  Otey  in  Christ  Church,  thus 
exemplifying  the  poet's  lines. 

The  Pennsylvania  of  that  day  was  sparsely  settled;  the 
bishop  never  visited  Pittsburgh  but  once,  when  Dr.  John  Henry 
Hopkins,  son  of  Bishop  Hopkins,  as  a  boy,  recalled  the  green 
coach  that  rolled  up  to  the  house  of  his  father  in  Pittsburgh, 
after  its  mountain  journey.  The  bishop  had  started  west- 
ward before,  but  was  injured  by  an  accident  to  his  carriage, 
and  kindly  cared  for  by  a  Presbyterian  family  near  Hunting- 
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don,  and  returned.  The  pictures  of  Sully  and  others,  and 
the  silhouette  of  the  aged  man,  in  small  clothes,  with  bent 
form,  leaning  on  a  cane,  are  familiar  to  many.  Bishop  White 
died  on  July  17,  1836,  on  Sunday,  in  his  eighty-ninth  year, 
in  strong  Christian  faith,  hymns  having  solaced  his  last  hours. 
He  was  buried  in  the  family  vault  at  Christ  Church.  His 
house  yet  stands  in  Walnut  street  above  Third  street.  At 
the  funeral  the  city  stood  still  with  closed  stores ;  and  authori- 
ties and  clergy  honoring  the  dead  prelate,  with  thousands  in 
the  streets,  made  Bishop  Alonzo  Potter  compare  those  streets 
to  "one  hall  of  mourning." 

Bishop  Henry  Ustick  Onderdonk,  who  was  consecrated 
assistant  bishop  in  1827,  now  became  bishop.  He  died  in 
1858,  and  was  buried  in  the  churchyard  of  St.  James  the 
Less.  He  wrote  **  Episcopacy  Tested  by  Scripture,"  and 
various  hymns  and  three  psalms  in  the  old  Prayer  Book  col- 
lection. In  the  present  Hymnal,  No.  467,  "How  wondrous 
and  great,**  is  his  composition.  The  reference  is  to  Rev.  xv. 
3,  though  the  unwisdom  of  the  compilers  of  the  Hymnal  los«s 
the  honor  which  the  Holy  Scriptures  should  have  in  all  such 
cases,  by  not  referring  to  that  text.  No.  596,  "The  Spirit 
on  o\ir  hearts,"  is  another  of  his  hymns.  In  the  Prayer  Book 
collection.  Hymns  14,  "Though  I  should  seek  to  wash  me 
clean"  (Job  ix.  30-33);  and  49,  "See,  in  the  vineyard  of  the 
Lord"  (St.  Luke  xiii.  6-9);  and  105,  "When,  Lord,  to  this 
our  western  land";  and  195,  "Seek,  my  soul,  the  narrow 
gate"  (St.  Luke  xiii.  24-27) ;  and  203,  "Bless'd  be  Thou,  the 
(jod  of  Israel"  (i  Chron.  xxix.  10-13);  and  208,  "Although 
the  vine  its  fruit  deny"  (Hab.  iii.  17-19);  and  211,  "Sinner! 
rouse  thee  from  thy  sleep  "  (Eph.  v.  14-17),  are  from  his  hand. 
His  muse  found  earnest  and  solemn  themes  in  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments.  Perhaps  the  venerable  Dr.  Yarnall  is  the 
only  clergyman  in  the  diocese  who  has  personal  recollections 
of  this  bishop,  whom  he  sincerely  loved. 

Bishop  Alonzo  Potter  was  consecrated  in  1845,  i^  Christ 
(Siurch,  Bishop  Alfred  Lee,  afterward  Presiding  Bishop, 
being  one  of   his  consecrators.     He  died  on  shipboard  in  San 
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Francisco  harbor,  July  4,  A.  D.  1865,  and  was  biiried  at 
Laurel  Hill.  He  wrote  several  books  and  edited  **The 
Memorial  Papers."  He  had  a  mind  like  that  of  Washington, 
firm  and  decided,  and  yet  ready  to  make  a  just  compromise. 
He  was  a  leader  of  men,  and  the  Episcopal  Hospital  and 
the  Divinity  School  are  legacies  of  his  wisdom  and  constant 
thought  for  Christ's  glory  and  the  good  of  men. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  William  Bacon  Stevens  was  our  next  bishop. 
I  have  sketched  his  worthy  life  in  a  pamphlet  which  may  be 
seen  in  the  Registrar's  room  at  the  Church  House,  and  will 
here  briefly  say  that  he  was  a  physician  in  Savannah,  Ga., 
and  wrote  a  history  of  that  state,  and  was  a. Professor  in  the 
University  of  Georgia.  In  1848  he  became  Rector  of  St. 
Andrew's  Church,  Philadelphia,  and  in  1862,  Assistant  Bishop 
of  Pennsylvania;  and  on  Bishop  A.  Potter's  death  in  1865, 
Bishop  of  Pennsylvania.  During  Bishop  Stevens'  s  Episco- 
pate the  "City  Mission"  was  organized  and  incorporated. 
He  wrote  much  for  print.  He  preached  in  Nice,  France, 
at  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  "in  behalf  of  the  Society 
for  Propagating  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,  and  the  Church 
Missionary  Society,"  in  1866;  and  in  1878,  the  closing  ser- 
mon in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Paul,  London,  at  the  Pan-Angli- 
can Council. 

Bishop  Stevens  was  a  fine  writer,  an  excellent  and 
polished  preacher,  and  a  beautiful  reader.  Many  recall  his 
sweet  memory  with  pleasure. 

Bishop  Samuel  Bowman,  who  was  born  in  Wilkesbarre, 
held  two  country  parishes  in  Lancaster  County.  He  assisted 
the  Rev.  Joseph  Clarkson  in  St.  James'  Church,  Lancaster, 
and  on  his  death  became  rector.  He  declined  the  Bishopric 
of  Indiana,  but  was  consecrated  Assistant  Bishop  of  Pennsyl- 
vania in  Christ  Church,  Philadelphia,  A.  D.  1858.  He  died 
in  1861,  on  the  third  of  Au.c^ust,  in  Western  Pennsylvania. 
A  railway  bridge  had  been  destroyed,  compelling  a  walk  of 
four  miles.  The  Bishop  was  behind  his  party,  and  a  work- 
man, returning  with  a  hand-car  to  the  broken  bridge,  found 
him  lying  on  his  face  by  the  roadside  quite  dead;   the  body 
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was  tenderly  cared  for,  and  removed  to  Lancaster  to  be 
buried  in  his  own  churchyard.  Bishop  Stevens,  in  a  sermon, 
narrated  how  this  good  man  in  childhood,  after  his  father's 
death,  took  up  the  duty  of  family  prayer  on  returning  from 
the  funeral;  and  such  a  beginning  made  a  good  ending, 
when  he  met  his  Master  by  the  way,  and  closed  a  useful  life 
on  earth,  to  begin  a  more  joyful  one  above.  For  further 
particulars  see  my  *' Country  Clergy  of  Pennsylvania." 

It  was  deemed  best  to  divide  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 
I  recall  the  impassioned  appeal,  in  the  convention,  of  Dr.  Van 
Deusen,  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Pittsburgh,  to  this  end.  In 
1866,  Bishop  John  Barrett  Kerfoot  was  consecrated  for  the 
new  diocese  of  Pittsburgh.  He  was  a  native  of  Dublin.  He 
died  in  1881.  This  faithful,  learned,  and  genial  man  was 
honored  by  the  issue  of  two  volumes  concerning  his  life  by 
his  friend,  Dr.  Hall  Harrison.  In  them  the  reader  may  find 
a  full  account  of  him. 

Central  Pennsylvania  was  set  off  from  the  mother  dio- 
cese, and  in  187 1  Dr.  M.  A.  De Wolfe  Howe  became  its  bishop. 
He  was  baptized  by  Bishop  Griswold  in  St.  Michael's  Church, 
Bristol,  R.  I.  He  studied  in  Middlebury  College,  Vermont, 
and  later  in  Brown  University.  His  mother  was  a  sister  of 
Bishop  Smith  of  Kentucky.  Dr.  Howe  was  the  Rector  of 
St.  Luke's  Church,  Philadelphia,  when  elected  to  the  Episco- 
pate. He  was  a  man  of  great  strength  of  character.  In  1884 
Bishop  Rulison  became  his  assistant,  faithful  and  beloved  in 
his  diocese.  He  was  the  father-in-law  of  Dr.  Worcester, 
Rector  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Philadelphia.  The  Bishop's 
remote  ancestors  were  of  the  German  nobility,  and  he  was 
called  to  the  Episcopate  from  St.  Paul's  Church,  Cleveland,  O. 

Bishop  Cortlandt  Whitehead  was  consecrated  second 
Bishop  of  Pittsburgh  in  1882  by  Bishops  Bedell,  Scarborough, 
M.  A.  DeW.  Howe,  Peterkin,  and  Hellmuth  of  Huron,  Canada. 
His  early  ministry^  was  in  Colorado,  and  when  elected  a  bishop 
he  was  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  South  Bethle- 
hem, Pa. 

Bishop  Ozi  William  Whitaker  is  a  native  of  New  Salem, 
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Mass.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Middlebury  College,  Vermont, 
and  the  General  Theological  Seminary.  He  served  the 
Church  in  Nevada,  and  became  its  missionary  bishop  in  1869, 
and  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania  in  1886.  He  was  beloved  by 
his  beloved  scattered  flock  in  the  western  mountains,  and 
admiring  the  heroic  endurance  of  Bishop  Stevens,  who  toiled 
in  illness,  he  became  his  faithful  successor. 

Bishop  Ethelbert  Talbot,  consecrated  for  missionary 
work  in  the  West  in  1887,  in  1898  was  called  to  Central  Penn- 
sylvania. He  lives  as  he  energizes,  and  has  brought  with 
him  the  breezy  and  bright  life  of  the  West  to  stir  the  Eastern 
minds. 

In  1902  Bishop  Alexander  Mackay-Smith,  a  graduate 
of  Trinity  College,  was  consecrated  Bishop  Coadjutor  of 
Pennsylvania.  Experience  in  mission  work  in  New  York 
City,  and  the  care  of  St.  John's  Church,  Washington,  helped 
to  fit  him  for  his  great  task.  Furnished  with  high  scholarship 
and  devoted  piety,  he  has  been  gladly  welcomed,  and  shows 
a  deep  interest  in  both  the  clergy  and  people  under  his  gentle 
rule.     Long  may  he  serve  them!

Bishops  who  were  Rectors  of  Pennsylvania  churches 
when  elected  to  the  episcopate: — 

RECTORS    OF    ST.    PETER'S    CHURCH,    PHILADELPHIA. 

The  magnificent  DeLancey  was  assistant  minister  of 
St.  Peter's,  Philadelphia,  and  Provost  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania. 

Bishop  Odenheimer  was  born  in  Philadelphia  and  was 
Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church. 

Bishop  Davies  left  St.  Peter's  Church  for  Michigan,  to 
the  regret  of  his  flock. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  R.  H.  Nelson,  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church, 
has  been  elected  Bishop  Coadjutor  to  Bishop  Wm.  C.  Doane 
of  Albany,  and  awaits  consecration.     All  wish  a  God-speed 
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to  the  sixth  Bishop  (counting  Bishop  White,  Rector  of  the 
United  Churches  of  Christ,  St.  Peter's  and  St.  James',  as  was 
Bishop  Kemper,  named  below)  from  old  St.  Peter's  in  his 
new  work  for  Christ  and  His  Holy  Church. 

ST.  Luke's  church,  germantown. 

The  faithftd  Bishop  Benjamin  Wistar  Morris,  of  Oregon, 
was  rector  of  this  parish.     He  was  bom  in  Wellsboro,  Pa. 

ST.  Paul's  church,  erie. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  John  Franklin  Spalding  was  Rector  when 
elected  as  Missionary  Bishop  of  Colorado,  which  became  a 
Diocese  in  his  lifetime. 

TRINITY    CHURCH,    PITTSBURGH. 

Bishop  Upfold  was  the  Rector  here  when  called  to  the 
young  Diocese  of  Indiana. 

Bishop  Scarborough,  whose  diocese  is  separated  from 
Philadelphia  only  by  the  silver  thread  of  the  Delaware  River, 
was  also  a  Rector  of  this  church. 

ST.    JAMES'    CHURCH,    PHILADELPHIA. 

Bishop  William  Ford  Nichols,  in  A.  D.  1890,  was  given 
by  this  parish  to  his  wider  work  in  California. 

THE    EPIPHANY,    PHILADELPHIA. 

One  of  the  pleasant  memories  of  the  old  Epiphany 
Church,  at  Fifteenth  and  Chestnut  streets  (now,  alas!  demol- 
ished), was  the  gracious  ministry  of  the  present  Bishop  of 
Texas,  George  Herbert  Kinsolving,  who  perpetuates  Eng- 
land's godly  country  parson  in  his  surname.  This  elevation 
honored  Rector  and  parish  alike. 

ST.    mark's    CHURCH,    PHILADELPHIA. 

The  Rev.  Isaac  Lea  Nicholson  was  elected  Bishop  of 
Milwaukee  while  laboring  successfully  in  this  city  parish, 
with  its  beautiful  edifice  and  wide  work. 
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THE    CHURCH    OF   THE    HOLY    TRINITY,    PHILADELPHIA. 

Bishop  Jaggar,  of  Southern  Ohio,  left  this  important 
parish  for  the  episcopate. 

Bishop  McVickar  was  acceptably  serving  this  church 
when  Rhode  Island  called  him  away  to  a  higher  post. 

CALVARY    CHURCH,    PITTSBURGH. 

Bishop  Boyd  Vincent  of  this  church  was  elected  Assistant 
to  Bishop  Bedell  in  Southern  Ohio  in  A.  D.  1889.  He  was 
born  in  Erie,  Pa.,  and  was  Assistant  Minister  at  St.  Paul's 
there  before  he  became  Rector  of  Calvar}\ 

'"'''  ST.    ASAPH's,    BALA. 

Our  Poet-Bishop,  who  continues  the  strains  of  Bishops 
H.  U.  Onderdonk,  the  Doanes,  John  Williams,  Coxe,  Brooks, 
Hopkins,  and  George  Burgess,  received  his  election  as  Bishop 
of  Colorado  while  Rector  here. 

The  following  Pennsylvania  Rectors  have  declined  the 
•episcopate : — 

Dr.  William  Smith  (Maryland),  A.  D.  1783;  Dr.  Dorr 
(Maryland),  1839;  Dr.  John  A.  Vaughan,  1841  (Cape  Palmas); 
John  T.  Magrath  (Cape  Palmas);  Dr.  J.  H.  Eccleston  (Iowa); 
Dr.  Wm.  P.  Orrick  (Shanghai). 

The  Rev.  N.  S.  Thomas,  rector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Apostles,  Philadelphia,  declined  the  missionary  episco- 
pate of  Salina. 

III. 

BISHOPS    WHO    HAVE    HELD    CURES    IN    PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  lion-hearted  Bishop  Hobart  was  born  in  Philadel- 
phia in  1775,  and  was  baptized  and  confirmed  by  Bishop 
White  in  Christ  Church.  He  studied  in  the  Episcopal 
Academy  and  the  College  of  Philadelphia  (now  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania)  for  two  years,  but  graduated  at  Princeton. 
He  had  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Oxford,  and  All  Saints'. 
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Torresdale,  **for  a  few  months."  I  believe  thirteen  printed 
funeral  sermons  noted  his  death. 

Bishop  Benjamin  Bosworth  Smith,  of  Kentucky  (Pre- 
siding Bishop),  was  in  charge  of  Grace  Church  Mission, 
Philadelphia,  in  1828. 

Bishop  Ives  was  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Southwark, 
and  was  there  ordained  Priest  by  Bishop  White.  His  wife 
was  Bishop  Hobart's  daughter. 

Bishop  Kemper,  the  first  Missionary  Bishop  of  this 
Church  and  the  first  Bishop  of  Wisconsin,  was  ordered 
Deacon  by  Bishop  White  in  Christ  Church,  Philadelphia,  in 
181 1,  and  Priest  in  the  same  place  in  1814.  He  had  been 
Assistant  .Minister  in  the  United  Churches  of  Christ,  St. 
Peter's  and  St.  James',  twenty  years,  and  was  consecrated 
when  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Norwalk,  C6nn.,  by  Bishop  White 
in  St.  Peter's,  Philadelphia,  in  1835,  ^  Missionary  Bishop 
of  Missouri  and  Indiana.  This  was  Bishop  White's  last  con- 
secration. He  consecrated  twenty-six  Bishops.  Five  Dio- 
ceses entered  the  General  Convention  by  Bishop  Kemper's 
saintly  toil.  He  was  once  styled  the  best-beloved  man  in 
Wisconsin.  In  riding  with  him  in  a  carriage  from  Waukesha 
to  Nashotah,  I  asked  him  if  he  never  got  tired.  The  small 
man  with  the  big  heart  looked  at  me  and  said:  **  Young  man, 
do  you  ever  get  tired  of  doing  your  daily  duty?"  A  query 
as  to  Church  differences  led  him  to  say  of  his  clergy:  **I 
never  allow  my  boys  to  quarrel." 

Bishop  McCoskry  was  bom  in  Carlisle,  Pa.,  and  was 
Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Philadelphia. 

Bishop  Hopkins  was  a  native  of  Dublin,  Ireland.  He 
was  a  successful  lawyer  in  Pittsburgh.  In  a  vacancy  in 
Trinity  Church  there  he  was  lay  reader,  having  **  charge  of 
the  music,  Sunday  school,  etc.,  keeping  the  congregation 
together,"  and  was  elected  Rector  while  a  layman.  At  his 
election  he  was  supporting  a  widowed  mother  and  his  own 
family.  He  accepted  the  post  with  a  diminished  income. 
When  called  to  the  Episcopate  in  Vermont  he  was  Assistant 
Minister  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  and  a  Professor  in  the 
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Theological  School  there.  His  gifted  son,  the  Rev.  Dr.  John 
Henry  Hopkins,  former  editor  of  the  Church  Journal,  wrote 
the  father's  life  in  a  large  octavo  volume. 

Our  late  venerable  Presiding  Bishop  Clark,  my  late 
rector  in  Trinity  College  life,  was  in  1843  ^^^  beloved  Rector 
of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Philadelphia.  It  is  a  coincidence 
that  the  Rev.  John  A.  Clark,  of  like  character,  once  held  this 
parish,  and  his  son,  bearing  his  father's  name,  is  now  with  us. 

Bishop  Bedell  was  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Trinity,  West  Chester.  His  father  was  the  first  rector  of 
St.  Andrew's  Church,  Philadelphia,  whose  origin  was  sug- 
gested by  the  devoted  Benjamin  Allen  of  St.  Paul's,  who 
was  ready  to  sacrifice  the  expectations  of  that  parish,  for 
Christ's  advancement,  in  the  building  up  of  the  new  one. 
Bishop  Bedell's  father  perhaps  left  a  more  abiding  impression 
on  his  people  than  any  other  Episcopal  clergyman  in  Phila- 
delphia. He  had  the  "blood  earnestness"  of  Dr.  Chalmers, 
and  those  who  knew  him  have  spoken  to  me  of  him  as  if  he 
had  died  the  other  day,  so  vivid  an  impression  did  he  leave 
by  his  Christlike,  earnest  instruction.  Bishop  Stevens  wrote: 
**  There  has  scarcely  appeared  in  the  Episcopal  Church  a  man 
so  well  proportioned  in  mind,  so  symmetrically  constructed 
as  to  all  the  real  elements  of  a  faithful  and  successful  minister 
of  Christ."  (See  Bishop  Stevens'  "The  Past  and  Present  of 
St.  Andrew's  Church,"  pp.  10,  13,  14,  23.)  He  toiled  till 
death,  preaching  sitting  in  the  pulpit.  Bishop  Bedell  in  boy- 
hood, in  the  pulpit,  felt  the  thrill  which  stirred  his  father's 
pleading  for  the  Greeks  in  their  revolution.  Dr.  Benjamin 
Watson,  who  was  a  fellow-pupil  with  Bishop  Bedell  in  Bristol 
College,  informed  me  that  the  lively  young  pupil  was  called 
"Energy  Bedell." 

Bishop  Joseph  Pere  Bell  Wilmer,  of  Louisiana,  was  once 
Rector  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Philadelphia. 

Bishop  Paret  was  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Williamsport, 
Bishop  Knight  held  St.  James'  Church,  Lancaster,  and 
Bishop  Nelson  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  South  Bethlehem; 
while  Bishop  Hale  was  bom  in  Lewistown,   Pa.,   and  was 
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Curate  of  Christ  Church,  Germantown,  and  also  of  All  Saints*, 
Lower  Dublin.  . 

Bishop  Hare,  the  faithful  missionary  worker  in  South 
Dakota,  was  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Phila- 
delphia.    He  is  a  grandson  of  Bishop  Hobart. 

Bishop  Phillips  Brooks  was  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Advent,  Philadelphia,  as  his  first  parish,  and  then  took  up 
his  remarkable  work  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  in 
the  same  city. 

The  young  St.  Asaph's,  Bala,  counts  Frederick  Burgess 
as  the  second  bishop  among  its  Rectors;  he  was  the  Rector 
of  Grace  Church,  Brooklyn,  when  elected  Bishop  of  Long 
Island.  By  one  of  the  numerous  coincidences  in  the  Ameri- 
can Church  he  is  the  third  Bishop  of  the  name,  as  in  the  case 
of  the  Potters.  There  was  also  a  Bishop  Burgess  (Thomas) 
in  Salisbury,  England. 

IV. 

BISHOPS    WHO    HAVE    LIVED    IN    PENNSYLVANIA. 

Bishop  Clarkson  was  bom  in  Gettysburg,  and  we  who 
recall  his  early  work  in  Chicago,  where  the  little  stone  church 
gave  place  to  its  magnificent  successor,  and  his  glorious  after- 
work,  must  feel  honored  in  him. 

Bishop  Starkey  was  a  native  of  Philadelphia. 

Bishop  Henry  C.  Potter  is  the  grandson  of  the  emi- 
nent Eliphalet  Nott,  president  of  Union  College,  whose 
daughter  was  the  wife  of  Bishop  Alonzo  Potter.  His  brother 
bore  the  grandfather's  honored  name.  Perhaps  the  world 
never  saw  such  a  mingling  of  Bishops  in  adjoining  states  as 
that  of  the  two  Onderdonks,  and  later  the  two  Potters  in  New 
York  and  Pennsylvania,  and  yet  later  the  son  of  Bishop  Potter 
of  Pennsylvania,  the  ecclesiastical  head  of  New  York  Diocese. 

Bishop  Coleman  holds  a  Diocese  joining  Pennsylvania 
on  the  south  which  was  in  primitive  days  under  Penn's  rule. 
He  spent  his  early  life  in  Philadelphia,  his  father  being  Rector 
of  old  Trinity  Church,  Southwark,  an  eloquent  preacher  with- 
out notes,  and  editor  of  The  Banner  of  the  Cross. 
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Bishop  Barker  was  bom  at  Towanda.  and  educated  at 
bis  father's  school  in  Germantown. 

Bishop  Auer,  of  Africa,  once  aided  Dr.  Childs  for  a  time 
in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Philadelphia,  and  Bishop 
Schereschewsky  once  resided  for  a  short  time  in  the  same  city. 

The  Philadelphia  Divinity  School  had  among  its  students 
Bishops  Hare,  Whitehead,  Burton,  McVickar,  and  Lawrence. 

This  *' School  of  the  Prophets"  recalls  as  Professors  the 
long-time  worker,  Dr.  Childs,  and  the  scholarly  Dr.  George 
Emlen  Hare,  and  the  prince  of  thinkers,  Dr.  Daniel  R.  Good- 
win, in  my  college  days  President  of  Trinity,  later  Provost 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  then  a  noble  worker 
in  the  Divinity  School.  May  this  comparatively  young 
institution,  with  its  able  faculty,  bring  forth  many  more 
Bishops  in  coming  years  and  **be  fat  and  well-liking." 

Pennsylvania  being  the  seventh  in  the  original  thirteen 
states  was  styled  the  "Keystone  State."  May  she  not  claim 
the  same  name  in  the  Church,  as  we  have  noted  fifty-six 
names  of  those  in  some  way  connected  with  the  episcopate  in 
her  borders,  including  Bishop  Welton  and  Bishop-elect 
Nelson? 

The  appended  letter  from  the  Rev.  George  A.  Latimer 
is  interesting. 

"I  have  read  your  article  in  the  Standard  with  much 
pleasure.  But  our  esteemed  friend  and  brother,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Yarnall,  is  not  the  only  clergyman  in  the  diocese 
who  has  personal  recollections  of  Bishop  Henr^"  Ustick  On- 
derdonk.  He  frequently  preached  at  *01d  St.  Paul's'  when 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Richard  Newton  was  Rector.  Our  family  pew 
was  then  in  the  gallery  of  the  church.  I  looked  at  him  in  the 
pulpit,  with  his  full,  round,  serious  face,  with  veneration; 
especially,  as  was  his  custom  in  the  opening  of  his  sermon, 
he  would  lift  up  those  large  heavy  eyes  with  great  solemnity 
and  implore  the  aid  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  I  called  upon  him 
at  his  residence,  Lombard  street,  north  side,  between  Juniper 
and  Broad  (still  there).  He  preached  for  me  on  Sunday 
evening,   November   i,    1857,   at  what  was  then  known  as 
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'Boone  Street  Mission/  back  o£  Second  and  Reed  streets 
(now  St.  John  the  Evangelist  Chiirch),in  the  ShifBer  Hose 
Company's  house." 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Joseph  Marshall  Francis,  Bishop  of  Indiana, 
spent  his  early  Hfe  in  Philadelphia.  He  was  bom  at  Eagles- 
mere,  Pa. 

Bishop  Nicholson  wrote  me  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  George 
McClellan  Fiske,  his  faithful  Assistant  Minister  for  several 
years  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  Philadelphia,  at  a  later  period, 
declined  the  Bishopric  of  Fond  du  Lac.  He  has  lately  de- 
clined an  election  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  to  Bishop  Seymour,  of 
Springfield. 

A  list  of  such  declinations  is  given  in  the  Rev.  Dr.  H.  G. 
Batterson's  **  Sketch-Book  of  the  American  Episcopate." 


Part  II. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CONTROL  OF  THE 
DIOCESAN  LIBRARY. 

During  the  past  year  the  uses  that  have  been  made  of 
the  Library,  and  the  means  at  the  command  of  the  Board 
for  meeting  expenses  and  adding  to  the  number  of  volumes, 
have  not  materially  differed  from  what  they  were  in  the 
years  immediately  preceding.  There  have  been  nearly  forty- 
nine  hundred  visitors  to  the  room,  and  over  fourteen  hun- 
dred books  have  been  taken  out.  The  subscriptions  received 
Tiave  sufficed  to  defray  the  very  moderate  expenses,  but 
have  left  only  a  small  sum  with  which  to  purchase  new  books. 
Thirty-five  books  have  been  added  in  this  way,  and  twenty- 
six  have  been  received  as  gifts,  besides  two  complete  and 
handsomely  bound  sets  of  the  Journ'als  of  the  Diocesan  and 
General  Conventions,  which  had  belonged  to  the  private  col- 
lection of  the  late  Reverend  H.  G.  Batterson.  D   D. 

This  statement  is  far  from  being  what  we  could  have 
wished  to  present.     It  nevertheless  suggests  an  amount  of 
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good  done  measurably  answering  to  the  hopes  that  were 
entertained  by  the  founders  of  the  Library.  Many,  doubtless, 
who  have  made  use  of  its  privileges,  could  have  supplied  their 
want  in  other  ways;  but  there  certainly  have  been  those 
who  could  not  have  done  so  conveniently,  and  others  who 
would  have  hardly  known  where  else  to  turn  for  the  informa- 
tion they  desired  or  the  help  they  needed. 

But  a  very  much  greater  work  ought  to  be  done.  With 
over  seven  thousand  volumes,  including  a  very  ample  pro- 
portion of  Commentaries  on  the  Bible,  works  relating  to 
Liturgies,  Church  History  and  Missions,  and  a  large  miscel- 
laneous collection  of  theological  and  religious  books,  the 
Library  provides  a  fullness  of  information  and  instruction  on 
such  subjects,  of  which  very  many  more  would  be  likely  to 
avail  themselves  were  the  opportunities  afforded  by  it  more 
commonly  understood.  And  it  would  seem  that  very  much 
more  might  be  done  to  make  the  Library  more  generally 
known.  Its  privileges  might  be  brought  more  fully  to 
the  knowledge  not  only  of  those  who  are  specially  engaged  in 
religious  and  Church  works,  but  of  all  those  also,  who,  in 
these  days  of  much  reading  and  inquiry,  are  interested  in  the 
study  of  whatever  may  have  a  bearing  on  personal  religion 
and  the  progress  of  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
in  the  world. 

But  for  a  library  to  properly  commend  itself  to  such  as 
would  be  glad  to  enjoy  its  advantages,  and  especially  the 
studious  and  professional  classes,  it  must  be  kept  abreast  of 
the  times.  We  live  when  many  books  are  pressed  upon 
many  readers  and  a  very  urgent  demand  is  made  for  the 
latest  product  of  human  thought  and  investigation.  A  suc- 
cessful library,  accordingly,  must  be  known  to  comprise  not 
only  old  books — however  undying  their  value — ^but  the  newer 
ones  which  are  so  eagerly  sought  after,  and  which  in  any  case 
it  should  be  most  anxious  to  furnish  to  its  readers.  It  ought 
in  this  way  to  be  constantly  enriching  its  possessions.  And 
it  is  for  this  reason  that  your  Board  has  been  so  earnestly 
pleading  each  year  for  assistance  in  maintaining  and  increas- 
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ing  its  work.  We  cannot  believe  that  the  Church  people  of 
the  Diocese  would  willingly  see  our  Library  fail  of  its  possi- 
bilities, or  that  they  would  not  be  glad  to  have  it  stand  forth 
prominently  among  the  more  useful  agencies  in  the  Church 
life  of  Philadelphia.  Only  extremely  few  persons  now  con- 
tribute to  its  support.  May  we  not  ask  and  beg  that  many 
more  will  do  so^

FORTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OP  THE 

DIOCESAN  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

OF  THB 

DIOCESE  OF  PENNSYLVANIA 


To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania: 

The  Board  of  Missions  respectfully  reports  to  the  Con- 
vention that  there  has  been  increased  activity  in  the  Mis- 
sionary work  in  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year,  and  that 
the  progress  .in  the  work  already  established  and  in  the 
organization  of  new  work  has  been  most  encouraging.  The 
details  of  the  work  in  the  several  Convocations  will  appear 
in  the  reports  hereto  attached. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  received  from  the  Convoca- 
tions the  Treasurer  received  from  other  sources  $1,204.56, 
making  the  total  receipts  $18,017.65;  the  expenditures  have 
been  $17,168.45,  showing  an  excess  of  receipts  over  expendi- 
tures of  $849.20,  which,  with  the  balance  on  hand  from  the 
previous  account,  leaves  a  balance  of  $5,913.04  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer. 

A  summary  of  the  receipts  from  and  payments  to  the 
several  Convocations  is  attached,  and  also  the  account  of 
the  Treasurer,  showing  in  detail  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures. 

As  mentioned  in  the  previous  reports,  it  is  necessary  that 
a  considerable  balance  should  be  carried  over  at  the  close  of 
each  year,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  stipends 
of  the  Missionaries  during  the  summer  months,  when  little 
or  nothing  is  received  by  the  Board. 


The  Board  would  urge  upon  the  Convocations  1 
importance  of  making  some  provision  by  which  the  amoi 
asked  for  by  the  Board  may  be  fully  met  each  year. 

In  the  report  presented  to  the  last  Convention  referei 
was  made  to  the  effort  which  was  then  being  made  to  sea 
a  special  fund  for  Diocesan  Missions,  a  layman  of  the  Dioo 
having  offered  to  subscribe  $25,000,  provided  $75,c 
additional  were  secured,  making  a  total  fund  of  $ioo,o( 
which  should  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Bish 
and  Bishop  Coadjutor.  The  Board  is  gratified  now  to  rep< 
that  through  the  earnest  and  persistent  efforts  of  the  Bish 
Coadjutor,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Committee  of  Laym 
appo  nted  by  the  Bishop,  the  sum  of  $101,148.27  was  secux 
for  the  purpose  referred  to.  Of  this  amount  there  has  be 
expended  or  pledged  for  work  now  under  way  $96,547.^ 
leaving  a  balance  of  $4,600.86. 

This  fund  has  enabled  the  Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjul 
to  render  aid  to  the  following  in  the  way  of  extinguish! 
indebtedness,  purchase  of  ground  or  needed  improvemen 
and  extension  of  buildings:  St.  Nathanael's  Mission,  J 
John's  Northern  Liberties  Galilee  Mission,  St.  John  the  Ev2 
gelist,  St.  Anna's  Mission,  Grace  Church  Hulmeville,  Chur 
of  the  Crucifixion,  St.  Bartholomew's  Mission,  St.  Ambrc 
Mission,  Light  House.  St.  Titus'  Mission,  Free  Church  of  ! 
John,  Holy  Innocents,  Tacony,  St.  James'  Church,  Hestc 
ville,  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  West  Philadelphia,  I 
Gabriel's  Mission,  Italian  Mission,  St.  Luke's  Church  (Epis< 
pal  Hospital  Mission),  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Port  Richmor 

A  lot  of  ground  has  also  been  purchased  at  51st  a 
Spruce  streets,  and  the  sum  of  $20,000  set  apart  in  the  han 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  for  the  purchase  of  grou 
from  time  to  time  as  opportunity  may  offer  to  provide  i 
future  Missions 

The  impetus  given  to  the  Missionary  Work  of  the  D; 
cese  by  the  jud'cious  appropriation  of  the  fund  cannot 
estimated,  and  the  Board  is  impressed  with  the  desirabili 


of  establishing  such  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Extra  Mission 
Fund  for  Church  Extension,  as  a  permanent  feature  of  the 
work. 

In  the  appeal  for  contributions  to  the  special  Diocesan 
Mission  Fund  published  in  last  year's  report  of  the  Board, 
attention  was  called  to  the  work  of  the  Galilee  Mission,  and 
the  effort  then  being  made  to  secure  a  fimd  to  rebuild  and 
establish  the  Mission  upon  a  permanent  basis. 

This  Mission  has  for  six  years  past  been  doing  a  steady 
and  growing  work  in  the  very  center  of  the  worst  section  of 
the  city  among  English-speaking  people,  holding  religious 
services  every  night  in  the  year,  and  ministering  also  to  the 
temporal  needs  of  many  thousands  of  men.  During  the  past 
year  the  Mission  has,  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  and 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  been  incorporated,  and  $31,475.52  of  the 
amount  required  has  been  subscribed  or  pledged.  $8,500  is 
still  needed  to  complete  the  amount  of  $40,000,  which  it  was 
desired  should  be  secured  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  plans 
with  regard  to  this  Mission. 

The  Board  would  suggest  that  it  would  be  wise  to  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  the  rearrangement  of  the  boundaries 
of  the  Convocations  and  possible  reduction  of  their  number 
and  that  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  take  it  into 
consideration. 

There  is  an  increasing  need  for  Mission  work  in  the  South- 
east and  Northeast  Convocations,  without  a  corresponding 
increase  of  ability  to  meet  this  need.  It  would  therefore 
seem  wise  to  form  two  strong  Convocations  in  place  of  the 
four  Convocations  as  at  present  organized.  If  this  were 
done  it  w^ould  also  solve  certain  questions  of  Church  Exten- 
sion, the  solutions  of  which  are  affected  by  the  existence  of 
the  Convocation  lines. 

The  Bishop  has  sent  the  following  communication  to 
the  Board : 

I  beg  to  inform  you  that  I  have  relinquished  my  authority 
over  the  Diocesan  Missionary  work  of  this  Diocese,  and  have 


committed  its  entire  charge  and  administration  to  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Alex.  Mackay-Smith,  D.  D.,  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

This  transfer  is  to  be  understood  as  including: 

ist.  All  Missions  within  the  Diocese  now  established, 
or  that  may  be  established  hereafter,  which  are  or  may  be 
supported  wholly  or  in  part  by  the  several  Convocations. 

2d.  The  appointment,  as  provided  by  Canon  VIII., 
of  the  Presiding  Officers  of  the  Convocations,  and  the  dis- 
charge of  all  duties  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  his  rela- 
tions with  the  Convocations. 

3d.  The  appointment  of  all  Missionaries  in  the  Diocese 
who  receive  the  whole,  or  any  portion,  of  their  salaries  from 
the  Convocations. 

4th.  Taking  the  place  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in 
all  relations  with  the  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  of  Pennsylvania,  including  the  appointment  of  the 
President  and  the  Secretary. 

In  view  of  increasing  opportunities  in    Diocesan  Missions 
the  Board  recommends  the  passage  of  the  following: 

''Resolved,  That  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  be  requested 
to  contribute  during  the  coming  year  for  Diocesan  Missions 
the  aggregate  sum  of  $18,000." 

**  Resolved,  That  the  offerings  at  the  time  of  the  Bishop's 
visitation  be  for  the  special  Church  Extension  Fund  of  the 
Diocese."

The  Convocation  of  Norristown  reports  encouraging  fea- 
tures in  its  work;  together  with  serious  disaster  to  one  of  its 
Missions  in  the  total  destruction  by  fire  of  a  completed  and 
consecrated  Church,  within  six  months  after  being  set  apart 
for  its  holy  purpose.  This  conflagration,  at  Royer's  Ford, 
from  some  cause  xmknown  and  which  it  is  impossible  to  ascer- 
tain, occurred  late  in  the  fall.  It  left  its  mark  upon  the  new 
Rectory,  endangering  both  the  building  and  the  Rector's 
family.  There  was  something  over  $4,000  insurance  towards 
rebuilding.  The  work  is  now  in  progress,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
substantial  help  will  be  extended  towards  repairing  this  great 
misfortune.  Meantime,  the  services  are  held,  though  at  great 
disadvantage,  and  both  Rector  and  people  are  bravely  and 
faithfully  at  work. 

Advent  Mission,  Hatboro,  is  going  steadily  forward.  The 
new  Church  will  probably  be  free  from  debt  in  the  near  future, 
and  ready  for  consecration. 

A  new  Mission  has  been  successfully  inaugurated  at  Valley 
Forge.     Growing  out  of  a  patriotic  sentiment,  it  has  made 
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rapid  progress  since  the  comer-stone  of  the  Washington 
Memorial  Chapel  was  laid  by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  on  the 
19th  of  last  June.  The  work  has  been  in  charge  of  the  Rev. 
W.  Herbert  Burk,  Rector  of  All  Saints',  Norristown,  with  the 
help  of  faithful  workers.  A  temporary  Chapel  has  been  built, 
and  will  soon  need  to  be  enlarged. 

The  Mission  at  Valley  Forge  has  clearly  demonstrated  the 
need  of  the  Church  at  this  point.  During  a  trying  winter 
there  has  been  an  average  attendance  of  forty  at  the  services, 
the  offerings  have  averaged  $2.47  per  Sunday,  and  the  Sun- 
day School,  established  five  months  ago,  has  a  membership 
of  85.  The  Missionary  reports  7  baptisms  and  one  burial. 
The  field  includes  four  villages  and  a  thickly  settled  farming 
district.  Works  employing  two  hundred  and  forty  men  will 
soon  be  in  operation.  Here,  too,  the  Church  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  influence  many  who  visit  this  historic  locality 
During  the  winter  the  work  has  been  carried  on  in  a  rude  bam- 
board  Chapel.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  provide  a 
suitable  Chapel  for  the  continuance  of  this  work,  and  the 
Presiding  Officer  of  the  Convocation  appeals  to  the  generous 
people  of  this  Diocese  to  provide  the  money  required.  All 
Saints'  Church,  Norristown,  has  pledged  $1,000  for  this  object;

There  has  been  no  change  among  the  Missionaries  of  the 
Convocation  during  the  past  year,  and  their  reports  show 
an  increase  in  both  material  and  spiritual  results.  In  fact, 
the  general  report  this  year  is  of  the  most  encouraging  nature. 
Two  of  the  Missions  will  relinquish  the  Missionary  aid  received 
from  Convocation.  Ground  has  been  secured  for  a  new  Mis- 
sion Church,  and  work  in  preparation  for  building  has  been 
begun.     One  Mission  station  has  been  abandoned. 
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The  two  fields  of  Convocational  work  stand  in  strong 
contrast.  The  Missions  in  Bucks  County  are  maintained 
without  much  hope  of  large  growth,  or  of  any  one  of  them 
becoming  a  self -supporting  Parish.  Trinity  Church.  Buck- 
ingham, with  its  Chapel  at  Centre  Hill,  alone  has  the  expecta- 
tion of  attaining  a  condition  of  independence.  Yet  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Missions  in  Bucks  County  requires  as  much 
assistance  as  do  those  in  the  County  of  Philadelphia.  The 
fact  that  two  Missions  in  this  latter  field  are  about  to  become 
independent  emphasizes  the  necessity  of  devoting  the  greatest 
attention  to  a  region  where  the  largest  results,  material  and 
spiritual,  may  be  expected.  While  the  Missionaries  in  Bucks 
Coimty  are  doing  faithful  service,  and  the  Missions  are  pros- 
pering in  their  limited  fields  of  operation,  yet  to  create  new 
Mission  stations  in  this  region  would  certainly  be  unwise 
while  it  is  found  difficult  to  provide  for  the  spiritual  needs 
of  a  neighborhood  in  which  houses  are  being  built  by  the 
thousands  and  the  population  is  increasing  by  the  tens  of 
thotisands. 

Turning  to  the  individual  Missions  in  Bucks  County,  the 
report  of  Emmanuel  Church,  Quakertown,  shows  larger 
interest  and  an  encouraging  outlook.  The  Parish  Building 
has  been  completed  and  needs  only  to  be  supplied  with  the 
requisite  furnishing.  St.  Andrew's,  Yardley,  reports  various 
improvements  and  the  purchase  of  a  new  organ,  and  St. 
James',  Eden,  under  the  care  of  the  same  Missionary,  a  like 
material  improvement  and  the  gift  of  two  memorial  windows. 
Grace  Church,  Hulmeville,  has  been  repaired  and  now  pre- 
sents a  most  attractive  appearance.  The  Rectory,  however, 
is  in  a  dilapidated  condition.  The  strong  feature  of  this  Mis- 
sion is  its  work  among  young  people  and  in  the  Sunday  School. 
A  large  class  was  presented  to  the  Bishop  for  Confirmation  at 
his  last  visitation.  Trinity  Church,  Buckingham,  shows  an 
increase  of  members  in  the  Sunday  School  and  in  the  amount 
of  its  offerings.  Plumsteadville  has  been  brought  by  trolley 
into  close  communication  with  Doylestown,  and  the  Rector 
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of  St.  Paul's  Church  has  been  requested  to  take  the  few  com- 
municants of  the  Mission  under  his  pastoral  care.  If  the 
property  of  the  Church  at  Pltimsteadville  can  be  sold,  the 
proceeds  may  be  held  for  a  period  of  time  sufficient  to  show 
whether  the  prospect  of  a  summer  congregation  can  be  real- 
ized. It  will  then  be  possible  to  build  a  Chapel  large  enough 
for  the  needs  of  such  congregation  and  have  a  balance  for 
endowment. 

In  Philadelpha  Cotmty,  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Inno- 
cents, Tacony,  has  had  a  year  of  unusual  prosperity.  Fifty- 
three  persons  have  been  presented  for  Confirmation  and  a 
large  number  of  adults  have  been  baptized.  The  interior  of 
the  building  has  been  improved  and  capacious  room  secured 
for  Guild  and  Sunday  School  work.  A  new  organ  has  been 
placed  in  the  chancel,  and  the  windows  have  been  filled 
with  stained  glass.  The  congregation  proposes  to  give  up 
the  assistance  it  has  received  from  Convocation  and  to  become 
a  Parish. 

St.  Bartholomew's,  Wissinoming,  reports  an  expenditure 
of  $i,6oo  during  the  past  year  in  additions  and  improvements 
to  its  Chapel. 

The  Missionary  at  Christ  Church,  Franklin ville,  has  also 
determined  to  relinquish  Missionary  aid  and  the  people  are 
in  hearty  accord  with  his  purpose.  There  has  been  a  growth 
in  the  attendance  upon  the  Church  services  and  also  an 
increase  in  offerings.  A  new  organ  costing  over  $2,000  will 
soon  occupy  the  place  of  the  old  and  worn-out  instrument 
now  in  use.     The  report  generally  is  one  of  hopefulness. 

At  St.  Nathanael's  the  work  has  been  faithfully  carried 
for\vard  amid  discouraging  conditions.  The  strike  in  the 
textile  mills  has  crippled  the  resources  of  the  Mission  mate- 
rially, yet  the  increase  in  the  offerings  shows  evidence  of  self- 
denial  and  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  con- 
gregation. St.  Nathanael's  should  have  a  large  church 
building  commensurate  with  its  possibilities  of  growth.  It 
is  a  mistaken  economy  to  carr\'^  on  the  work  in  a  small  wav 
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in  the  midst  of  a  vast  population,  large  numbers  of  whom 
might  be  won  to  the  Church  through  the  generous  fostering 
of  so  important  a  Mission. 

At  St.  George's,  Venango,  there  are  evidences  of  marked 
growth  tmder  conditions  which,  if  not  discouraging,  evidently 
limit  the  results  that  might  be  accomplished.  When  the 
Chapel  was  enlarged  it  was  with  the  expectation  that  it  might 
serve  the  needs  of  the  Mission  for  a  period  of  at  least  five 
years,  when  it  could  be  determined  in  what  direction  the 
anticipated  growth  of  the  city  in  this  region  would  tend. 
Two  years  of  the  five  have  elapsed  and  the  indications  are 
that  when  the  tide  of  incoming  population  reaches  St.  George's 
Chapel  it  will  consist  chiefly  of  Lithuanians  and  Poles.  ,The 
present  congregation  is  drawn  almost  wholly  from  a  neighbor- 
hood one-half  to  three-quarters  of  a  mile  to  the  southwest  of 
the  Chapel.  Could  St.  George's  Mission  be  placed  in  this  region 
near  to  Allegheny  avenue  and  Richmond  street,  it  would  be 
in  the  midst  of  a  population  of  twenty-five  or  thirty  thousand. 
with  the  nearest  churches  a  mile  and  a  half  distant.  Under 
these  conditions  the  prospect  of  a  self-supporting  Parish 
would  not  appear  unreasonable.  In  its  present  situation, 
St.  George's  will  always  need  Missionary  aid  and  will  with 
difficulty  be  maintained.  Notwithstanding  the  limitations 
of  the  field  the  report  of  the  Missionary  shows  what  can  be 
done  by  faithful  and  zealous  ministry. 

St.  Ambrose's,  Cooperville,  is  under  the  charge  of  the 
Missionary  at  Christ  Church,  Franklinville.  Through  the 
assistance  given  from  the  Missionary  Fund  secured  by  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor  a  lot  of  land,  55  by  146  feet,  on  the  comer 
of  Howard  and  Ontario  streets,  has  been  purchased  and  the 
contract  for  building  has  been  given.  The  cost  of  the  portion 
of  the  Church  now  under  construction  will  be  about  $11,000. 
$8,000  has  been  contributed  from  the  Bishop's  Fund,  and  it 
is  probable  that  a  small  mortgage  will  be  placed  upon  the 
property.  Contributions  of  about  $2,000  are  in  hand,  from 
St.  Ambrose's  Mission,  from  a  special  fund  of  the  Convocation 
and  from  gifts  that  have  been  made  by  several  Parishes  of  the 
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Convocation.  This  will  leave  about  $1,500  to  be  raised  for 
the  furnishing,  etc.,  for  which  it  is  hoped  contributions  may 
be  received  from  other  Parishes  of  the  Convocation  and  from 
friends  of  the  Mission.  The  Church  will  probably  be  ready 
for  occupancy  in  the  fall.  At  that  time  another  Missionary 
will  be  needed  to  aid  in  carrying  on  the  work  in  this  promising 
fieM. 

This  report  may  not  be  closed  without  reference  to  the 
great  loss  the  Convocation  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  the 
Rev.  Theodore  S.  Rumney,  D.  D.,  who  was  one  of  its  most 
valued  and  devoted  members.  Dr.  Rumney  passed  to  his 
rest  in  Paradise  at  the  advanced  age  of  seventy-seven  years, 
having  been  a  faithful  and  loving  Pastor  of  souls  and  a  friend 
of  every  enterprise  for  the  extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom 
in  the  world. 

Plumsteadville  has  been  removed  from  the  list  of  Missions 
in  the  tabulated  statement  which  follows  this  report.  A 
comparison  of  this  table  with  that  of  last  year  will  show  an 
encouraging  increase  in  almost  all  the  statistics.

The  Convocation  of  West  Philadelphia  reports  substantial 
progress  during  the  year  at  the  Mission  stations. 

The  old  work  has  been  maintained  and  pushed  with 
renewed  vigor.  The  mortgages  on  the  property  of  St.  Anna's 
Mission  have  been  paid  and  title  passed  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese.  The  note  and  ground  rent  on  St.  Titus'  have  been 
paid  and  title  passed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

A  new  property  at  Fifty-first  and  Spruce  streets,  pur- 
chased for  a  new  work,  has  been  paid  for  and  title  vested  in 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.  The  name  of  the  Reconciliation 
has  been  given  to  the  Mission  at  this  point. 
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All  of  the  above  work  is  due  to  the  kindness  of  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese,  under  whose  direction  and 
charge  it  was  done. 

St.  Anna. — The  work  at  this  point  has  made  good  progress 
and  the  returns  from  congregations  and  guilds  indicate  a  great 
improvement  over  the  report  of  a  year  ago.  A  proper  Parish 
Building  is  greatly  needed  at  this  station.  Owing  to  the 
building  of  the  elevated  railroad,  it  may  be  necessar}^  to 
change  the  location  of  this  Mission. 

St.  Barnabas. — ^The  Minister-in-charge  is  doing  faithful 
work,  but  tmtil  conditions  change  in  the  way  of  building,  a 
great  advance  in  the  work  cannot  be  expected. 

St.  Gabriel. — St.  Gabriel  Mission  for  Colored  People  has 
taken  on  a  new  lease  of  life.  Under  the  direction  of  the 
lajrman  in  charge,  the  attendance  at  Church  service  has  been 
increased  from  five  to  thirty-six,  and  the  Sunday  School  from 
an  enrollment  of  fourteen  to  sixty.  So  large  has  been  the 
regular  attendance  that  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  provide 
new  and  larger  quarters  for  the  Mission.  Through  the  efforts 
of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  a  building  has  been  purchased  and 
fitted  up  at  26  N.  Thirty-seventh  street.  The  first  service 
wi  1  be  held  in  the  new  place  of  worship  on  the  first  Sunday 
in  May. 

St.  George's. — ^This  Parish  ought  to  make  substantial 
progress  during  the  coming  year  and  show  a  large  increase  in 
the  number  of  communicants,  owing  to  the  extensive  building 
operations  going  on  close  by  the  Church.  The  people  are 
making  great  efforts  to  purchase  a  new  organ  for  the  Church. 
The  present  one  is  worn  out  and  has  been  in  use  about 
fifty  years.  A  vested  choir  was  introduced  into  the  Church 
on  Christmas  Day,  and  has  been  a  great  help  in  the  work  of 
the  Parish. 

St.  Michael  and  All  Angels. — The  Minister-in-charge  has 
been  sick  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  to  the  great  detriment 
of  the  work  in  the  Mission.  The  work  here  is  trying  and 
difficult. 
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Reconciliation. — The  new  work  at  Fifty-first  and  Spruce 
streets  gives  great  promise  of  a  large  and  successful  work. 
The  territory  assigned  as  the  boundaries  of  the  new  Mission 
has  been  thoroughly  visited  by  the  Bishop  Stevens  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Divinity  School  and  the  Minister  in-charge. 
Many  gifts  have  been  given  as  memorials,  and  the  people  in 
general  are  eager  and  willing  to  attend  the  service  as  soon  as 
the  building  is  ready  for  occupancy.  There  are  250  Church 
families  in  the  immediate  neighborhood.  One  baptism  has 
been  entered  on  the  Parish  register. 

Sherwood. — The  work  here  is  one  of  slow  growth,  but  of 
progress.  The  development  of  the  proposed  parks  and  new 
building  operations  will  be  a  great  determ'ning  factor  on  the 
future  of  the  Mission. 

St.  Titus. — This  outpost  has  taken  another  lease  of  life 
under  the  able  work  of  the  layman  in  charge.  The  congre- 
gations have  doubled  during  the  year,  and  the  outlook  has 
more  of  hopefulness  for  a  successful  work  than  ever  before. 
A  new  organ  has  been  placed  in  the  Mission,  and  a  vested 
choir  now  has  charge  of  the  music.  Both  of  these  factors 
have  contributed  greatly  to  make  the  work  effective.

The  Church  of  the  Messiah. — Good  progress  has  been  made 
in  this  Parish  during  the  past  year  under  the  efficient  and 
industrious  leadership  of  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  C.  L.  Fulforth. 
He  reports:  "This  has  been  an  eventful  year  with  us.  Much 
has  been  done  materially.  The  Church  has  been  redecorated. 
A  hot  water  heater  has  been  installed  in  the  Rectory.  The 
mortgage  of  $3,800  has  been  liquidated." 

The  Galilee  Mission. — The  work  of  this  Mission  in  one 
of  the  darkest  portions  of  the  city  has  gone  on  during  the  year 
with  great  efficiency  under  the  superintendency  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Robinson.  The  evident  good  results  of  the  Mission 
are  making  for  it  many  warm  friends,  and  the  zeal  and 
wisdom  shown  by  the  Superintendent  in  dealing  with  the 
submerged  classes  are  winning  the  admiration  and  esteem 
of  those  interested  in  the  salvation  of  those  who  have  long 
been  lost  to  God  and  good.  In  its  report  the  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Northeast  Convocation  to  have  charge  of 
the  Mission,  says:  "The  year  1903  has  been  the  most  success- 
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ful  in  the  history  of  the  Galilee  Mission.  As  the  work  con- 
tinued to  grow,  the  building  now  used  became  quite  inade- 
quate and  it  was  recognized  that  enlarged  accommodation 
was  necessary.  Efforts  therefore  were  made  to  secure  fimds 
to  purchase  property  on  which  to  erect  a  large  and  suitable 
building.  With  the  money  contributed  for  this  purpose  two 
desirable  lots  have  been  purchased,  on  Vine  street,  above 
Eighth,  with  plenty  of  light  and  air.  The  Directors  are  now 
endeavoring  to  raise  $18,000  to  erect  the  new  building,  for 
which  plans  have  been  submitted.  We  are  anxious  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  building  as  soon  as  possible.  And  we  are  con- 
fident that  if  the  work,  purpose,  methods  and  wide  field  of 
usefulness  of  the  Mission  were  better  known  the  money 
needed  would  soon  be  given.  Last  year  the  number  attend- 
ing the  services  was  11,336,  almost  entirely  men.  Of  these 
a  number  of  lapsed  members  of  the  Church  have  been 
reclaimed,  and  some  each  year  have  been  rescued  from  sin 
and  converted  to  better  ways,  and  have  been  baptized  and 
confirmed.  The  number  of  men  who  have  been  sheltered 
beneath  the  roof  of  the  Mission  in  the  scrupulously  clean 
domMtories  during  the  year  just  ended  is  10,469,  and  128,337 
good,  clean,  substantial  meals,  at  five  cents  each,  have  been 
supplied  to  poor  and  imfortunate  men.  No  one  can  appre- 
ciate too  highly  the  boon  that  this  service  is  to  the  men  who 
avail  themselves  of  it. 

**  During  the  year  the  Mission  has  been  incorporated 
under  the  title  of  'The  Galilee  Mission  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.'  " 

St.  John's. — The  Rector  of  this  Parish  reports:  " I  would 
report  concerning  the  German  work  that  the  fruits  of  our 
past  efforts  are  now  developing  and  giving  abundant  evi- 
dences of  increase.  Twelve  in  our  recent  Confirmation  class — 
the  largest  in  the  history  of  our  old  Parish — came  directly  and 
some  others  indirectly  from  the  special  work  entrusted  to  us 
by  the  Convocation.  Our  Sunday  School  is  overflowing  and 
we  are  doubling  the  capacity  of  our  recently  erected  Parish 
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House.  In  every  department  of  our  work  the  outlook  is  very 
encouraging,  a  condition  very  different  from  that  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  special  work  in  this  crowded  German  neighbor- 
hood." 

The  Rector  announces  that  after  this  year  (1904")  St. 
John's  will  cease  to  ask  help  from  the  Convocation,  as  its  work 
is  expected  to  be  self-sustaining  in  a  short  time. 

St,  Augustine's  Mission, — This  is  a  new  Mission  among 
colored  people,  established  in  the  northern  part  of  the  city 
under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  adopted 
by  the  Northeast  Convocation.  It  is  situated  on  Diamond 
street,  near  Broad,  and  holds  its  meetings  at  present  in  a  hall. 
It  has  not  been  in  operation  long  enough  for  us  to  make  any 
report  in  detail,  but  great  good  is  expected  from  it  among 
the  class  for  whom  it  provides.

The  proceedings  of  the  Northwest  Convocation  for  the 
present  Convocation  year  are  characterized  by  a  lack  of 
progress.  The  attendance  has  been  snaall.  The  meetings 
have  been  dull.  The  much-talked-of  Mission  in  Tioga  has 
come  up  regularly  at  every  meeting,  has  been  debated  at 
length,  and  has  been  regularly  referred  to  the  next  meeting. 
This  movement  began  in  October,  1893.  It  has  taken  eleven 
years  to  do  nothing. 

An  attempt  was  made  in  the  autumn  of  1903  to  revive 
the  custom  of  holding  religious  services  under  the  auspices  of 
Convocation  as  provided  for  in  the  by-laws,  for  the  purpose 
of  arousing  interest.  Two  services  were  held,  one  in  St.  James' 
Church  and  one  in  St.  Matthew's.  Of  the  twenty-one  clergy 
connected  with  Convocation,  not  more  than  eight  or  nine 
attended. 

The  only  work  under  our  auspices  that  is  of  interest  is 
the  Mission  of  St.  Bartholomew.  Under  the  able  direction  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Mcllhenny  it  continues  to  prosper.  He  reports 
having  baptized  30  persons,  presented  16  for  Confirmation, 
solemnized  7  marriages  and  officiated  at  19  funerals  during 
the  year.  The  Mission  has  a  revised  communicant  list  of 
150,  of  which  number  123  received  communion  on  Easter  Day. 
The  average  attendance  at  the  Church  services  for  the  year 
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was  112.  At  some  of  the  recent  services  the  congregation  has 
been  so  large  as  to  reqtiire  extra  chairs  to  seat  them.  The 
membership  of  the  Simday  School  has  gradually  increased 
until  it  now  is  350. 

The  exterior  and  the  interior  of  the  Parish  House  has 
been  painted,  and  other  improvements  have  been  made  by 
the  members. 

In  July  last  year  the  balance  of  the  groimd  rent  was 
extinguished  by  the  payment  of  $8,000;  $5,000  of  this  was 
received  from  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  $3,000  from  the 
special  fund  raised  by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  for  Missionary 
wprk  in  the  Diocese. 

It  has  been  felt  that  a  Church  edifice  will  soon  be  needed. 
Therefore  a  Church  building  fund  has  been  started,  and  has 
grown  to  one  thousand  dollars. 

St.  Bartholomew's  was  indebted  to  Convocation  for  its 
beginning.  But  at  the  present  time  it  would  proceed  without 
interruption  were  Convocation  to  be  discontinued.  Indeed 
it  may  not  be  amiss  to  say  that,  considering  the  belief  of 
Convocation  that  no  new  fields  remain  to  be  exploited,  and 
the  fact  that  we  amount  to  little  more,  if  anything,  than  an 
intermediary  to  hand  on  moneys  received. 

Together  with  the  additional  fact  that  every  new  enter- 
prise meets  only  with  discouragement,  it  is  difl&cult  to  see  any 
reason  for  the  continuance  of  Convocation  in  this  district.

The  accompanying  table  of  statistics  is  made  up  from 
April  20,  1903,  to  April  10,  1904: 

The  Rev.  S.  H.  Boyer,  in  charge  of  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  reports,  that  while  expenses  for  repairs  have 
been  unusually  heavy,  the  progress  of  the  work  has  been 
quite  bright  and  hopeful.  The  attendance  at  all  the  services 
has  been  unusually  good.  Things  are  moving  towards  self- 
support  at  an  early  date. 

Church  of  the  Crucifixion. — There  is  every  reason  to  be 
devoutly  thankful  for  the  work  done  during  the  past  year. 


Those  who  are  allowing  the  Rector,  by  their  contributions, 
to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  poor  through  this  Church,  are 
doing  a  blessed  work.  To  see  children  growing  up  in  the  fear 
of  the  IfOrd  in  spite  of  unhealthful  moral  surroundings,  to 
see  a  band  of  young  women  maintaining  the  purity  of  woman's 
life  amidst  many  temptations,  to  see  adults  gradually  ripening 
for  Paradise,  to  read  the  burial  service  over  saints  that  have 
fallen  asleep  in  Jesus,  and  to  know  that  some  of  them  have 
been  literally  taken  out  of  the  depths  of  corruption,  to  see  a 
little  leaven  striving  to  leaven  the  whole  lump,  brings  no  little 
joy  to  the  minister.  The  Parish  House  has  fully  justified  the 
additional  outlay.  It  has  been  a  constant  beehive  of  activi- 
ties during  the  past  year.  An  average  of  400  persons  have 
used  it  weekly. 

Church  of  UEmmanuello,  Italian  Mission. — By  the  bless- 
ing of  God,  more  work  has  been  accomplished  this  year  than 
ever  before.  There  has  been  a  large  improvement  in  all 
branches  of  the  field,  which  is  owed  largely  to  the  kindness 
and  generosity  of  interested  friends,  and  to  the  self-denial  of 
the  Stmday  School  teachers,  who  have  been  so  faithful,  taking 
their  share  in  the  work.  There  has  been  an  increase  of  con- 
tributions from  the  Italian  members,  which  this  year  amount 
to  a  little  less  than  $400. 

Church  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist. — The  congregations 
liave  kept  up  this  past  year,  and  have  even  on  certain  nights 
increased  to  a  marked  degree.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the 
Sunday  School.  There  is  no  falling  off  so  far,  and  it  is  hoped 
to  have  as  large,  if  not  larger,  congregations  next  year.  Some 
of  the  families  are  leaving  the  Church  on  account  of  removal 
to  West  Philadelphia,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  Jews 
coming  into  the  neighborhood  of  the  Church.  The  Parish  is 
in  a  healthy  condition,  but  forced  to  ask  help  again  from  the 
Convocation,  as  the  offerings  for  the  past  year  were  very 
much  smaller  than  the  two  former  years.  The  same  sum  of 
$500  is  asked  from  the  Convocation,  with  the  hope  of  being 
in  a  position  next  year  to  get  along  with  less. 
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Seaman's  Mission,  Church  of  the  Redeemer. — ^The  Sea- 
man's Mission  has  again  continued  its  work  with  great  success. 
All  statistics  will  be  found  in  the  accompanying  table. 

P,  E,  Mission  to  the  Jews,  Emmanuel  House, — ^Through 
lack  of  fimds  the  Jewish  Mission  was  forced  to  remain  for 
another  year  in  its  present  undesirable  location,  which  is 
absolutely  unfit  for  carrying  on  Mission  work  among  the  Jews. 
In  spite  of  all  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Max  Green,  the  Missionary  in 
charge,  only  a  small  attendance  could  be  maintained.  On 
June  15  the  lease  of  the  present  quarters  terminates,  and  it 
will  then  be  necessary  to  remove  the  Jewish  work  to  a  proper 
location.  According  to  present  conditions  of  real  estate  in 
the  Jewish  section  of  the  city,  it  is  impossible  to  find  a  suitable 
house  for  rent;  and,  unless  provision  is  made  for  the  purchase 
of  a  house,  the  Jewish  Mission  in  this  city,  which  for  several 
years  has  been  so  promising  and  full  of  encouragement,  may 
have  to  be  abandoned.

The  Chapel  of  St.  Simon  the  Cyrenian,  now  a  Chapel  of 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles  but  receiving  assistance  from 
the  Convocation,  is  making  very  satisfactory  progress.  The 
Minister-in-charge  reports  that  the  congregations  have  largely 
increased,  especially  at  the  night  services,  when  it  is  difficult 
to  seat  those  in  attendance.  The  Sunday  School  has  also 
grown  rapidly,  as  well  as  the  Guilds  and  other  Parish  agencies. 
A  sum  of  $8,000  is  now  in  hand  towards  the  erection  of  a 
permanent  Parish  Building,  and  the  people  are  much  inter- 
ested and  are  working  hard  to  secure  the  remaining  $2,000 
which  is  needed  for  the  purpose.  When  this  is  erected  the 
whole  of  the  present  bui'ding  can  be  devoted  to  Chapel 
purposes. 

The  Minister-in-charge  of  the  French  Church  reports  that 
the  congregation  is  in  a  much  more  satisfactory  condition  than 
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it  has  been  for  some  years.  He  has  made  a  careful  revision  of 
his  communicant  list  and  finds  he  has  now  143  active  com- 
municants, of  whom  123  are  French  people.  He  has  two 
services  every  Sunday,  at  which  the  average  attendance  at 
both  services  is  70;  the  number  of  communicants  on  Easter 
Day  was  59.  The  benevolent  work  of  the  Parish  is  extending, 
many  needy  persons  being  helped  in  various  ways.  $135.65 
was  contributed  by  the  congregation  for  the  purpose. 

The  Chapel  of  the  Prince  of  Peace,  maintained  by  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  reports  for  the  year  66  baptisms, 
31  confirmed,  4  marriages,  25  burials,  and  $827.72  contributed 
for  Missionary  purposes. 

The  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Communion,  of  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Apostles,  reports  68  baptisms,  24  confirmed,  36  mar- 
riages, 52  burials,  and  $1,400  raised  for  the  General  Missions 
of  the  Church. 

St.  Mark's  Mission,  at  Seventeenth  and  Kater  streets,  has 
had  20  baptisms,  28  confirmed,  4  marriages,  15  burials,  330 
communicants;  Sunday  School  scholars,  250.  Receipts, 
$2,875.45. 

St.  Mary's  Mission  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  for  colored 
people,  53  baptisms,  37  confirmed,  293  communicants.  Total 
receipts,  $1,882.63. 

A  great  deal  of  time  and  thought  has  been  given  during 
the  past  year  to  the  consideration  of  the  advisability  of  begin- 
ning a  new  work  in  the  extreme  southern  part  of  the  built-up 
portion  of  the  territory  of  the  Convocation.  Early  in  the 
year  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  consider  whether  a  new 
Mission  was  needed  there,  and  if  so,  to  select  a  proper  site. 
The  Committee  reported  that  in  their  judgment  such  a  work 
was  now  needed  and  there  were  several  locations  which 
would  be  suitable  for  the  purpose.  After  long  deliberation 
and  consultations  with  the  Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjutor  a 
very  eligible  lot  has  at  length  been  selected,  and  negotiations 
are  now  in  progress  for  its  purchase.     It  is  believed  that  a 
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Mission  established  in  this  locality  will  be  immediately  suc- 
cessful and  meet  the  needs  of  this  rapidly  growing  section  of 
the  citv.

The  Secretary  read  the  following  communication 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Convention: 

To  the  Convention  (or  Council)  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania: 
In  compliance  with  the  requirement  of  Article  XI.  of 
the  Constitution,  I  hereby  make  known  that  the  following 
alteration  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  is  proposed:  to 
wit,  that  comprised  in  the  resolution  printed  herewith,  said 
resolution  having  been  constitutionally  adopted  by  a  General 
Convention  held  in  the  city  of  Boston,  in  October,  A.  D.  1904. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dio- 
ceses, in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General 
Convention,  in  accordance  with  Article  XI.  of  the  Constitution,  as 
follows : 

That  Article  I,  Section  6  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by 
adding  after  the  words  "of  the  United  States"  the  words  ''and  one 
Clerical  and  one  Lay  Deputy  chosen  by  the  Convocation  of  the  Ameri- 
can Churches  in  Europe."

Mr.  C.  Stuart  Patterson  presented  the  following 
report  of  a  Special  Committee  consisting  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  on  Canons  of  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  and  of  Mr.  C.  Stuart 
Patterson,  and  asked  that  it  l.)e  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons. 
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The  Special  Committee  appointed  in  the  last  Annual  Con- 
vention to  consider^  and^^report^upon^certain  amendments  of 
Canon  XIV,  which  had  been  proposed  by  Mr.  C.  Stuart  Pat- 
terson, beg  respectfully  to  report  as  follows: 

The  Committee  have  held  several  meetings  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  important  amendments  suggested  by  Mr. 
Patterson,  and  they  have  had  the  advantage  of  conference 
with  the  members  of  a  Committee  appointed  in  the  same  Con- 
vention to  consider  so  much  of  the  Report  of  the  Bishop- 
Coadjutor  as  referred  to  the  safeguard  of  Parish  and  Diocesan 
Funds. 

As  the  result  of  these  deliberations,  the  Committee  re- 
spectfully submit  the  following  amendments  of  Canon  XIV, 
and  recommend  their  adoption  by  the  Convention: 

Amend  Canon  XIV  by  striking  out,  in  Section  5,  all  that 
follows  the  word  "report**  on  the  sixth  line  thereof,  and  by 
adding  the  following  sections: 

Section  6.  The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  shall 
appoint  every  year  some  individual,  or  corporation,  to  be 
known  as  the  Diocesan  Auditor. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Diocesan  Auditor 
to  examine  annually,  and  to  audit,  the  accounts  of  the 
Accounting  Warden,  or  treasurer,  of  every  parish,  organized 
mission,  and  congregation  in  the  Diocese,  and  of  every  other 
Diocesan,  or  parochial,  officer,  or  officers,  who  may  have,  or 
may  during  the  preceding  year  have  had  in  his,  or  their, 
possession  cash  or  securities  amounting  in  value  to  one  thou- 
sand dollars  and  upwards. 

Section  8.  The  Diocesan  Auditor  shall  report  to  the 
Standing  Committee  annually  the  results  of  each  of  such 
audits,  together  with  a  list  of  the  securities  produced  and 
examined  by  him. 

Section  9.  If,  for  any  reason,  the  report  in  any  case  is 
unsatisfactory  to  the  Standing  Committee,  that  Committee 
shall  report  the  facts  to  the  next  Annual  Convention,  unless 
prior  to  that  time  the  matter  shall  have  been  properly  adjusted. 

Section   10.  The  Diocesan  Auditor  shall  be  paid  from 
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the  Convention  Fund  such  compensation  as  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  ii.  On,  or  before,  the  thirty-first  day  of  Decem- 
ber in  the  year  1905,  the  wardens  of  every  parish,  organized 
mission,  or  congregation  in  the  Diocese  shall  present  to  the 
Bishop  a  report  signed  by  them,  or  by  one  of  them,  setting 
forth  under  the  headings  hereinafter  mentioned  the  specific 
information  hereinafter  required;    namely: 

A,  Title  Deeds,  etc.;  the  names  of  all  testators  or 
grantors,  and  the  date  and  place  of  record  of  each  will  or  deed, 
vesting  title  in  the  parish. 

B,  Description  of  Lots  and  Buildings;  the  location 
and  dimensions  of  each  lot,  and  the  character  and  the  use  of 
each  building  and  the  market  value  of  each  parcel  of  real 
estate  owned  by  the  parish. 

C.  Incumbrances;  partictdars  of  every  mortgage  or 
other  lien  incumbering  any  parochial  property. 

D.  Fire  Insurance  ;  amount  of  insurance  on  each  build- 
ing and  contents,  stating  name  of  company,  amount  of  each 
policy,  expiration  and  annual  premium. 

E.  Assessments  for  taxation  upon  each  parcel  of  prop- 
erty, if  any,  subject  to  taxation. 

F,  Invested  Funds;  particulars  of  any  funds  invested 
for  the  benefit  of  the  parish,  with  a  full  statement  as  to  securi- 
ties in  which  invested  and  as  to  dates  at  which  the  income 
accrues. 

Section  12.  On,  or  before,  the  thirty-first  day  of  Decem- 
ber in  every  year  following  the  year  1905,  the  wardens  of  every 
parish,  organized  mission,  and  congregation  in  the  Diocese 
shall  present  to  the  Bishop  a  statement,  signed  by  them,  or 
one  of  them,  setting  forth  the  changes,  if  any,  which  have 
been  made  during  the  preceding  year  in  the  items  specified 
in  Section  11  of  this  Canon. 

Section  13.  On,  or  before,  the  first  day  of  the  Annual 
Diocesan  Convention  in  the  year  1906,  and  in  every  year 
thereafter,  the  warden  of  every  parish,  organized  mission,  and 
congregation  in  the  Diocese  shall  present  to  the  Bishop  a 
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financial  statement,  setting  forth  under  the  head  of  Receipts  : 
(i)   Cash  balance  from  the  previous  year;    (2)  Pew  rents; 

(3)  Offerings  for  all  parish  purposes;  (4)  Offerings  for  purposes 
outside  the  parish;  (5)  Donations;  (6)  Principal  of  invest- 
ments; (7)  Income  from  investments;  (8)  Other  sources; 
(9)  Sunday  School;  (10)  Woman's  Auxiliary;  (lO  Other 
societies;  (12)  Total  Receipts;  and  under  the  head  of 
Expenditures:  A,  Parochial:  (i)  Improvements;  (2) 
Payment  of  debts;  (3)  Support  of  Sunday  Schools;  (4)  Sup- 
port of  parish  schools;   (5)  Support  of  parish  mission  stations; 

(6)  For  the  poor;  (7)  Parish  library;  (8)  Endowment;  (9) 
Salaries  of  ministers;  (10)  Music  and  bell -ringing ;  (11)  Fuel 
and  lighting;  (12)  Care  of  chiu-ch  building  and  grounds;  (13) 
Ordinary  repairs ;  (14)  Miscellaneous;  (15)  Total  Parochial 
Expenditures;  B.  Diocesan:  (i)  Episcopal  and  Con- 
vention Fund;   (2)  Sustentation  Fund;   (3)  Diocesan  Missions; 

(4)  City  Missions;    (5)   Deaf  Mission;     (6)    Italian  Mission; 

(7)  Seamen's  Mission;  (8)  Episcopal  Hospital;  (9)  Other

Section  14.  On,  or  before,  the  first  Annual  Diocesan  Con- 
vention in  the  year  1906,  and  in  every  year  thereafter,  every 
Diocesan  or  parochial  officer,  trustee,  or  agent  holding'  in 
trust,  otherwise  than  as  the  warden  of  a  parish,  organized 
niission,  or  congregation,  any  property,  funds,  or  securities 
amounting  in  value  to  one  thousand  dollars  and  upwards 
present   to 'the   Rishop   a  detailed   statement   of   surh 
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property,  securities,  and  cash,  and  an  account  setting  forth 
fully  his  receipts  and  payments  for  and  on  account  of  such 
trust  during  the  year  ending  on  the  31st  day  of  December 
preceding. 

Section  15.  Blank  forms  of  report,  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  nth,.  12th,  13th,  14th  and  17th  sec- 
tions of  this  Canon,  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  and  provided  by  the  Diocese,  and  at  least  two 
copies  of  the  proper  blank  form  shall,  at  least  thirty  days 
before  the  date  at  which  the  report  is  required  to  be  presented, 
be  mailed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  to  the  warden,  or 
other  officer,  required  to  make  report  under  this  Canon. 

Section  16.  All  reports  required  by  this  Canon  when 
made  to  and  received  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be 
referred  by  him  to  the  Diocesan  Auditor  for  examination. 

Section  17.  On,  or  before,  the  first  day  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention  in  the  year  1906,  and  in  every  year  thereafter, 
the  wardens  of  every  parish,  organized  mission,  and  congre- 
gation in  the  Diocese  shall  present  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  for  publication  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention, 
a  brief  abstract  of  the, report  from  their  parish,  organized 
mission,  or  congregation,  setting  forth  under  the  head  of 
Financial  Condition,  ist,  the  value  of  its  property;  2d,  the 
principal  of  its  endowment  and  other  invested  funds;  and 
3d,  the  amount  of  its  indebtedness;  and' under  the  head  of 
Receipts,  ist,  pew  rents;  2d,  income  from  invested  funds; 
3d,  contributions;  and  4th,  other  sources;  and  under  the 
head  of  Disbursements,  ist,  principal  of  and  interest  upon 
debt;  2d,  taxes;  3d,  salaries  and  wages;  4th,  betterments; 
5th,  repairs;  and  6th,  payments  for  charitable  purposes, 
Diocesan,  parochial,  and  general. 

Section  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report 
to  the  Convention  the  names  of  all  ministers,  or  parishes,  who 
have  failed,  during  the  preceding  year,  to  make  report  as 
required  by  this  Canon.

In  the  Convention  of  1904,  the  Amendment  suggested  by 
Mr.  HuflE  to  Section  2  of  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution  was 
approved,  and  now  comes  up  for  final  action.  Its  object  is 
to  allow  elections  to  be  held  on  the  first  day  of  the  Convention, 
and  is  as  follows: 

Resolved,  To  amend  Section  2  of  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution, 
Hnes  4  and  5,  page  17,  of  the  edition  of  1903,  by  striking  out  the  words 
"4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the  session,"  and 
inserting  in  Heu  thereof  '*such  day  and  hour  as  shall  be  fixed  by 
canon^ "  and  by  striking  out  the  words  ''that  time"  on  lines  6  and  7, 
and  substituting  in  lieu  thereof  *' the  time  appointed  for  the  elections, " 
and  by  striking  out  on  lines  8  and  9  the  words  "10  o'clock  of  the  morn- 
ing, "  so  that  the  part  of  Section  2  on  page  1 7  shall  read  as  follows : 

"and  such  election,  except  that  of  the  Secretary  and  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  held  at  such  day  and  hoiu:  as  shall 
be  fixed  by  canon;  and  provided,  also,  that  if  no  such  majority  of  the 
Clerical  members  and  of  the  lay  representations  be  present  at  the  time 
appointed  for  the  elections,  or  if  said  elections  be  not  completed,  said 
elections  shall  be  postponed  until  the  next  day,  when  the  same  shall  be 
proceeded  in  without  regard  to  the  number  then  present.  And  in 
all  cases  of  a  failtire  or  omission  to  elect  any  officer  or  annual  Committe 
the  persons  then  in  office,  or  belonging  to  the  Committee,  shall  continue 
in  their  station  until  others  shall  be  chosen." 

This  Amendment  requiring  that  the  day  and  hour  of 
holding  elections  shall  be  fixed  by  Canon,  the  following  reso- 
lution is  offered: 

Resolved,  To  amend  Canon  V  by  inserting  a  new  Section  to  be 
numbered  5,  as  follows: 

**The  election  of  officers  of  the  Convention,  except  those  of  Secre- 
tary and  Assistant  Secretary  and  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  shall  be  the  order  of  the  day  on 
the  first  day  of  the  Convention,  immediately  following  the  reading  of 
the  Bishops'  addresses." 
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Should  the  Constitutional  Amendment  and  the  above 
proposed  Canon  be  adopted,  the  following  changes  in  the 
Standing  Orders  of  the  Convention  will  be  necessary,  and  the 
following  resolutions  are  therefore  offered: 

Resolved,  To  amend  Section  II  of  the  Standing  Orders  of  the  Con- 
vention by  striking  out  Order  No.  lo,  "Nominations  to  offices  to  be 
filled  by  the  Convention,"  and  inserting  the  following  to  be  No.  5: 
"Nominations  to  the  several  offices  to  be  filled  by  the  Convention." 

Resolved,  To  amend  Section  II  of  the  Standing  Orders  of  the  Con- 
vention by  striking  out  Order  No.  13,  "The  order  of  the  day  at  4 
o'clock,  shall  be  the  reading  of  the  Bishop's  address, "  and  inserting  the 
following  to  be  No.  14:  "The  order  of  the  day,  at  3.30  o'clock,  shall  be 
the  reading  of  the  Bishops'  addresses." 

Resolved,  To  amend  Section  III  of  the  Standing  Orders  of  the 
Convention  by  striking  out  "4.  The  order  of  the  day  on  the  second 
day  at  4  o'clock,  etc.,  etc.,  and  Note."

Clergymen  belonging  to  this 
Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention,  Clergy- 
men of  other  Dioceses  of  this  Church,  Clergymen  of  other 
Churches  in  Communion  with  this  Church,  Candidates  for 
Holy  Orders  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chtu'ch^  and  all 
persons  holding  any  office  of  trust  under  this  Convention, 
though  not  members,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of 
this  Convention.

"The  purity  and  winning  gentleness  of  his  character,  the 
depth  and  variety  of  his  knowledge,  the  clearness  of  his  judg- 
ment, made  him  always  a  safe  guide:  while  the  loftiness  of 
his  aspirations  made  his  example  a  beacon  light  to  all  who  arc 
striving  after  the  possession  of  the  good,  the  true,  and  the 
beautiful.

The  Commission  begs  leave  to  present  their  report  for 
the  year  ending  April  30,  1905. 

The  Missionary,  Rev.  Charles  O.  Dantzer,  has  had  charge 
of  the  work  diiring  most  of  the  year  past.  The  people  are 
working  with  him  most  enthusiastically  and  successfully,  as 
you  will  see  from  his  report,  part  of  which  I  quote: 

"During  ten  and  a  half  months,  June  i  to  April  16  I 
have  held  the  following  services:  Philadelphia,  107;  Chester 
3:  Lansdale,  i;  Doylestown,  3 — ^Total,  114:  Out  of  the  State, 
11;  Grand  Total,  125.  Holy  Communion,  26  times;  Bap- 
tisms, 6;  Marriages.  3;  Ftmerals,  4. 

The  attendance  at  services  has  been  good,  and  the 
people  are  willing  to  work  for  the  Church. 

"The  Committee  of  the  Commission  has  made  many 
needed  repairs.  A  new  roof,  16  new  windows,  the  foundation 
strengthened,  the  outside  wall  plastered,  and  a  new  sloping 
floor. 

"These  changes  and  improvements  have  encouraged  and 
pleased  the  people.  We  have  undertaken  the  expense  of 
altering  the  Chancel  to  agree  with  the  more  churchly  idea  of 
separating  the  Holy  of  Holies  from  the  Choir.  Other  repairs 
are  necessary.  But  my  experience  during  the  past  year  has 
shown  that  a  well-equipped  Parish  House,  with  well-lighted 
Tooms  is  very  necessary.  The  rooms  we  now  use  are  dark, 
damp,  and  poorly  ventilated,  and  there  is  a  lack  of  proper 
accommodations. 

**A11  Souls  Church  is  the  center,  not  only  of  the  religious 
life  of  the  Deaf  of  Philadelphia  and  suburbs,  but  of  its  social 
life  as  well.     There  is  need,  great  need,  of  a  Parish  House. 

"There  is  also  needed  an  Endowment  for  current  ex- 
penses, as  the  Deaf  are  small  wage  earners." 

The  Treasurer's  Report  is  the  most  satisfactory  we  have 
ever  had,  not  only  because  of  the  amount,  but  because  the 
offerings  for  this  blessed  Mission  have  come  from  all  over  the 
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Diocese.     For  this   the   Commission   desires   to  express  its 
thankfulness  to  the  Rectors  and  people.

The  appropriations  have  exceeded  the  income  from  all 
sources,  and  as  they  will  exceed  $11,000  in  the  year  now 
beginning,  a  special  appeal  to  Churches  will  have  to  be  made 
before  Christmas. 

More  than  60  years  ago  the  Convention  requested  all  the 
Churches  of  the  Diocese  to  devote  their  Christmas  offerings 
to  this  Ftmd.  Unless  these  offerings  are  devoted  wholly  to 
this  Fund,  the  amount  now  appropriated  will  have  to  be 
reduced.

The  Committee  on  safeguarding  Parochial  and  Diocesan 
Funds,  report  that  they  are  of  opinion  that  the  Funds  of  the 
Parishes  should  be  properly  safeguarded,  and  with  this  end  in 
view,  they  recommend  for  adoption  Sections  6-10,  inclusive, 
of  Canon  XIV,  as  reported  by  the  Special  Committee,  con- 
sisting of  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  and  Mr. 
Patterson,  and  offer  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  be  discharged.

Resolved,  To  take  up  the  Report  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, 

and  it  was  read  by  the  Rev.  T.  William  Davidson, 
as  follows: 

Forty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of 
Missions  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania: 

The  Board  of  Missions  respectfully  reports  that  the  work 
of  the  Convention,  as  usual,  presents  a  varied  picture  of  en- ' 
couragement  and  success  in  many  places  and  a  less  enlivening 
prospect  in  others ;  but  on  the  whole  there  would  seem  to  be 
many  reasons  to  be  glad  for  the  earnest  effort  that  is  being 
made  by  devoted  Missionaries  and  for  the  hearty  sympathy 
of  the  Parishes  and  their  Clergy  in  the  work  of  those  Mission- 
aries and  their  people.  If  it  seems  that  in  some  places  the 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  material  progress  are  almost  insur- 
mountable yet  it  is  reasonable  to  believe  that  in  such  instances 
much  good  is  being  done,  that  souls  are  being  provided  for  in 
spiritual  things  and  encouraged  in  the  practice  of  sound  faith 
and  godliness  as  they  could  not  be  were  it  not  for  the  efforts 
which  our  Missionary  organization  is  enabled  to  make. 

The  several  reports  from  the  Convocations  give  the  details 
of  operations  in  the  Mission  fields  both  of  the  city  and  coun- 
try ;  and  it  is  from  a  review  of  these  and  from  hearing  the 
statements  from  time  to  time  made  by  members  in  our  meet- 
ings that  this  favorable  estimate  of  the  work  is  drawn.  The 
Board  believes  that  its  request  for  funds  to  carry  on  the  work 
is  reasonable,  and  that  the  Convention  may  be  fully  assured 
that  such  funds  will  be  very  wisely  expended.  The  care  of  all 
those  to  whom  this  Church  can  successfully  minister  in  this 
large  Diocese  calls  for  generous  effort  of  all  kinds,  accompanied 
by  hearty  interest  and  special  prayer  on  the  part  of  all  the 
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members  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Parishes  for  which 
they  speak. 

The  balance  in  the  Extra  Mission  Fund,  to  which  refer- 
ence was  made  in  last  year's  report  was  on  May  i,  1904, 
$19,170.86.  Additional  sums  have  been  received  during  the 
year  amounting  to  $2,799.43,  making  a  total  of  $21,970.49. 
Prom  this  payments  have  been  made  for  the  completion  of 
St.  Ambrose  Mission,  to  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Port 
Richmond;  Chapel  at  Valley  Forge ;  Galilee  Mission  Building 
Fund;  Italian  Mission;  Epiphany  Church,  Royersford;  St. 
James,  Hestonville;  and  to  the  Emanuel  Church,  Quakertown, 
amounting  to  $19,213.90,  leaving  a  cash  balance  in  hand  at 
the  present  time  of  $2,756.39.  In  accordance  with  the  Reso- 
lution of  the  Board  of  Missions  the  investments  of  the  Board, 
amounting  to  $19,300,  have  been  assigned  by  the  Rt.  Rev. 
0.  W.  Whitaker  and  Rowland  Evans,  the  Surviving  Trustees, 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  so  that  the  same  are  now 
vested  in  the  Corporation  organized  for  the  purpose  of  hold- 
ing such  securities  in  the  Diocese. 

The  Board  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Convention 
the  formation  of  a  Permanent  Church  Extension  Fund,  to  be 
augmented  by  special  collections  in  the  Churches  from  time 
to  time. 

The  matter  of  rearrangement  of  the  boundaries,  and  the 
consolidation  of  some  of  the  Convocations,  referred  to  in  last 
year's  report  of  this  Board  and  by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  in  the 
last  Convention,  has  been  considered  in  the  Convocations  and 
a  difference  of  opinion  has  developed,  as  will  no  doubt  appear 
in  the  Report  of  the  Convention's  Special  Committee  on  that 
subject.  Whatever  may  be  the  conclusion  at  which  the  Con- 
vention shall  arrive  on  this  subject,  the  needs  of  the  Mission- 
aries and  their  several  works  will  continue  to  be  such  as  are 
set  forth  in  this  report. 

The  Board  recommends  the  passage  of  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  con- 
tribute during  the  coming  year  for  Diocesan  Missions  the  aggregate 
sum  of  $18,000.

The  Rev.  Jacob  LeRoy,  Presiding  officer  of  the  Convocation  of  Ger- 
mantown. 

The  Rev.  H.  Richard  Harris,  D.  D.,  Presiding  officer  of  the  Northeast 
Convocation. 

The  Rev.  H.  L.  Duhring,  D.  D..  Presiding  officer  of  the  Southeast 
Convocation. 
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The  Rev.  John  Fulton  reported  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons,  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Canons  having  had  under  consider- 
ation certain  amendments  to  Canon  XIV,  reported  by  a 
Special  Committee  of  the  last  Convention  (see  pages  30-35) 
respectftilly  report  that  they  find  nothing  in  said  amendment 
which  is  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  the  Canons  of 
the  Diocese,  and  offer  the  following  resolution: 

Rtsohed,  That  the  Committee  be  discharged  from  ftirther  con- 
sideration of  the  subject. 

On  motion  the  resolution  was  adopted,  and  the 
report  made  the  order  of  the  day  at  11  o'clock  on 
Wednesday. 

Dr.  Fulton  continued  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons,  as  follows: 

The  Conunittee  on  Canons  to  which  was  referred  the 
resolution  offered  by  Mr.  Lewis,  to  amend  Canon  X,  Section  i, 
{see  page  38),  report  that  they  have  examined  the  same  and 
reconmiend  its  adoption. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  at  4  o'clock  being  the 
Bishop's  Address,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  read  his 
address,  as  follows: 

The  Bishop's  Address. 
Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

Grace,  mercy  and  peace  be  to  you  from  God  the  Father, 
and  from  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  from  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Since  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1904,  eight  of  our 
Qcrgy  have  died.  The  Rev.  John  Holmes  Converse,  rector 
of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Gwynedd,  departed  this  life 
May  5th,  in  his  sixty-seventh  year.  He  was  graduated  from 
Harvard  College  and  from  the  Berkeley  Divinity  School. 
Before  becoming  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  he  studied 
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law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  He  was  a  fine  classical 
scholar,  and  was  for  ten  years  professor  of  Latin  and  Greek 
in  Racine  College,  but  the  last  twenty  years  of  his  life  were 
given  to  pastoral  work.  As  a  teacher  and  as  a  pastor,  he 
exercised  a  distinctively  refining  and  religious  influence  upon 
all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  His  perceptive  faculties 
were  keen,  his  thinking  logical,  and  his  taste  refined.  By 
all  who  knew  him  well  he  will  be  remembered  as  a  conscien- 
tious Christian,  a  courteous  gentleman,  a  well  informed  and 
loyal  Churchman. 

The  Rev.  Joseph  N.  Durant  died  in  Barbadoes,  West 
Indies,  July  4th.  Though  canonically  connected  with  the 
Diocese,  he  had  been  non-resident  for  a  long  time,  and  for 
several  years  before  his  death  had  been  Chaplain  in  the 
Cemetery,  Barbadoes. 

The  Rev.  William  George  Ware  died  July  21st,  at  the 
age  of  fifty-four  years.  He  was  graduated  from  the  Divinity 
School  in  Philadelphia,  in  1876,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  years  in  Washington,  his  ministerial  life  was  spent  in 
Central  Pennsylvania,  and  in  this  Diocese.  For  two  years 
preceding  his  death  he  was  Chaplain  of  the  Episcopal  Hospital. 
He  was  a  good  preacher,  and  a  faithful  pastor.  His  strong 
faith  in  the  goodness  of  God,  sustained  him  in  the  trials  of 
illness,  and  failing  health,  and  his  sympathy  with  the  sick 
and  suffering  made  his  ministrations  acceptable  and  helpftd. 
His  ideals  of  character  and  service  were  high,  and  he  was 
loyal  to  his  convictions  of  truth  and  duty. 

The  Rev.  Edward  T.  Bartlett,  D.  D.,  died  on  the  9th  of 
September,  in  his  sixty-second  year.  He  was  graduated 
from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1865,  and  from  the 
Andover  Theological  Seminary  in  1868.  It  was  then  his 
expectation  to  enter  the  Presbyterian  Ministry,  but  he  found 
himself  to  be  out  of  harmony  with  its  theology,  and  that 
his  proper  home  was  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 
He  became  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  and 
was  ordained  deacon  by  Bishop  Stevens  in  1869.  Within 
a  year  from  the  time  of  his  Ordination  he  accepted  a  call  from 
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Trinity  Church,  Sharon  Springs,  New  York,  and  was  ordained 
to  the  Priesthood  by  Bishop  Doane.  In  1874  he  became 
Rector  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Matteawan,  New  York,  and 
remained  there  ten  years.  In  1884  he  returned  to  Philadel- 
phia as  Dean  of  the  Divinity  School,  and  Professor  of  Eccle-. 
siastical  History.  He  resigned  the  office  of  Dean  after  a 
service  of  sixteen  years,  but  continued  as  Professor  of  History 
to  the  end  of  his  life.  Of  the  many  interesting  aspects  of 
Dr.  Bartlett's  work  and  character  which  might  profitably 
be  considered,  the  limitations  of  this  notice  will  permit  me 
to  refer  to  but  two. 

His  great  work  was  as  teacher  of  Ecclesiastical  History. 
In  this  office  he  had  no  superior  in  this  country,  and  few,  if 
any,  equals.  No  teacher  ever  entertained  a  loftier  sense  of 
the  importance  of  his  work  than  he.  Church  History  was  to 
him  not  only  a  science,  and  the  most  comprehensive  of 
sciences;  it  was  also  the  most  important  of  all  the  Iciences. 
He  felt  that  in  studying  and  teaching  it  he  was  tracing  the 
progress  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  through  .conflicts  and  trials, 
toward  the  final  realization  of  the  purposes  of  God,  as  they 
have  been  revealed  to  us  through  the  incarnation  of  the  Son 
of  God. 

The  other  point  to  be  noted  is  the  quality  and  power  of 
his  faith.  In  describing  this  I  quote  the  words  of  one  who 
was  nearer  to  him  than  any  other  man:  **His  was  an  intel- 
lectual faith,  clear  and  convincing,  which  had  met  the  angel 
of  Jehovah  in  the  night  and  wrested  from  him  the  secret 
which  turns  night  into  day;  so  that,  as  he,  too,  having  ended 
the  conflict,  'passed  over  Penuel,  the  sun  rose  upon  him* 
His  faith  was,  however,  far  more  than  the  affirmation  by  the 
intellect  of  the  truths  revealed  in  the  reason — it  was  a  spirit- 
ual intuition,  the  insight  of  the  soul  of  him  into  the  soul  of 
the  universe;  it  was  the  faith  implicit  in  the  little  child, 
explicit  in  the  sage  and  saint;  it  was  the  personal  trust  in 
One  whom,  like  his  Master,  he  was  wont  to  call  'our  Heavenly 
Father.'  It  was  this  child-trust  which  made  it  impossible 
for  him  to  seek  any  other  work  than  that  in  which  he  found 
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himself,  or  to  bring  influence  to  bear  for  any  larger  opportu- 
nity of  usefulness,  to  lift  a  finger  to  change  his  lot — ^were 
the  end  ever  so  noble,  the  opening  ever  so  alluring.  He 
'walked  with  God  and  was  not,  for  God  took  him*  away  from 
the  weakness  and  the  weariness  of  the  worn-out  body,  to  the 
realm  where  *the  souls  of  the  faithful,  after  they  are  delivered 
from  the  burden  of  the  flesh,  are  in  joy  and  felicity.'  " 

The  Rev.  John  G.  Furey  died  September  i8th,  aged 
seventy-nine  years.  He  was  born  in  Ireland,  came  to  this 
country  when  seventeen  years  old,  and  engaged  in  business 
for  several  years.  Becoming  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders, 
he  was  graduated  from  the  Virginia  Theological  Seminary, 
and  was  ordained  deacon  by  Bishop  Alonzo  Potter  in  1850. 
He  served  in  a  number  of  Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  but  during 
more  than  half  of  his  ministry  of  fifty-four  years,  he  was  on 
the  staff  of  the  City  Mission.  His  temperament  and  experi- 
ences ihade  his  ministrations  especially  acceptable  to  the 
sick  and  bereaved. 

The  Rev.  George  Herbert  Moffett,  died  November  12th, 
in  his  forty-seventh  year.  He  was  born  in  Ohio,  was  gradu- 
ated from  Trinity  College,  Hartford,  in  1878,  and  from  the 
General  Theological  Seminary  in  1881.  For  several  years 
he  was  an  Assistant  at  Mount  Calvary,  Baltimore,  and  then 
was  in  charge  of  Holy  Innocents,  Hoboken,  New  Jersey, 
until  he  became  Rector  of  St.  Clement's,  Philadelphia,  in 
1895.  From  the  beginning  of  this  Rectorship  to  the  end,  he 
manifested  a  remarkable  administrative  ability,  which, 
joined  with  a  loving  devotion  to  the  welfare  of  those  com- 
mitted to  his  charge,  soon  won  their  confidence  and  affection, 
and  made  the  Parish  stronger  in  every  respect  than  it  had 
ever  been  before.  The  debts  were  paid,  its  Parish  building 
and  Sisters  House  secured,  and  its  activities  increased.  In 
these  results  he  rejoiced,  but  they  were  only  the  accessories 
of  his  supreme  desire  and  effort.  He  gave  himself,  body  and 
soul,  to  the  fulfilment  of  his  conception  of  the  office  of  the 
priesthood  to  which  he  had  been  called.  His  devotion  was 
intense.     He  literally  wore  himself  out  in  unremitting  minis- 
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tries;  and  when  he  died  there  were  many  who  felt  that  their 
best  earthly  friend  had  gone.  He  rests  from  his  labors,  and 
his  works  do  follow  him. 

The  Rev.  George  Allen  Latimer  died  on  the  eighth  of 
March,  in  his  seventy-seventh  year.  At  the  age  of  twenty- 
four  he  was  admitted  to  practice  as  an  Attorney  in  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Philadelphia,  and  within  three  years 
following  was  ordained  Deacon  by  Bishop  Alonzo  Potter. 
With  the  exception  of  nine  years,  during  which  time  he  was 
Rector  of  Calvary  Church,  Wilmington,  Delaware,  his  life 
was  passed  in  Pennsylvania.  In  1877  he  accepted  the  Rector- 
ship of  St.  John's,  Northern  Liberties,  and  continued  in 
charge  till  1891,  when  he  became  connected  with  the  City 
Mission.  Though  he  filled  several  temporary  engagements  as 
Assistant,  the  greater  part  of  his  work  from  that  time  was  in 
the  various  public  institutions  of  the  City,  in  all  of  which  he 
was  a  favorite.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Acting  Committee 
of  the  Philadelphia  Prison  Society,  visiting  a  block  in  the 
Eastern  State  Penitentiary  nearly  every  Thursday.  He  was 
an  instructive  and  helpful  preacher,  and  wherever  he  went, 
the  desire  was  expressed  that  he  might  come  again. 

The  Rev.  Charles  H.  McLane  d^d  in  Providence,  Rhode 
Island,  April  25th. 

The  Diocese  has  sustained  an  irreparable  loss  in  the 
death  of  Richard  C.  Dale.  There  are  few  men  whose  char- 
acter is  so  nearly  wholly  admirable  as  was  his.  There  was  in 
him  a  rare  combination  of  sweetness  of  disposition  and  tender- 
ness in  all  personal  relations,  with  intellectual  strength  and 
power.  He  loved  his  family  and  his  friends  with  an  unselfish 
love.  He  loved  truth  and  goodness  for  their  own  sake.  He 
reverenced  God,  and  worshipped  Him  in  spirit  and  in  truth. 
His  love  of  truth  joined  with  his  clearness  of  mental  percep- 
tion, gave  him  a  deeper  insight  into  the  heart  of  things  than 
is  possessed  by  most  men.  This  gave  him  standing  as  a 
lawyer  and  as  a  man.  This  will  cause  his  memory  to  be 
cherished  by  all  who  knew  him,  as  an  inspiration  and  incite- 
ment to  all  that  is  best  and  highest  in  hvunan  life. 
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.  In  the  death  of  Richardson  L.  Wright,  the  Diocese  has 
lost  one  of  its  most  loyal  Churchmen,  the  Board  of  Education 
one  of  its  most  efficient  members,  and  this  Convention  one  of 
its  most  original  and  entertaining  debaters.  He  was  eighty- 
four  years  old  when  he  died,  but  as  we  saw  him  here  a  year 
ago,  age  had  not  weakened  his  memory,  nor  enfeebled  his 
reasoning  powers.  His  wit  and  humor  often  enlivened  the 
monotony  of  our  proceedings,  while  his  candor  and  ability 
commanded  universal  respect.  He  will  be  remembered  for 
his  sturdy  manliness;  his  high  sense  of  the  obligations  of 
duty,  and  his  fidelity  in  every  position  to  which  he  was  called. 

Jay  Cooke  died  on  the  i6th  of  February,  in  the  eighty- 
third  year  of  his  earthly  life.  His  death  removed  from  the 
sight  of  men  one  of  the  purest,  ablest,  and  noblest  men  of 
the  generation  to  which  he  belonged.  He  was  a  sincere  and 
consistent  Christian,  a  great  financier,  and  a  thoroughly  loyal 
patriot.  The  Nation  owes  him  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  the 
invaluable  service  he  rendered  at  a  critical  period  of  its  his- 
tory. His  name  is  a  synonym  for  kindness  and  sympathy 
and  helpfulness  towards  all  with  whom  he  sustained  relation- 
ship in  the  struggles  and  trials  of  life.  He  believed  in  God 
with  all  his  heart,  and  because  of  his  faith  in  God  he  had 
greater  faith  in  men.  He  bore  loss  and  failure  with  equa- 
nimity, because  of  his  faith,  and  what  was  finer  still,  he 
achieved  great  success  without  any  inflation  of  pride,  or 
diminution  of  his  sympathy.  His  standard  of  integrity  was 
high,  and  he  lived  up  to  it.  In  him,  profession  and  practice 
went  hand  in  hand,  and  were  never  separated. 

Thomas  Harrison  Montgomery  was  born  in  Philadelphia 
in  1830,  and  died  on  the  fourth  of  April,  1905.  He  was  the 
great  grandson  of  Bishop  White,  and  the  son  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
James  Montgomery,  first  Rector  of  St.  Stephen's  Church. 
His  desire  to  study  for  the  Ministry  was  frustrated  by  ill 
health;  but  from  his  boyhood  he  was  interested  in  the  work 
of  the  Church.  While  Hving  in  New  York  he  was  a  Trustee 
of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  and  for  many  years 
Warden  of  Christ  Church,  Philadelphia,  and  Holy  Trinity, 
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West  Chester.  He  was  fond  of  historical  and  antiquarian 
research,  and  familiar  with  the  early  history  of  the  Church  in 
Pennsylvania.  He  found  recreation  from  the  cares  of  busi- 
ness, in  literary  pursuits,  and  besides  other  works  of  value, 
he  wrote  a  History  of  the  founding  and  eariy  years  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania.  In  1901  the  University  gave 
him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Letters.  He  was  a  gentleman 
of  the  Old  School,  with  whom  association  was  an  education 
in  good  manners  and  Christian  courtesy.  He  elevated  the 
tone  and  quality  of  every  business  in  which  he  engaged,  and 
exerted  a  refining  influence  in  every  circle  in  which  he  moved. 

The  death  of  Minton  Pyne  has  left  a  vacancy  which  it 
will  be  hard  to  fill.  He  was  a  man  of  sterling  moral  cl.aracter, 
of  strong  religious  convictions,  of  heroic  endurance  of  pain, 
of  umf altering  fidelity  to  duty.  As  an  organist  he  was  a 
leader  of  that  class  of  organists  who  worship  with  t^^e  organ, 
and  aid  in  lifting  up  the  l:earts  of  the  congregation  to  praise 
God  in  the  Sanctuary.  His  death  is  a  great  loss  not  only  to 
St.  Mark's  Church,  but  to  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  interests 
of  devotional  music  througliout   the   Church. 

Others  have  died  during  the  year  whose  names  might 
properly  be  given  here,  but  I  will  mention  only  these: 

J.  Dundas  Lippincott,  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  and  also 
identified  with  St.  Luke  and  the  Epiphany,  widely  known, 
and  greatly  missed.  Josiah  W.  Hushey,  of  St.  Jolm's  Cliurch, 
Pequea,  of  which  he  was  a  most  helpful  member  and  Warden. 
Theodore  D.  Hadley,  in  his  eigl-ty-sixth  year,  wl  o  1  ad  been 
Warden  of  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Kennett  Square,  from 
its  organization.

I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  great  assistance  and  cordial 
cooperation  of  the  Bis!'Op  Coadjutor  in  all  the  work  of  the 
Diocese.  He  has  not  only  given  me  relief  from  the  perform- 
ance of  many  duties  I  had  attempted  to  fulfil  previous  to  his 
coming,  but  I'-e  has  accomplished  a  great  volume  of  work  which 
had  been  beyond  the  possibility  of  my  undertaking.  Under 
his  direction  the  extension  of  the  Church  wit!:in  the  Diocese 
luis  been  carried  on  vigorously  with  manifest  increase  of 
interest    and    growth. 

In  many  organized  ParishiCS  important  improvements 
have  been  made  during  the  year.  T)g  interior  of  Emmanuel, 
Kensington,  has  been  almost  entirely  rebuilt,  and  a  spacious 
Chancel  and  C]  oir  rave  been  added.  The  Church  and 
Parish  House  of  St.  Mary's,  Hamilton  Village,  have  been 
connected  l)y  the  erection  o{  a  liandsome  stone  cloister,  and 
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the  debt  upon  the  Parish  House  has  been  paid.  St.  John's 
Free  Church,  Frankford  Road,  is  rejoicing  in  the  use  of  the 
new  Parish  bmilding,  which  furnishes  sufficient  room  for  its 
large  Sunday  School.  The  Rectory  of  St.  Martin's,  Oak 
Lane,  has  been  furnished,  making  the  Parish  complete  in  all 
desired  appointments.  Extensive  repairs  have  been  made 
in  St.  Barnabas*  Church,  Kensington.  The  debt  upon  the 
Parish  House  of  the  Messiah,  Port  Richmond,  has  been  paid. 
St.  Mary's,  Ardmore,  has  been  enlarged  by  the  extension  of 
the  nave,  in  accordance  with  the  original  plan.  The  Church 
of  the  Resiurection  has  erected  a  new  Parish  House  which 
was  imperatively  demanded  by  its  steady  growth.  St. 
PhiUp's  has  been  again  enlarged,  and  also  its  Parish  House. 
St.  Luke's,  Newtown,  has  been  strengthened  by  the  erection 
of  a  new  tower.  The  Parish  House  of  St.  John,  Northern 
Liberties,  has  been  enlarged  and  completed.  St.  Stephen's, 
Clifton  Heights,  has  been  renovated  and  much  improved. 
A  beautiful  Rectory  has  been  built  for  Trinity  Church,  Lans- 
dale,  through  the  persistent  efforts  of  its  Minister-in-Charge. 
The  Church  of  the  Epiphaijy,  Pelham,  has  been  enlarged  by 
extending  the  nave,  and  the  erection  of  a  Chancel.  St. 
Alban's,  Olney,  has  become  self-sustaining.  A  new  Chapel 
has  been  erected  at  Wawa,  in  the  Parish  of  Calvary,  Rockdale, 
and  a  iBourishing  Sunday  School  established.  The  interior 
of  the  Parish  Church  has  been  renovated,  and  its  appearance 
greatly  improved,  chiefly  through  the  agency  of  the  Girls' 
Guild.  The  improvements  in  the  Good  Samaritan,  Paoli, 
have  been  completed.  The  Parish  House  and  new  Rectory 
of  St.  James,  Kingsessing,  have  been  furnished  and  are  in 
use.  The  mortgage  on  an  addition  to  the  site  of  St.  John's, 
Lower  Merion,  has  been  paid  and  the  Parish  is  now  free  from 
debt.  All  Saints,  Norristown,  has  been  so  extensively 
enlarged  and  improved,  as  to  make  it  practically  a  new 
Church,  with  double  the  seating  capacity  of  the  former. 
The  interior  of  the  Church  of  the  Covenant  has  been  reno- 
vated, with  admirable  taste,  and  its  attractiveness  greatly 
increased.     Substantial  improvements  and  repairs  have  been 
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made  in  All  Souls  Church  for  the  Deaf,  adapting  it  to  the 
needs  of  a  congregation  depending  upon  the  sense  of  sight. 
A  very  important  and  beneficial  work  has  been  begun  in 
connection  with  the  Church  of  the  Evangelists,  and  under 
the  presidency  of  its  Rector.  It  is  the  founding  of  St. 
Martin's  College,  as  a  home  and  school  for  destitute  boys. 
It  is  unique  in  its  character,  as  it  will  not  receive  any  boys 
who  can  get  into  any  other  home.  It  provides  for  a  numerous 
class  who  have  been  uncared  for  hitherto.  It  has  now 
accommodations  for  only  eighteen,  but  ten  times  that  number 
are  seeking  admission.  At  a  recent  visitation  thirteen  of  the 
boys  were  confirmed.  The  Episcopal  Hospital  Mission  has 
become  an  organized  Parish,  under  the  title  of  St.  Luke's 
Church,  Kensington.  St.  Paul's  Mission,  Bristol,  has  also 
become  a  Parish  under  the  Canon  of  the  Diocese,  with  the 
name  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  and  has  begun  its  parochial  life 
with  the  payment  of  all  its  debts.  St.  Paul's  Church,  Third 
and  Walnut,  which  has  become  the  headquarters  of  the  City 
Mission,  has  by  no  means  ceased  to  be  a  centre  of  religious 
activity.  The  Lenten  services  held  there  are  well  attended; 
there  is  on  all  days  a  service  of  prayer  at  twelve  o'clock,  and 
on  Fridays  with  an  address.  During  the  heat  of  last  summer, 
the  smallest  congregation  at  this  service  numbered  thirty- 
one.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  Rector,  the  debt  upon 
Holy  Comforter,  West,  has  been  paid  in  full.  The  debt  upon 
the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Hatboro,  has  been  paid.  The 
congregation  of  the  Church  of  the  Incarnation,  and  St. 
George's,  West,  are  each  rejoicing  in  the  possession  of  a  new 
organ.  The  proposed  Mission  at  Essington  has  been  estab- 
lished, and  a  good  work  is  in  progress  under  the  direction  of 
the  Rector  of  Ridley  Park.  St.  Paul's  Church  has  been  en- 
riched by  the  putting  in  place  of  three  beautiful  memorial 
windows.  The  ground  adjoining  St.  Timothy's  Church,  at 
Eighth  and  Reed  streets,  has  been  purchased  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Church.  A  new  memorial  altar  has  been  placed  in  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Rosemont. 

The  Boys'  Club  in  Kensington,  under  the  direction  of  the 
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Church  Club,  continues  with  undiminished  interest,  and  is 
exercising  a  most  helpful  influence  in  forming  the  habits 
and  determining  the  character  of  the  thousand  boys  who  are 
connected  with  it. 

The  Galilee  Mission  has  moved  into  its  new  building, 
and  its  beneficent  work  is  now  going  on  with  increased  facili- 
ties and  still  more  encouraging  results.  I  leave  a  fuller 
notice  of  this  Institution  for  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  who  will 
also  report  the  development  of  Diocesan  Missions,  all  of  which 
are  under  his  charge. 

The  Church  Training  and  Deaconess  House  has  been 
greatly  improved  by  changes  in  the  adjoining  house,  making 
the  two  one,  thus  providing  adequate  clas^  rooms  and  con- 
veniences for  more  students.  The  work  of  this  Institution 
widens  in  its  scope,  and  increases  in  beneficial  influence  with 
every  successive  year.  I  cannot  commend  too  highly  the 
faithfulness  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  who  give  their  serv- 
ices as  instructors,  and  the  unwearying  devotion  of  the 
godly  women  who,  in  various  capacities,  are  contributing  to 
its  good  success. 

For  all  these  visible  tokens  of  zeal  and  devotion  which 
are  manifest  throughout  the  Diocese,  we  thank  God,  and 
rejoice;  but  we  cannot  think  of  such  progress  in  the  outward 
things  of  the  Church  of  God  without  raising  the  question 
whether  there  has  been  a  corresponding  advance  in  the 
spiritual  life  and  character. 

I  beUeve  it  is  true,  as  has  been  said,  that  **the  vitaUty 
of  the  Church  at  any  period  is  measured  by  its  propagating 
energy."  A  congregation  may  be  willing  and  eager  to  make 
its  own  home  comfortable  and  beautiful,  and  this  is  well; 
but  if  it  is  satisfied  with  this,  and  does  little  or  nothing  for 
the  evangelization  of  the  world;  if  it  looks  complacently  on 
its  own  things  and  feels  no  concern  for  the  things  of  others, 
it  incurs  the  condemnation  of  the  Church  in  Sardis,  *'I  know 
thy  works,  and  that  thou  hast  a  name  that  thou  livest  and 
an  dead." 

This  Church,  through  the  agency  of  its  Board  of  Missions, 
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is  carrying  on  an  extensive  and  encouraging  missionary  work 
at  home  and  abroad.  For  raising  the  funds  needed  to  con- 
duct this  work  efficiently,  an  apportionment  plan  has  been 
adopted,  assigning  to  each  Diocese  the  stun  it  is  expected  to 
contribute.  In  most  Dioceses  this  sum  has  been  further 
apportioned  to  its  respective  Parishes  and  Missions.  In  this 
Diocese  this  has  not  been  done  because  it  has  seemed  to  be 
the  general  opinion  that  it  is  better  to  trust  the  interest  and 
sense  of  honor  of  each  congregation  to  contribute  its  propor- 
tion of  the  amoimt  needed.  To  make  this  up  in  full  an  aver- 
age contribution  of  one  dollar  and  sixty-seven  cents  from 
each  communicant  would  be  required. 

There  are  many  congregations  in  the  Diocese  which 
hitherto  have  fallen  far  short  of  this.  This  is  not  strange, 
for  the  inequality  of  resources  of  some  as  compared  with 
others,  is  very  great.  It  is  only  reasonable  that  the  stronger 
Parishes  should  in  this  respect,  as  in  others,  help  to  bear  the 
burdens  of  the  weaker.  But  there  are  comparatively  few 
communicants  who  cannot  give  something,  and  the  great 
majority  of  our  congregations  are  capable  of  at  least,  coming 
very  near  to  the  standard  proposed.  There  needs  to  be  an 
awakening  of  consciences  of  priest  and  people  upon  this 
subject.  I  am  sure  that  nine-tenths  of  our  communicants 
would  give  willingly  for  missions  if  the  duty  and  privilege  of 
so  doing  were  brought  personally  before  them. 

I  cannot  believe  that  a  well  dressed  and  comfortable 
congregation  would  continue  to  be  content  with  an  offering 
for  missions  averaging  altogether  from  seven  to  fifteen  cents 
a  communicant,  if  they  were  properly  instructed  in  their 
duty  of  extending  to  others  the  privileges  which  are  theirs. 
I  know  that  in  every  heart  in  which  there  has  been  awakened 
a  sense  of  the  love  and  sacrifice  of  Christ,  the  dominant 
question  will  not  be,  how  little  can  I  give,  but  how  much?  I 
pray  God  that  before  I  die,  I  may  see  this  Diocese,  so  rich  in 
its  records  of  the  past,  so  abounding  in  noble  men  and  women, 
not  merely  making  up  its  apportionment  just  before  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year  by  the  generous  gifts  of  a  few,  but  that  it 
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may  be  foremost,  in  doing  it  promptly,  by  the  hearty  coopera- 
tion of  every  minister  of  the  Church,  and  the  members  of 
every  congregation. 

The  Bishop's  Fund. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  received  for  the  Bishop's 
Fund,  from  five  person  $370.00,  and  from  twenty-eight  con- 
gregations $687.37,  which,  with  the  balance  of  $138.00 
brought  forward,  makes  the  total  receipts  for  the  year 
$1,195.37.  I  have  paid  for  Theological  Education  $172.00; 
for  Diocesan  Missionary  Service  $60.00,  and  for  a  variety  of 
pious  and  charitable  uses,  nearly  all  of  which  were  occasioned 
by  sickness  arid  death,  $951.34,  including  a  portion  of  the 
individual  contributions  which  were  designated;  leaving  a 
balance  of  $13.03  on  hand. 

I  am  very  grateful  to  the  individuals  and  congregations 
who  have  contributed  to  this  Fund.  They  have  been  the 
means  of  giving  comfort  to  many  troubled  souls,  oppressed 
and  wearied  with  the  burdens  of  life,  and  inspiring  them  with 
hope  and  courage  for  the  future. 

Amendments  of  Church  Charters. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  statement 
of  facts: 

1.  In  Eighteen  Hundred  and  Fifty-five  the  Legislature 
of  this  State  enacted  a  law  defining  and  limiting  the  terms 
of  conveyance  by  will  or  otherwise,  of  any  property,  real  or 
personal,  to  any  Ecclesiastical  Corporation,  Bishop,  Ecclesi- 
astic, or  other  person,  for  the  use  of  any  Church,  Congregation, 
or  Religious  Society,  and  that  no  Charter  thereafter  granted 
by  any  Court  for  any  Church,  Congregation,  or  Religious 
Society,  should  be  valid  unless  it  conformed  in  all  particulars 
to  the  requirements  of  that  law. 

2.  Many  Charters  have  been  granted  to  congregations 
or  societies  for  religious  worship,  or  burial,  or  for  their  main- 
tenance, which  do  not  contain  thf  required  provisions,  and 
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property,  real  and  personal,  has  been  bequeathed,  devised 
and  conveyed  for  the  use  of  such  organizations. 

3.  It  has  been  held  that  Charters  which  have  been  granted 
without  incorporating  the  specified  provisions,  are  invalid. 

In  order  to  give  relief  to  the  Churches,  Congregations, 
and  Societies  whose  Charters  are  thus  defective,  an  act  was 
adopted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  current  year,  and  signed 
by  the  Governor  of  the  State,  on  the  14th  day  of  April,  1905, 
enacting: 

1.  That  the  Charters  heretofore  granted  for  any  Church, 
Congregation,  or  Religious  Society,  for  religious  worship  or 
sepulture,  or  for  the  maintenance  of  either  within  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania,  without  a  clause  conforming  to 
the  requirement  of  the  Act  of  1855,  shall  be  deemed  valid 
for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  Act;  pro- 
vided that  the  said  organizations  whose  Charters  are  defective 
shall,  within  two  years,  take  the  necessary  steps,  which  are 
specified,  for  the  proper  amending  of  the  Charters  which  have 
been  granted  them. 

2.  That  on  the  entry  of  a  decree  by  the  Courts  of  Common 
Pleas,  of  the  respective  counties,  granting  the  necessary 
amendment,  the  said  Charter  shall  be,  in  all  respects,  as  valid 
as  if  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1855  had  been  complied 
with  when  the  Charter  was  granted. 

There  are  prol)ably  many  Charters  of  Parishes  and  other 
organizations  in  this  Diocese,  which  are  defective  in  the 
respect  above  noted,  and  I  recommend  that  such  steps  be 
taken  to  secure  their  validity,  as  this  Convention  may  deem 
most  effective  to  secure  this  desirable  result. 

SuxDAY  School  Instruction. 

It  is  to  be  noted  with  thankfulness  that  the  importance 
of  thorough  instruction  in  our  Sunday  Schools  is  coming  to 
be  more  generally  appreciated,  and  is  receiving  fuller  consider- 
ation than  heretofore.  The  Joint  Committee  on  Christian 
Education  gave  prominence  to  this  subject  m  its  report  to 
the  last  General  Convention,  and  a  Commission  on  Sunday 
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School  Instruction,  of  seven  Bishops,  seven  Presbyters,  and 
seven  Laymen  was  appointed  to  consider  a  report  upon  **  How 
to  make  the  Sunday  School  more  effective  for  the  religious 
instruction  and  Church  training  of  our  people?'*  There  is 
great  need  of  more  thoroughly  trained  teachers.  There  are 
many  of  our  most  competent  Churchmen,  and  Church  women 
who  are  giving  their  time  and  knowledge  to  this  work.  But 
there  are  many  more  who  are  equally  competent  whose  assist- 
ance it  is  most  desirable  to  secure.  In  no  other  way  could  they 
do  so  much  for  the  welfare  of  the  generation  that  will  soon 
occupy  our  places,  or  more  efficiently  promote  the  growth 
and  stability  of  the  Church.  Never  has  there  been  a  time 
when  competent,  adequate  teaching  of  the  Bible  has  been  so 
important  as  now. 

The  American  Church  Sunday  School  Institute,  and  its 
Diocesan  Auxiliaries,  and  the  Joint  Diocesan  Lesson  Com- 
mittee, are  doing  much  for  the  improvement  of  religious 
education  in  the  Church.  The  Sunday  School  Association 
of  this  Diocese  which  for  more  than  thirty  years  has  devoted 
its  energies  to  the  development  of  our  Sunday  School  work, 
sees  the  fruit  of  its  efforts  in  the  generally  well  organized 
system  of  our  numerously  attended  Sunday  Schools,  and 
the  deep  and  continually  increasing  interest  in  the  Missions 
of  the  Church:  and  now,  through  its  Executive  Committee 
it  is  giving  much  time  and  careful  consideration  to  the  problem 
of  elevating  the  standard  of  instruction,  and  securing  the 
service  of  thoroughly  instructed,  and  competent  teachers.  It 
is  to  be  desired  that  a  recognized  and  cordial  relationship 
between  the  Diocesan  Convention  and  the  Sunday  School 
Association  should  be  established  and  maintained,  and  I 
shall  heartily  welcome  any  suggestion  or  meastires  tending 
to  that  end. 

The  Christian  Social  Union. 

I  desire  to  say  a  few  words  regarding  the  Christian  Social 
Union,  of  whose  Executive  Committee  Hon.  G.  Harry  Davis 
is  Chairman,  and  the  Rev.  A.  J.  Arkin,  Secretary-. 
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In  its  own  published  statement  its  method  is: 

1.  To  claim  for  the  Christian  Law  the  ultimate  authority 
to  rule  social  practice. 

2.  To  study  in  common  how  to  apply  the  moral  truths 
and  principles  of  Christianity  to  the  social  and  economic 
difficulties  of  the  present  time. 

3.  To  present  Christ  in  practical  life  as  the  living  Master 
and  King,  the  enemy  of  wrong  and  selfishness,  the  Power  of 
righteousness  and  love. 

This  is  certainly  a  noble  aim.  To  seek  to  make  men 
realize  their  true  relations  to  each  other,  and  to  Christ  the 
Head  of  redeemed  humanity,  and  to  live  in  the  spirit  of  that 
relationship:  this  is  to  have  the  mind  that  was  in  Christ 
Jesus. 

The  purpose  of  the  Union  appears  on  the  face  to  be 
economic,  and  so  it  is,  but  it  is  vitally  connected  with  Christian 
teaching  and  with  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  In  a  large 
and  real  sense  the  Gospel  is  economic.  Christ  came  into 
this  world  to  save,  not  to  destroy;  and  wherever  His  Gospel 
is  received,  salvation  begins:  the  man,  the  family,  the  com- 
munity, all  are  saved  from  the  waste  of  envy,  and  hatred, 
and  strife.  The  aim  of  the  Social  Union  is  to  translate  the 
Gospel  into  human  life  and  relations,  and  especially  into  the 
relations  which  arc  most  difficult  to  adjust:  those  between 
the  employer  and  the  employed.  It  seeks  to  bring  each  to  a 
better  understanding  of  the  other,  and  to  make  both  realize 
their  obligations,  and  to  fulfil  them.  Its  purpose  is  not  so 
much  to  harmonize  difTerences,  as  to  prevent  them,  by  cher- 
ishing a  Christian  spirit.  It  has  already  accomplished  much 
in  promoting  peace  and  good  will,  and  a  spirit  of  fairness. 
It  has  removed  many  stumbling  blocks  which  stood  in  the 
way  of  harmony.  It  has  lifted  some  burdens  that  men  were 
bearing,  and  it  has  made  other  men  stronger  to  bear  the  burden 
that  could  not  be  removed.  So  far  as  its  influence  extends, 
it  makes  for  righteousness  and  peace.  I  cordially  commend 
the  Christian  Social  Union,  and  its  aims  and  methods. 
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Changes  in  the  Canons. 

The  General  Convention  of  1904  made  many  changes  in 
the  Canons  which  are  appHcable  to  the  whole  Church,  repeal- 
ing some,  amending  others,  and  adopting  still  others  entirely 
new. 

The  Canon  of  Marriage  and  Divorce  was  amended  by 
changing  its  title  to  read,  "Of  the  Solemnization  of  Matri- 
mony." As  the  text  of  this  Canon  is  in  the  hands  of  all  the 
Clergy,  and  accessible  to  all  the  Laity,  there  is  no  need  of 
introducing  it  here.  But  as  it  is  of  great  importance  that  its 
provisions  be  clearly  apprehended,  I  present  an  analysis  of 
its  contents,  in  so  simple  a  form  that  its  requirements  cannot 
fail  to  be  understood. 

The  First  Section  of  the  Canon  enjoins  upon  Ministers 
to  secure  the  observance  of  the  law  of  the  State  governing 
the  Civic  Contract  of  Marriage.  As,  in  this  Commonwealth, 
no  Minister  may  solemnize  a  marriage  unless  a  license  has 
been  produced,  further  consideration  of  this  section  becomes 
unnecessary. 

The  first  part  of  the  Second  Section  means,  that  no  Minister 
may  lawfully  solemnize  a  marriage  unless  five  persons  are 
present,  himself,  the  two  persons  about  to  be  married,  and 
two  other  persons. 

The  second  part  of  the  Section  requires  the  Minister  to 
personally  record  the  name  and  age  and  residence  of  each 
party.  This  record  is  to  be  signed  by  him,  and  "if  practic- 
able" by  the  married  parties,  and  by  at  least  two  witnesses  to 
the  marriage.  The  words  "if  practicable"  are  perhaps  not 
as  definite  as  they  should  be,  but  it  is  evidently  the  mind  of 
the  Church  that  this  formality  shall  be  observed.  The  fact 
that  by  complying  with  it  the  bridal  party  and  the  congrega- 
tion may  be  delayed  a  short  time,  does  not  make  it  imprac- 
ticable. 

The  Third  Section  begins  with  an  absolute  prohibition, 
"No  minister  knowingly  after  due  inquiry"  (and  he  is  bound 
to  make  inquiry)  "shall  solemnize  the  marriage  of  any  per.son 
who  has  been,  or  is,  the  husband,  or  the  wife,  of  any  other 
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person  then  living,  from  whom  he  or  she  has  been  divorced 
for  any  cause  arising  after  marriage/*  Then  follows  the  ex 
ceptibn,  **the  innocent  party  in  a  divorce  for  the  cause  o 
adultery.** 

Before  any  Minister  may  officiate  in  such  a  case,  th 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  must  have  declared  in  writing  that 
in  his  judgment,  the  case  of  the  applicant  conforms  to  th< 
requirements  of  this  Canon.  As  a  prerequisite  to  such  i 
declaration,  the  Bishop  must  be  put  in  possession,  unde 
the  Canon,  of: 

1.  Proof  that  not  less  than  one  year  shall  have  elapsec 
since  the  granting  of  the  divorce. 

2.  Satisfactory  evidence  touching  the  facts  in  the  case 
including  a  copy  of  the  Court's  decree. 

3.  The  Record,  if  practicable. 

4.  Proof  that  the  defendant  in  the  action  for  divorce  wa 
personally  served,  or  appeared,  in  the  action. 

The  production  of  all  these  papers  and  proofs,  does  no 
bind  the  Bishop  to  making  any  declaration — ^the  evideno 
must  satisfy  him  that  the  applicant  is  an  innocent  party.  I 
he  is  so  satisfied,  he  may  not  legally  withhold  the  declaration 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  he  is  at  liberty  to  pursue  any  line  o: 
investigation  he  may  choose,  in  order  to  satisfy  himself 
And  his  statement  that  he  is,  or  is  not  satisfied,  is  not  open  tc 
question  or  appeal,  by  any  one.  The  Bishop  cannot  ac1 
until  certain  conditions  have  been  complied  with,  nor  unti 
he  has  taken  legal  advice;  it  is  therefore  obvious  that,  when- 
ever an  application  is  made  under  this  Canon,  sufficient  time 
must  be  given  for  a  thorough  investigation  into  all  the  facts 

I  express  no  opinion  as  to  the  wisdom  or  unwisdom  01 
this  Canon — it  is  the  law,  and  is  to  be  obeyed.  Unlike  some 
statutes  it  is  comparatively  clear  and  unambiguous.  I1 
plainly  admits  the  right  of  the  innocent  party  to  marry  again 
But  it  expressly  provides  that,  no  Minister  is  compelled  tc 
solemnize  such  a  marriage,  and  on  the  other  hand,  that  an> 
Minister  may  lawfully  do  so  when  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
shall    have    declared    that    satisfactory    evidence    has   been 
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furnished  that  the  applicant  is  the  innocent  party  in  a  divorce 
for  adultery. 

We  may  certainly  hope  that  the  absolute  prohibition  of 
Marriage  until  the  expiration  of  a  year  from  the  time  of 
obtaining  a  divorce  will  cause  many  to  give  more  careful  con- 
sideration to  the  possible  consequences  of  such  action  than 
they  would  have  given  had  not  this  restriction  been  imposed; 
and,  when  the  involved  and  carefully  guarded  process  of 
establishing  the  innocence  of  either  party  is  also  taken  into 
account,  the  hope  is  strengthened  that  the  Canon  in  its  pres- 
ent form,  may  have  the  effect  of  preventing,  at  least,  some 
divorces  that  would  otherwise  have  been  procured. 

Some  of  the  other  most  important  changes  made  in  the 
Canons  are  as  follows:  When  a  Parish  or  Congregation  be- 
comes vacant  ...  no  election  of  a  Rector  shall  be  had 
until  the  name  of  the  Clergyman  whom  it  is  proposed  to  elect 
has  been  made  known  to  the  Bishop,  and  sufficient  time,  not 
exceeding  thirty  days,  has  been  given  him  to  communicate 
with  the  Vestry. 

What  portion  of  the  Alms  and  Contributions  at  the 
Administration  of  the  Holy  Communion  are  to  be  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  for  such  pious  and 
charitable  uses  as  shall  by  him  be  thought  fit,  is  more  definitely 
defined  by  the  statement  that  it  shall  be  **The  Alms  and  Con- 
tributions, and  other  offerings  for  the  poor,  not  otherwise 
specifically  designated,  on  one  Sunday  in  each  calendar 
month.** 

What  may  be  done  by  a  Lay  Reader  is  more  clearly 
stated  as  follows:  **  He  shall  read  only  the  Morning  and  Even- 
ing Prayer,  (omitting  the  Absolution),  the  Litany,  and  the 
OflSce  for  the  Burial  of  the  Dead.**  **He  shall  not  wear  the 
dress  appropriate  to  Clergymen  ministering  in  the  Congre- 
gation." 

Canon  45  makes  it  unlawful  to  encumber  or  alienate  any 
consecrated  Church  or  Chapel,  or  any  Church  or  Chapel  which 
has  been  used  solely  for  Divine  Service,  or  to  take  down  or 
rwnove  or  dispose  of  any  consecrated  Chiu-ch  or  Chapel,  with- 
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out  the  previous  consent  of  the  Bishop,  acting  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Canon  52  requires  every  Parish  and  Congregation  of  the 
Church  to  make  at  least  one  annual  offering  for  the  Missionary 
work  of  the  Church  conducted  by  the  Board  of  Missions. 
When  it  is  considered  that,  according  to  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  for  the  past  year,  2,300  Congregations, 
representing  160,000  communicants,  made  no  contribution 
whatever  to  the  Board,  the  importance  of  this  new  Canon  is 
manifest.  Doubtless  many  of  these  Congregations  are  small 
and  poor ;  but  it  is  certain  that  some  of  them  are  neither  poor 
nor  small.  The  Canon  does  not  ask  for  any  specific  amount 
from  each,  but  it  emphasizes  the  important  principle  that 
every  Congregation  should  be  allowed  the  opportunity  to 
give  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church,  and  should  take 
some  part  in  the  especial  work  which  Christ  has  given  His 
Church  to  do. 

There  is  but  one  more  point  to  which  I  will  call  your 
attention.  It  is  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Missions  (both 
Houses  of  the  General  Convention  sitting  together),  Boston, 
October  20,  1904,  adopting  the  following:  On  motion  of  Mr. 
George  C.  Thomas,  '' Resolved ^  That  the  Board  of  Missions 
affectionately  recommend  to  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Dis- 
tricts that  they  send  through  the  deputies  to  the  next  General 
Convention,  an  extra  offering  for  Missions,  to  be  presented 
at  the  opening  services,  as  a  special  recognition  of  thankful- 
ness to  Almighty  God  for  the  blessings  He  has  vouchsafed 
to  this  Church  during  the  three  hundred  years  since  it  was 
planted  in  Jamestown." 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  New  York, 
December  13th,  a  resolution  was  offered  by  Mr.  George  Whar- 
ton Pepper,  "That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to 
formulate  and  put  into  execution  a  plan  to  insure  the  presen- 
tation at  Richmond  in  1907,  of  a  Missionary  Offering  by  the 
men  of  the  Church,  as  a  thanksgiving  for  three  hundred  years 
of  English  Christianity."  At  a  subsequent  meeting  this 
resolution  was  referred  with  power,  to  a  Special  Committee 
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consisting  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  New  York,  Mr.  Thomas, 
and  Mr.  Pepper.  That  Committee  has  formulated  its  plan, 
and  the  preliminary  steps  to  make  it  eflfective  are  being  taken. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  many  thoughtftd  men  that  this  move- 
ment is  of  greater  significance  than  any  legislation  enacted  by 
the  General  Convention.  It  will  stirely  prove  to  have  been  so, 
if  the  men  of  the  Church  rise  to  a  sense  of  our  privileges  and 
opporttmities.  It  is  easily  within  the  power  of  the  Church- 
men of  the  United  States  to  make  this  an  offering  which  will 
not  only  restore  the  reserve  funds  which  have  been  exhausted, 
but  will  also  furnish  the  equipment  needed  to  make  the  work 
in  the  domestic  and  foreign  fields  more  effective.  We  only 
need  to  realize  what  God  has  done  for  our  Country  in  these 
three  hundred  years,  through  the  agency  of  the  Chtirch  to 
which  it  is  our  inestimable  privilege  to  belong,  and  what  He 
has  done  for  us  as  individuals,  in  permitting  us  to  live  in  this 
land  and  in  this  century,  to  make  us  willing  and  glad  to  make 
Him  a  thank  offering  which  shall  be  a  fitting  expression  of  our 
appreciation  of  His  goodness.  Let  us  remember  that  the 
Board  of  Missions  is  simply  an  agent  in  ftdfilling  the  command 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature,  and  that  He  expects  every  man  to  do  his  duty. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  I  commend  you  to  God  and  to 
the  Word  of  His  grace,  which  is  able  to  build  you  up,  and  to 
give  you  an  inheritance  among  them  that  are  sanctified. 

May  you  be  guided  in  all  your  deliberations  by  the  Spirit 
of  Wisdom,  that  all  you  do  may  be  for  the  glory  of  God,  and 
the  edification  of  His  Church,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  Laymen  and  two  Clergymen 
be  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  referring  to  Charters  adopted  since  1854,  with  power,  and  to 
xiotify  such  Parishes  as  may  be  affected  by  the  Act  of  1905  and  the 
requirements  of  that  Act. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Alexander  Mackay-Smith,  D.  D., 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese,  then  read  his 
address,  as  follows: 

Brethren  of  the  Cletgy  and  Laity: 

In  considering  by  itself  the  Mission  field  of  t^e  Diocese 
during  the  past  year,  we  are  struck  by  several  interesting 
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features.  In  the  city  proper  the  new  building  of  the  Galilee 
Mission  has  been  completed,  and  has  entered  on  a  fresh  cycle 
of  life  and  power.  It  is  doing  admirable  work,  and  its  benefits 
are  not  confined  to  the  needy  classes  of  the  city,  but  must 
also  be  of  the  greatest  help  to  those  whose  services  and  gifts, 
so  freely  bestowed,  furnish  the  motive  power  of  the  Mission. 
Philadelphia  is  already  provided  so  plentifully  with  Societies 
for  the  relief  of  distress  that  some  fear  has  been  expressed 
lest  the  matter  might  be  overdone,  but  anyone  who  visits  the 
Galilee  Mission,  and  watches  its  labors,  must  be  struck  with 
the  fact  that  it  is  so  judiciously  conducted  that  it  cannot  but 
be  a  blessing  to  that  needy  district  of  the  city  in  which  it 
stands.  The  Committee  which  governs  its  labors  is  composed 
of  men  who  have  had  much  experience  along  these  lines,  and 
are  not  likely  to  be  misled  by  the  over  sentimental,  on  the 
one  hand,  or  by  over-hardness,  on  the  oti  er.  There  still 
remains  a  debt  on  this  new  building,  which  it  is  most  desirable 
to  have  removed,  and  I  heartily  commend  the  effort  to  the 
Churchmen  and  the  Churchwomen  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Mission  of  St.  Ambrose  has  also  now  entered  upon 
the  occupancy  of  its  new  Church  building  on  the  comer  of 
Ontario  and  Howard  streets.  When  we  contrast  the  condi- 
tion of  this  Mission  in  this  fine  new  brick  Church  with  that  of 
a  year  ago,  wlien  it  occupied  only  a  small  and  ill-adapted 
liouse  intended  for  a  private  family,  we  cannot  but  rejoice 
with  its  members.  The  good  work  which  lias  been  put  into 
this  Mission  during  the  last  few  years,  when  under  the  charge 
of  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Gilpin,  of  Christ  Church,  Franklin ville,  is 
now  free  to  expand  itself.  St.  Ambrose  lias  now  a  Minister- 
in-Charge  of  its  own,  and  is  doing  most  satisfactory  work. 

The  Mission  wliich  bears  the  name  of  the  new  St.  Paul, 
at  the  comer  of  Fifteenth  and  Porter  streets,  in  the  Southwest 
portion  of  the  City,  has  also  been  fortunate,  and  an  ample 
site,  with  a  large  brick  building  upon  it,  has  been  purchased, 
and  although  there  is  a  considerable  mortgage  on  the  property, 
yet  it  is  not  greater  than  the  work  may  well  bear. 

_A  Chapel  has  been  constructed  in  the  building,  and  there 
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is  room  left  as  headquarters  of  other  kinds  of  work.  This 
Mission  has  also  a  separate  Minister-in-Charge,  and  stands 
in  a  neighborhood  where  its  labors  are  much  needed. 

A  new  Mission,  under  the  name  of  the  Church  of  the 
Reconciliation  has  also  been  established  at  Spruce  and 
Fifty-first  streets  in  West  Philadelphia.  When  the  site  for 
this  was  purchased,  it  was  supposed  to  be  in  advance  of  needs, 
and  no  building  was  contemplated  for  several  years.  So 
great,  however,  has  been  the  enthusiasm  created  that  a  small, 
but  suitable  building  has  been  already  erected  through  the 
generosity  of  its  friends,  and  a  congregation  gathered,  which 
is  quite  remarkable  when  one  considers  how  tmoccupied  the 
greater  part  of  the  neighborhood  still  is.  This  Mission  has  a 
bright  future  before  it. 

In  another  direction  a  new  Colored  Mission  has  been 
b^^un  in  a  public  hall,  near  Broad  and  Diamond  streets,  in 
the  Northern  part  of  the  city.  There  is  a  colored  population 
here  of  some  two  or  three  thousand  people.  A  clergyman 
has  been  put  in  charge,  and  a  Deaconess  is  also  working  in  the 
Mission.  The  former  gives  a  part  of  his  time  to  the  new 
Colored  work  in  Germantown,  which  began  under  the  title 
of  the  Industrial  Home  for  Colored  Women.  This  under- 
taking which  is  intended  to  satisfy  a  great  need,  has  made  a 
hepnmng,  and  may  eventually  assume  large  proportions.  It 
needs,  however,  generous  gifts,  and  must  receive  them,  if 
the  Church  is  in  any  way  to  fill  its  vast  responsibilities  in 
connection  with  the  colored  population  of  Philadelphia. 
That  responsibility  lies  heavy  on  my  heart.  The  colored 
population  of  the  city  is  growing  at  such  a  rate  that  it  over- 
matches in  size  the  white  population  of  all  but  two  or  three 
cities  in  the  whole  state,  and  while  there  is  included  in  it  as 
many  respectable  and  intelhgent  colored  families  as  in  any 
other  part  of  the  country,  it  yet  contains,  in  full  measure,  its 
share  of  dangerous  elements,  and  demands  of  this  Diocese 
both  prayer  and  self-sacrifice.  We  cannot  possibly  avoid 
hearing  this  voice  at  our  very  doors,  and  we  cannot  expect 
t;he  Diocese  to  flourish  and  be  blessed  of  God  unless  we  answef 
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its  call  more  energetically  in  the  futtire  than  we  have  done  i 
the  past.  Christians,  as  a  rule,  seem  to  be  ignorant  of  tl 
fact  that  within  the  last  five  years  the  colored  population  < 
Philadelphia  has  enormously  increased,  while  the  probl© 
becomes  every  day  a  more  urgent  one. 

I  should  also  not  fail  to  mention  the  completion  ar 
consecration  of  the  new  Epiphany  Church  Building  at  Roycr 
ford.  The  loss  of  the  old  building  (which  was  neverthde 
new)  by  fire,  was  a  severe  auction,  and  one  that  seemed  ; 
the  moment  to  justify  depression.  The  building  of  the  ne 
Church,  however,  is  a  triumph  over  the  forces  of  despai 
and  it  stands  to-day  a  striking  proof  of  the  unity  of  feelii 
which  characterizes  the  whole  Diocese.  Taken  in  conjtm 
tion  with  the  new  rectory,  and  with  the  architectural  sfc 
and  solid  construction  which  mark  the  whole,  the  Cons 
cration  of  the  Church,  cleared  from  all  incumbrance,  made 
day  of  joy  to  the  faithful  workers  in  that  neighborhood. 

Mention  should  be  made,  also,  of  the  Church  in  the  Valk 
Forge  Mission,  the  construction  of  which  is  progressing, 
useful  work  is  already  being  done  there,  under  the  superii 
tendence  of  the  Rector  of  All  Saints,  Norristown,  for  who: 
unvarying  enthusiasm  and  unselfish  labors,  in  connectic 
with  this  work,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks.  The  wal 
are  now  up  to  the  sill  line,  all  the  stone-work  of  the  pore 
being  complete.  Work  will  be  resumed  as  soon  as  there 
sufficient  money  in  hand  to  justify  it. 

I  also  mention  with  great  satisfaction  the  Consecratic 
of  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Hatboro,  at  which  I  officiate 
on  the  3d  of  last  November,  in  connection  with  a  meeting  < 
the  Convocation  of  Norristown.  The  Church  itself  is 
model  of  what  such  a  building  ought  to  be,  and  has  bee 
erected  with  such  economy,  and  yet  with  such  good  tast 
that  I  trust  other  suburban  Parishes  proposing  to  buil< 
may  consult  the  plans  of  this  Church.  It  is  well  placed  f< 
the  purpose  of  doing  good  work,  and  both  pastor  and  peop 
deserve  praise  for  the  result  which  their  harmony  and  intell 
gent  purpose  have  effected. 
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I  desire  to  call  attention  of  the  clergy  to  an  effort  which 
is  contemplated  during  the  coming  year  to  help  the  spiritual 
work  of  our  parishes.  An  arrangement  has  nearly  been  con- 
cluded by  which  the  services  of  the  Rev.  John  R.  Matthews, 
of  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Ohio,  will  be  at  the  disposal,  with- 
out charge,  of  any  Parish  in  the  Diocese  during  the  next  year, 
for  the  purpose  of  Bible  study  during  the  period  of  a  week. 
The  matter  has  been  placed  in  the  charge  of  a  Committee, 
with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Stanger  as  Chairman,  and  application  may 
be  made  in  accordance  with  a  circular  which  will  be  sent  to 
the  clergy.  I  suppose  it  will  not  be  denied  that  there  is  a 
great  field  here  for  helpfulness  in  all  our  Parishes.  I  know 
by  experience  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Matthews  has  peculiar 
qualifications  for  this  work,  and  my  hope  and  prayer  unite  in 
the  expectation  that  great  spiritual  benefit  will  come  to  many 
Parishes  through  these  studies.  The  danger  of  every  Parish 
is  lest  it  fall  into  hard  and  mechanical  methods  of  Church 
work  so  that  the  Bible  seed  falls  by  the  wayside,  and  is  trodden 
under  foot  of  men.  Whatever  plan  is  formed  in  the  belief 
that  it  will  tend  to  break  up  the  matted  soil  here  and  there, 
and  to  fertilize  the  barren  places,  may  well  evoke  our  most 
cordial  sympathy.  I  have  reason  to  believe,  therefore,  that 
this  plan  which  I  have  mentioned  will  meet  with  the  most 
hearty  cooperation  of  the  clergy. 

The  reorganization  of  our  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Church 
Periodical  Club,  which  has  been  effected  this  last  winter,  is 
a  subject  well  worth  the  attention  of  the  parochial  clergy.  A 
considerable  number  of  Parishes  are  doing  good  work  in  con- 
nection with  this  Society,  but  the  Diocese  as  a  whole,  lags 
behind  many  others.  My  hope  is  that  it  may  now  receive  a 
considerable  accession  of  strength.  So  little  machinery  is 
needed,  and  the  expense  is  so  small,  compared  with  the  good 
that  is  accomplished,  that  I  earnestly  commend  this  subject 
also  to  the  clergy  in  charge  of  Parishes,  and  shall  be  glad  to 
put  them  in  communication  with  those  authorized  to  direct 
their  efforts.  I  trust  that  this  appeal  may  not  be  made 
in  vain. 
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In  conclusion,  I  am  glad  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Dio- 
cese to  the  very  admirable  work  which  has  been  done  by  Mr. 
Frank  H.  Longshore  in  connection  with  the  Immigrants 
arriving  at  this  point.  The  meeting  of  immigrants  as  they 
leave  their  ship,  very  often  in  a  state  of  profotmd  bewilder- 
ment, by  some  Christian  man  or  woman,  whose  only  desire 
is  to  be  of  some  assistance  by  giving  them  disinterested 
advice,  is  a  matter  of  the  greatest  importance,  and  affords 
the  Christian  Church  a  fair  chance  to  display  one  of  its  noblest 
qualities.  Mr.  Longshore  has  acted  under  my  general  super- 
intendence, and  entirely  without  compensation,  so  far  as 
money  or  its  equivalent  is  concerned.  During  the  last  year, 
he  has  visited  42  ships,  and  spent  an  average  of  about  4  hotirs 
at  each  visit.  Acting  alone,  he  has  interviewed  and  advised 
in  about  1,200  different  c^es.  He  has  also  given  either 
cards  or  letters  of  recommendation  to  nearly  500  Rectors  of 
Parishes  in  different  Dioceses  in  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
and  secured  employment  for  a  number  of  destitute  men.  I 
feel  sure  that  Mr.  Longshore,  although  he  accepts  no  com- 
pensation for  such  work,  has  been  gratified  by  the  thanks 
which  I  have  ventured  to  express  to  him  on  behalf  of  the 
Diocese  for  tlie  assistance  which  he  has  given  us  in  bringing 
the  Gospel  spirit  to  bear  upon  the  troubles  of  the  poor. 

As  I  study  tlie  Mission  field  of  the  Diocese,  I  cannot  but 
be  struck  with  the  need  which  it  exhibits  of  more  abundant 
gifts  poured  into  the  Gospel  treasury.  I  find,  among  other 
demands  upon  the  Church,  there  are  several  Missions  which 
are  much  hampered  and  injured  by  debt.  In  one  case,  the 
Mission  has  not  even  built  a  Church,  but  is  struggling  along 
in  a  Parish  House  of  a  very  modest  kind.  There  has  been  no 
extravagance  whatever,  and  only  enough  money  has  been 
used  to  secure  a  foothold  in  tlie  community.  The  whole  work, 
however,  is  clogged  and  conditioned  by  this  debt.  In  another 
case,  a  little  Mission  should  be  changed  from  one  neighbor- 
hood to  another  not  far  away,  where  the  demand  is  five-fold 
greater.  The  effect  would  be  like  pouring  a  draught  of  fresh 
air  on  a  dying  fire.     We  find  it,  1  owever,  impossible  to  raise 
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the  necessary  money.  The  Extra  Mission  Fund,  which  was 
collected  about  two  years  ago,  and  which  has  been  spent  in 
the  most  judicious  and  economical  manner,  is  almost  ex- 
hausted. 

I  commend  to  the  Convention  the  important  question, 
whether  a  Church  Extension  Fund  should  not  be  instituted 
as  a  pennanent  part  of  our  Diocesan  equipment,  for  which  an 
appeal  should  be  issued  year  by  year.  I  do  not  know  of  any 
fund  which  cotild  do  a  more  valuable  work.  The  city  is 
mcreasing  by  leaps  and  bounds;  the  suburbs  are  filling  up 
with  great  rapidity.  On  every  Christian  who  has  means, 
the  call  becomes  yearly  a  louder  one  to  meet  the  needs  of  that 
division  of  Chtirch  life  which  ranks  first  in  its  claim  on  our 
time  and  money — ^the  home  field.  In  general  I  may  say  that 
having  been  in  the  past  connected  with  the  Mission  work  of 
three  powerful  Dioceses,  I  find  that  of  this  Diocese  not  in- 
ferior to  any  of  them,  in  zeal  and  activity,  or  in  results  ac- 
complished.

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  continued,  the  Rev. 
G  Woolsey  Hodge,  Presiding  officer  of  the  South- 
west Convocation,  gave  an  address  on  the  Missionary 
work  in  that  Convocation. 

Major  Veale  offered  •  the  following,  which,  on 
motion,  was  adopted: 

Whbreas,  In  March,  1897,  there  was  formed  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia by  permission  of  Bishop  Whitaker  a  Church  League  for  work 
among  colored  people  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  said 
League  from  that  time  to  the  present  has  done  an  excellent  work  and 
without  any  source  of  financial  support  except  voltmtary  offerings, 

Resolved,  That  the  Clergy  and  Laymen  of  this  Convention  approve 
the  work  of  this  League  and  wish  it  success  and  recommend  it  to  the 
favorable  consideration  of  all  Chtirchmen.

Philadelphia,  Church  of  St.  Luke  and  the  Epiphany, 
Wednesday,  9.30  a.  m.,  May  3,  1905. 

The  Convention  assembled  pursuant  to  adjourn- 
ment. 

The  session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Ritchie  presented  the  Report 
of  the  Committee  on  Charters,  as  follows: 

Tuesday,  May  2,  1905. 

The  Committee  on  Charters  met  this  day  at  2.30  p.  m., 
the  Rev.  Robert  Ritchie  in  the  Chair.  Present:  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Fuller,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Savage,  and  Messrs.  Smith,  Drayton, 
and  Pepper. 

The  following  action  was  taken: 

I.  The  Charter  of  the  Rector,  Church  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Philadelphia,  (Kensington), 
was  submitted  and  examined.  Henry  Budd,  Esq.,  was  heard 
in  support  of  the  application.  At  the  request  of  the  Com- 
mittee, R.  Francis  Wood,  Esq.,  Secretary  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  appeared  and  stated  the  reasons  which  had  led 
the  Standing  Committee  to  refuse  their  approval.  These 
reasons  were:  (i)  that  the  title  was  not  sufficiently  distinctive 
and  (2)  that  the  failure  to  specify  the  exact  geographical 
position  of  the  Church  was  objectionable.  After  careful 
consideration  it  was 

Resolved,  First,  That  the  Committee  fmds  nothing  incontistent 
with  the  Constitution  or  Canons  in  Hthf-r  the  title  or  the  designation 
of  the  place  in  which  the  corj^^^ration  in  to  exist;  and,  second,  that  the 
form  of  Charter  is  approved  and  that  the  corj^iration  is  recommended 
for  admission   into  union   with   the  Convention. 
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After  debate  the  report  of  the  Committee  was 
adopted. 

Mr.  Ritchie  continued  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Charters,  as  follows: 

Amendments  to  the  Charter  of  the  Rector,  Church 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  West 
Vincent,  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  were  submitted  and 
examined.     It  was  thereupon 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  recommend  the  Amendments  to 
the  Convention  with  their  approval. 

On  motion  the  report  of  the  Committee  and  the 
Amendments  to  the  Charter  of  St.  Andrews  Church, 
West  Vincent,  were  approved  by  the  Convention. 

Mr.  Ritchie  continued  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Charters,  as  follows: 

The  Amendments  to  the  Charter  of  the  Rector,  Church 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Church  of  St.  Paul,  Bristol, 
Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,,  were  submitted  and  examined. 
It  was  thereupon 

Rfsohfd,  That  the  Amendments  be  recommended  to  the  Conven- 
tion with  the  approval  of  the  Committee. 

On  motion  the  Amendment  was  referred  back 
to  the  Committee  for  further  consideration,  to 
report  on  the  Charter  together  with  the  Amend- 
ments. 

Mr.  Ritchie  continued  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Charters,  as  follows: 

The  proposed  Amendment  to  the  Charter  of  the  Rector, 
Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Church  of  the  Annun- 
ciation, was  submitted  and  examined.     Upon  motion,  further 
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Consideration  of  this  matter  was  postponed  until  a  conference 
has  been  had  with  the  applicant.

The  report  of  Diocesan  Missions  being  continued, 
the  Rev.  Robert  Ritchie,  Presiding  Officer  of  the 
Northwest  Convocation,  gave  an  address  on  the 
Missionary  work  in  that  Convocation. 

Mr.  William  White,  Jr.,  moved  that  the  Amend- 
ment to  Section  2  of  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution, 
which  now  comes  up  for  final  action,  be  approved,  as 
follows: 

Resolved,  To  amend  Section  2  of  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution, 
lines  4  and  5,  page  17,  of  the  edition  of  1903,  by  striking  out  the  words 
"4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the  session,"  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "such  day  and  hour  as  shall  be  fixed  by 
canon/'  and  by  striking  out  the  words  "that  time"  on  lines  5  and  7, 
and  substituting  in  lieu  thereof  "the  time  appointed  for  the  elections, " 
and  by  striking  out  on  lines  8  and  9  the  words  "10  o'clock  of  the  morn- 
ing," so  that  the  part  of  Section  2  on  page  17  shall  read  as  follows: 

"and  such  election,  except  that  of  the  Secretary  and  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  held  at  such  day  and  hour  as 
shall  be  fixed  by  canon;  and  provided,  also,  that  if  no  such  majority  of 
the  Clerical  members  and  of  the  Lay  representatives  be  present  at  the 
time  appointed  for  the  elections,  or  if  said  elections  be  not  completed, 
said  elections  shall  be  postponed  until  the  next  day,  when  the  same 
shall  be  proceeded  in  without  regard  to  the  number  then  present.  And 
in  all  cases  of  a  failure  or  omission  to  elect  any  officer  or  annual  Com- 
mittee, the  persons  then  in  office,  or  belonging  to  the  Committee,  shall 
continue  in  their  station  until  others  shall  be  chosen." 

The  vote  on  the  Amendment  was  as  follows:

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but  on  account  of  the  Constitutional  number  of 
Deputies  not  being  present  the  President  declared 
it  illegally  passed. 

The  Rev.  S.  P.  Kelly  presented  the  following 
in  the  interest  of  the  Blind: 

There  was  formed  in  this  City  some  time  since  **The 
Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Church  Work  Among  the 
Blind/'  of  which  Mr.  John  Cadwalader  is  the  President. 

A  portion  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  OflBce,  in 
the  Braille  type,  ^as  been  issued  and  is  now  in  general  circu- 
lation. This  was  followed  by  the  Hymnal  in  the  same  type. 
Here  it  is  to  be  noted  that  this  Society  is  the  only  one  which 
has  furnished  to  the  blind,  our  excellent  Hymns  complete. 
This  was  demanded  by  the  blind  themselves,  and  is  the  most 
sought  for  book.  Extensive  correspondence,  all  over  the 
United  States,  has  brought  the  attention  of  the  Blind,  and 
those  interested  in  their  welfare  to  tte  work  of  the  Society, 
and  great  interest  therein  has  been  aroused. 

Some  of  the  aims  of  the  Society  are,  besides  the  publica- 
tion of  the  books  mentioned,  to  cover  the  ground  in  different 
types  now  in  use,  to  make  the  Society  a  means  of  centralizing 
the  now  separated  work.  There  are  now  in  use,  besides  many 
general  books,  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  and  Occasional 
Offices  in  raised  letters,  and  the  entire  Prayer  Book  in  York 
Point.  There  are  voluntary  Societies  for  the  visiting  of  the 
Blind  for  reading  and  instruction,  and  these  have,  to  some 
extent,  come  in  touch  with  us  and  we  are  in  sympathy  with 
them. 

All  this  and  more  is  fully  set  forth  in  the  recent  annual 
report  of  Miss  Amelia  Sanford,  the  Secretary  of  the  Society. 
The  meetings  have  been  held  in  the  Church  House  in  this 
city,  and  the  Pennsylvania  Institute  for  the  Blind,  at  Over- 
brook,  has  been,  to  some  extent,  the  center  of  its  activities. 
(Although  this  is  a  strictly  undenominational  Institution, 
and  no  religious  services  are  rendered  except  by  the  Institute 
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itself,  we  are  under  obligation  to  the  directors  and  instructors 
for  many  kindnesses  and  courtesies.)  As  yet  the  Society 
has  had  no  recognition  from  this  Convention. 

Last  year  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Bishops  of 
Pennsylvania  and  Pittsburg,  with  the  Vice-President  of  the 
Society,  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  bring  the  work  of 
the  Society  before  the  General  Convention.  This  was  done 
by  means  of  a  memorial,  and  the  result  was  the  appointment 
of  a  Joint  Committee  of  Advice,  consisting  of  the  Bishops  of 
Pennsylvania,  Pittsburg  and  Connecticut,  of  the  House  of 
Bishops  and  the  Rev.  Wm.  B.  Bodine,  D.  D.,  of  Pennsylvania; 
the  Rev.  W.  W.  Dame,  D.  D.,  of  Maryland;  the  Rev.  John 
Hewett,  of  Southern  Ohio;  Messrs.  C.  E.  Jackson,  of  Connec- 
ticut; H.  E.  Pierrepont,  of  Long  Island,  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Phil- 
lips, of  Los  Angeles,  of  the  House  of  Deputies.  This  Com- 
mittee now  has  the  matter  under  consideration. 

Having  thus  received  public  recognition  by  the  General 
Church,  the  Society  desires  Diocesan  recognition  in  the  home 
of  its  work,  and  your  petitioner  has  been  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee to  bring  this  subject  before  this  Convention.  I  there- 
fore present  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania 
recognize  the  active  and  helpful  work  of  the  Society  for  the  Promotion 
of  Church  Work  among  the  Blind. 

That  this  matter  be  referred  to  a  proper  Committee  to  either 
make  the  Society  one  of  the  agencies  of  the  Convention  or  to  create  a 
Commission  similar  to  that  of  the  Commission  on  Church  Work  among 
the  Deaf. 

On  motion,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  J.  Do  W.  Perry,  D.  D.,  offered  the 
following  resolution  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That,  having  learned  that  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  this 
Diocese  purposes  to  go  to  Europe  for  the  summer,  this  Convention, 
in  accordance  with  Canon  12,  gives  consent  to  his  absence,  and  wishes 
him  and  those  who  may  accompany  him  a  prosperous  journey  and  a 
pleasant  vacation.

as  said  member.

I  would  most  respectfully  report  that  I  have  frequently  officiated 
during  the  past  year,  and  preached  and  administered  the  sacraments, 
in  several  Parishes  of  this  city  and  vicinity.  All  my  official  acts  requir- 
ing record  were  recorded  in  the  various  Parishes  in  which  they  were 
performed. 

I  have  also  continued  to  attend  to  the  medical  work  of  the  dis- 
pensary and  other  of  the  Chinese  Mission  in  Race  street,  doing  the 
work  of  a  medical  Missionary  in  the  home  field  among  our  Chinese 
population  here,  without  pay,  and  free  to  all  who  come.  This  work  is 
carried  on  under  the  auspices  of  the  Christian  League  of  Philadelphia. 
I  have  also  continued  to  take  an  interest  in  the  Old  Catholic  movement 
among  the  Polish  people  of  our  city  and  neighboring  towns. 

As  the  Italian  population  is  increasing  in  the  northern  part  of  our 
city,  T  have  had  frequent  opportunity  to  do  a  large  amount  of  charitable 
work  among  them,  and,  when  convenient,  have  referred  cases  requiring 
further  attention  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Zara  of  our  Mission  on  Christian 
street. 

My  Bible  Class,  consisting  of  a  number  of  young  Arabs,  Syrians 
and  Kg>'ptians,  was  discontinued  fc^r  a  while  last  summer,  but  reorgan- 
ized in  December  last,  when  our  studies  of  the  New  Testament  in 
Arabic  were  resumed.  I'hey  have  continued  to  visit  me  once  a  week, 
on  a  weekday  evening. 

Iliis  work  has  been  most  delightful  to  me,  considering  the  character 
and  intelligence  of  these  people,  mostly  young  men  of  the  brightest  in- 
tellect. All  this  work  has  been  done  as  a  labor  of  love,  and  without 
any  expense  to  the  Church  and  Diocese. 
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Report  of  the  Rev.  Lewis  C.  Baker. 

I  respectfully  report  that,  through  the  year,  as  Minister-in-charge 
at  Christ  Church  Hospital,  I  have  held  public  services  in  the  Chapel 
twice  on  Sunday,  and  at  least  once  during  the  week  and  at  the  chief 
festivals  and  Holy  Days.  The  Holy  Communion  has  been  observed 
weekly,  with  frequent  private  administrations  to  the  sick  and  infirm. 
An  unusual  number  of  deaths  has  occurred  among  the  inmates,  and  I 
have  officiated  at  eight  funerals.

The  Thirt-fifth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  April  17,  1905.

Summary  of  work  in  all  of  our  departments  for  the  past  twelve 
months : 

Consumptive  Department:  Patients  admitted  to  the  House  of 
Mercy  for  men,  and  Home  for  Consumptives,  Chestnut  Hill,  for  women 
(including  all  patients  under  our  care  April  18,  1904),  139;  consump- 
tives and  others  receiving  weekly  aid  in  their  homes,  50.  Since  the 
organization  of  the  department  in  1877,  twenty-eight  years  ago,  up  to 
April  17,  1905,  3,719  consumptives  have  been  cared  for  in  our  two 
institutions,  and  in  their  own  liomes  throughout  the  city. 

Convalescent  Department:  At  the  James  C.  Smith  Memorial 
Home,  Oakbourne,  Chester  County,  Pa.,  we  receive  all  applicants  who 
come  under  the  terms  of  the  will,  "For  sick  and  convalescent  white 
women  of  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  over,  free  and  without  charge." 
During  the  past  year  256  sick  and  convalescent  women  have  enjoyed 
the  privileges  of  this  splendidly  situated  and  most  comfortably  fur- 
nished suburban  residence.  Since  the  opening  of  the  institution,  May 
7,  i8g6,  we  have  cared  for  2.021  convalescent  patients. 

Charity  and  Sick  Diet  Department:  Visits  by  deaconesses,  3.100; 
families  aided,  1.239;  Christmas  and  thanksgiving  dinners  distributed  to 
families  representing  3,097  individuals;  grocery  orders  distributed,  262; 
milk,  15,320  pints  ;  garments,  2,073  ;  shof  s.  27<S  pairs ;  coal  in  tons,  404^4  i 
coal  orders,  429;  the  sick  diet  given  out  includes  milk.  eggs,  soups. 
Liebig's  Beef  Extract,  beef  capsules,  malted  milk,  Mulford's  Predi- 
gested  Beef,  Eskay's  P'ood,  Pasteurized  Milk,  oranges  and  other  foods. 

Missionary  Department:  Public  and  private  institutions  visited, 
100;  visits  by  our  missionaries  to  institutions,  3.8()7 :  persons  visited  in 
homes,  asylums,  hospitals,  prisons  an<l  tlie  Almshouses,  55,226;  relig- 
ious services  (including  daily  prayers  in  our  three  homes),  3,587;  cele- 
brations of  the  Holy  Conununion.  122;  Choir  services  by  Church  and 
Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  Choirs.  418;  baptisms,  71;  confirmations. 
7;  burials,  81;  marriages,  2. 

The  Summer  Work  Department  has  again  received  most  liberal 
support,  both  from  personal  friends,  the  Elower.  Emit  and  Ice  Mission, 
the  I-A'ctiiufi  Telegraph  with  its  ice  funrl,  the  Coinitry  Week  Association, 
the  Sanitarium,  Children's  Seashore  House.  Coiuitry  Day  Nursery  at 
Chestnut  Hill,  and  many  other  societies  who  have  had  to  do  with  making 
the  sick  in  their  homes  more  comfortable  in  onr  crowded  districts,  and 
their  children  happy  with  outings  to  the  seashore  and  country.  Quite 
a  number  oi  Churches  have  aided  us  in  this :  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
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Apostles,  Philadelphia,  and  St.  Paul's,  Chestnut  Hill,  have  led  in  con- 
tributions to  our  ice  fund. 

Total  receipts  (including  special  gifts  and  legacies,  $11,781.40) 
from  all  sources,  $70^2,269.  Expenditures  and  disbursements,  (includ- 
ing $9*259.14  added  to  principal  account),  $67,440.13.    Balance,  $3,242.56. 

Again  for  the  thirty-fifth  year,  we  have  daily  endeavored  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  for  which  this  Corporation  was  formed,  which  are  as 
follows.    We  quote  from  the  charter: 

"First — ^The  support  of  the  Missions  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  and  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  now  usually  known  as  City 
Missions,  including  Missionary  work  from  door  to  door  and  visitation 
of  the  inmates  of  reformatories  and  criminal  institutions  in  said  city, 
and  excluding  all  organized  mission  work; 

"Second — The  maintenance  and  support  of  a  House  of  Mercy,  a 
Home  for  Consumptives,  and  Sick  Diet  Kitchens,  for  the  relief  and 
comfort  of  the  sick  and  needy  poor  of  said  city ; 

"Third — The  support  of  such  other  charities  incidental  and  kin- 
dred to  those  above  mentioned  as  the  Corporation  deem  wise  and 
beneficial  to  the  suffering  poor." 

Thus  have  we  been  permitted  for  the  past  twelve  months,  both  in 
season  and  out  of  season,  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  poor,  in  things 
temporal  as  well  as  in  things  spiritual.  "For  the  poor  shall  never 
cease  out  of  the  land:  therefore  I  command  thee,  saying,  thou  shalt 
open  thy  hand  wide  unto  thy  brother,  to  thy  poor  and  to  thy  needy  in 
thy  land"  (Deut.  xv.  11).

The  House  of  Rest  for  the  Aged,  situate  at  Wayne  and  Haines 
Streets,  Germantown,  is  an  institution  which  should  elicit  the  interest 
and  command  the  support  of  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese.  It  is 
Diocesan  in  its  charcter  and  scope,  and  may  justly  appeal  to  the 
churchmen  of  this  Diocese. 

Aged  communicants  of  the  Church  may  here  find  a  quiet  and  com- 
fortable home,  located  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful  sections  of  German- 
town.  Religious  ministrations  and  medical  attention  are  provided,  and 
the  house  is  under  the  supervision  of  a  competent  matron  and  an 
efficient  House  Committee,  composed  of  representatives  of  the  Parishes 
interested  in  the  institution. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  four  admissions.  There  are 
thirteen  inmates  at  the  present  time,  and  no  vacancies. 

We  cordially  commend  the  work  of  the  House  of  Rest  to  the 
Clttygy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese,  and  would  press  upon  them  its  claims 
to  moral  and  financial  support.

The  two  teachers  mentioned  take  charge  of  study  and  recitations 
only.  Their  names  are  Emily  Waterman  Palmer,  Principal,  and  Fran- 
ces C.  Wayne,  Junior  teacher,  both  of  Bryn  Mawr  College. 


Pennsylvania  Board  of  the  Girls'  Friendly  Society. 

Since  the  year  ending  May,  1904,  three  new  branches  of  the  Society 
have  been  formed  and  two  reorganized.  The  total  number  of  Branches 
in  the  Diocese,  April,  1905,  is  59. 

Weekly  meetings  are  held  in  every  Branch,  and  there  have  been 
Neighborhood  Conferences  in  the  city  and  among  some  of  the  out-of- 
town  Branches. 

The  appreciation  of  the  Holiday  House  at  Cape  May  has  so 
increased  that  it  has  been  decided  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Society 
to  offer  for  sale  the  present  property,  to  which  the  Society  holds  clear 
title,  and  when  sold  to  buy  lots,  probably  in  a  different  part  of  Cape 
May,  on  which  may  be  built  a  suitably  planned  house,  and  leave  suffi- 
cient ground  for  the  amusement  and  comfort  of  the  guests.  During 
the  summer  of  1904,  ^^^  members  were  guests  at  the  Holiday  House. 

Two  new  Departments  of  Work  have  been  started;  one,  the 
establishment  of  Branches  in  the  various  institutions  for  girls  in  the 
Diocese.  Two  such  have  been  organized,  one  in  the  Foulke  and  Long 
Institute  at  Langhorne,  Pa.,  the  other  in  the  Western  Home  for  Poor 
Children  in  West  Philadelphia.  Another  is  about  to  be  formed  in  the 
Church  Home  at  Angora. 

The  other  work  is  the  formation  of  a  Club  for  the  Senior  Members, 
whereby  the  girls  themselves  may  be  brought  into  more  real  touch 
with  the  Society,  broadening  their  ideas  and  increasing  "mutual  help."

REPORT   OF    THE    REGISTRAR   OF    THE    DIOCESE, 


John  Sawyer,  in  his  History  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  Chel- 
tenham, England,  says:  "We  owe  the  origin  of  Church  Rois- 
ters to  Thomas,  Lord  Cromwell,  who  immediately  after  his 
appointment  as  Vicar  General  to  Henry  VIII,  issued  a  man- 
date to  every  incumbent  of  a  Parish  to  keep  one  book  or 
register  wherein  to  write  *the  day  and  year  of  every  wedding, 
christening  and  burial*  in  the  Parish.  The  entries  were  to 
be  made  every  Sunday,  in  the  presence  of  the  churchwardens 
or  wardens,  and  the  Parish  was  to  bear  the  expense  of  'one 
sure  coffer'  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  books.  The  people 
did  not  take  kindly  to  the  injunction.  They  thought  that 
hidden  behind  it  was  another  scheme  to  replenish  the  King's 
coffers.  'Ther  mistrust  ys,*  one  of  Cromwell's  friends  wrote 
to  him,  *  that  some  charges  more  than  hath  byn  in  tyms  past 
schall  grow  to  theym  by  this  occacyon  off  regresstrynge  of 
thes  thynnges.'  "  "In  (A.  D.)  1538  the  Vicar  General's 
order  came  into  operation." 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  careless  American  Church  Records 
and  Recorders  are  not  due  to  the  fear  that  the  Government 
will  add  to  the  Parish  taxes. 

Wordsworth's  "Plea  for  the  Historian,"  "Forbear  to 
deem  the  Chronicler  unwise,"  who  gathers  up 

"all  that  Time's  envious  tooth 
Has  spared  of  sound  and  grave  realities." 

A  Church  Record  is  one  of  the  most  touching  and  val- 
uable histories  on  earth  running  from  the  font  to  the  tomb, 
and  the  marriage  to  the  burial,  and  deserves  to  be  kept  with 
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sacred  care  for  coming  generations,  and  where  possible  should 
be  printed  that  copies  may  be  multiplied  for  safe  preservation. 

Your  Registrar  has  been  rearranging  the  pamphlets  in 
his  Library,  and  specially  asks  the  Clergy  to  donate  to  it 
Year  Books  and  Parish  Histories  in  manuscript  or  print.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CONTROL  OF  THE 
DIOCESAN  LIBRARY. 


The  Board  of  Control  of  the  Diocesan  Library  and  Read- 
ing Room  respectfully  report  that  the  number  of  visitors 
during  the  past  year  was  4,623;  books  given  out,  1,258; 
new  members,  68;   books  bought,  6;   books  presented,  41. 

The  plant  of  the  Library  is  excellent;  but  it  is  evident, 
that,  in  order  to  do  its  work,  there  ought  to  be  a  reliable  sum 
for  the  purchase  of  new  books.  A  box  is  kept  on  the  Libra- 
rian's table,  in  which  those  who  use  the  Library  can  drop  the 
names  of  books  which  they  would  like  to  have  bought.  This 
is  done  whenever  practicable,  and  when  the  books  are  approved 
by  the  Bishop  and  the  Book  Committee;  but  it  often  happens 
that  the  books  are  too  expensive  to  buy.  This  is  the  great 
difficulty.  The  Library,  to  do  its  work  thoroughly,  must 
keep  up  with  the  times;  and  our  Theological  Library  is  no 
exception.  What  would  a  lawyer  or  physician  or  any  special- 
ist think  of  a  Library,  which  was  not  up  to  date.  Few  of  the 
Clergy  can  spend  much  money  in  buying  books.  The  same 
is  true  of  many  others ;  for  the  Library  is  by  no  means  exclus- 
ively meant  for,  or  used  by,  them  alone.  An  endowment 
of  at  least  two  thousand  dollars  is  needed,  the  interest  to  be 
spent  in  buying  books,  thus  giving  a  moderate  but  permanent 
fund.     Who  will  give  it,  or  contribute  towards  it? 

In  buying  books  tlie  Book  Notices  and  Reviews  in  the 
Church  Standard  have  been  a  valuable  aid. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  and  of  all  who  use  the  Library 
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luce  exteoided  to  those  who  have  giv^i  bocdos  dtmog  the  past 
.  year.  Among  them  is  the  J^rtK>p  (2oad|ittor  of  tiie  Diooese, 
who  has  made  a  valuable  and  timely  additm  to  it.  It  is 
v^uaJblx^,  9n  account  of  the  excellence  of  the  books  presented, 
a^^rtinilcfy  because  given  ia(t  a  thbl^^lR^iieli  >4^Jiy)sm 
received  for  sevei^  years  has  b^en,  it  p  hoped,  only  tem- 
porarily withdrawn.' 

The  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  book-btt]ring  fund  is 
1x6,76  (sixteen  dollars  and  Sfeventy^six  cents).  .  This  will 
show  the  difficulty,  under  which  the  work  of  tiie  Library  is 
carried  on.

Much  of  my  time  has  necessarily  been  spent  in  familia^ 
ising  myself  with  conditions  at  All  Souls'  Church — ^its  resources, 
its  needs,  etc. 

The  attendances  at  services  have  been  good  and  the  people 
have  been  willing  to  work  for  the  Church.  The  report  of 
the  Accounting  Warden  of  All  Souls'  Church  will  show  very 
encouraging  results.  But  as  much  had  to  be  undertaken  in 
the  way  of  repairs  as  well  as  paying  a  pretty  large  debt  that 
had  previously  been  allowed  to  accumulate,  there  is  still 
a  balance  to  be  raised  before  the  church  can  be  entirely  clear 
of  debt     and  this  we  expect  to  lift  at  Easter. 
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Through  the  generous  help  of  your  Committee,  Rev.  Mr. 
S.  C.  Hill,  Dr.  A.  L.  E.  Crouter  and  Mr.  Edward  H.  Bonsai, 
a  much-needed  sloping  floor  has  been  put  in  the  church,  as 
well  as  sixteen  new  windows  and  a  new  tin  roof,  and  the 
lower  floor  has  been  strengthened  and  the  outside  walls 
plastered  and  painted. 

These  changes  and  improvements  have  encouraged  and 
pleased  the  congregation  very  much.  At  the  same  time  we 
undertook  the  expense  of  altering  the  chancel  to  agree  with 
the  more  Churchly  idea  of  separating  the  Holy  of  Holies  from 
the  choir.  Other  very  necessary  repairs  are  contemplated, 
and  in  order  to  save  expense  many  individuals  in  the  congre- 
gation are  offering  their  labor  freely. 

But  my  experience  during  the  past  year  has  shown  that 
a  well-equipped  Parish  House  with  well-lighted  rooms  is  very 
necessary.  The  rooms  we  now  use  are  dark,  damp  and  illy- 
ventilated.  There  is  also  a  lack  of  proper  accommodations. 
All  Souls*  Church  is  the  centre  not  only  of  the  religious  life 
of  the  deaf  of  Philadelphia  and  subiu-bs,  but  of  its  social  life 
as  well.  And  the  original  plan  of  building  a  Parish  House  in 
memory  of  the  sainted  Rev.  Henry  Winter  Syle,  M.  A., 
founder  of  the  church,  should  be  revived  and  carried  through 
at  an  early  date.  We  now  have  on  hand  for  this  purpose 
about  $i,ooo.  Our  present  difficulty  in  raising  the  money  is 
that  our  present  need  for  current  expenses,  repairs  and  con- 
tributions to  extraneous  objects  is  beyond  the  purse  of  the 
average  member  of  the  church,  who  is  generally  a  small  wage 
earner.  So  that  before  we  can  readily  take  up  the  subject  of 
raising  a  fund  for  a  new  Parish  building,  efforts  should  first 
be  directed  towards  raising  an  endowment  fund  to  meet  the 
expenses  for  coal  and  sexton  s  wages ;  and  for  such  assistance 
we  must  look  to  our  more  fortunate  brothers  and  sisters. 

I  have  lately  begun  to  extend  my  work  outside  Philadel- 
phia, and  in  the  Diocese  have  held  more  or  less  regular  serv- 
ices at  Chester  and  at  the  Home  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Deaf- 
Mutes,  Doylestown.  Other  services  have  been  held  in  Wil- 
mington and  points  in  New  Jersey. 
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Mrs.  M.  J.  Syle,  the  efficient  and  vigilant  Parish  visitor, 
has  been  of  great  assistance  in  aiding  me  in  Parish  visitations 
and  advising  me  in  regard  to  many  phases  of  Parish  work. 
Others  among  the  congregation,  particularly  Mr.  James  S. 
Reider,  for  many  years  the  trusted  and  beloved  Lay-reader, 
and  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  have  also  given  me 
valuable  and  much  appreciated  advice   and  encouragement. 

During  the  year  my  receipts  for  charitable  and  discretion- 
ary purposes  were  $72.29,  disbursements,  $63.05,  balance  on 
hand,  $9.24.  Grateful  mention  must  be  made  for  valuable 
assistance  from  the  Ladies'  Committee  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb;  the  Ladies'  Sewing 
Society  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Chestnut  Hill,  Mr.  C.  W.  Cush- 
man.  Miss  Rebecca  Coxe,  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Hayman,  Rev.  W. 
H.  Graff,  Mrs.  Ann  Houston,  Misses  Blakiston,  Miss  Mary 
Coles,  Mr.  C.  C.  Harrison  and  others.

The  Board  of  Missions  respectfully  reports  that  the  work

The  Board  of  Missions  respectfully  reports  that  the  work 
of  the  Convocations,  as  usual,  presents  a  varied  picture  of  en-

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that  such  fimds  will  b€  very  wisely  expended.  The  care  of  alt 
those  to  whom  this  Church  can  successfully  mmister  in  this 
large  Diocese  calls  for  generous  effort  of  all  kinds,  acconipanicd 
by  hearty  interest  and  special  prayer  on  the  part  of  all  the 
members  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  parishes  for  which 
they  speak. 

The  balance  in  the  Extra  Mission  Fund,  to  which  refer- 
ence was  made  in  last  year*s  report  was  on  May  i,  1904, 
$19,170.86.  Additional  sums  have  been  received  during  the 
year  amounting  to  $2,799. 45*  making  a  total  of  $31,970.49. 
From  this  payments  have  been  made  for  the  completion  of 
St.  Ambrose  Mission,  to  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Port 
Richmond;  Chapel  at  Valley  Forge;  Galilee  Mission  Building 
Fund;  Italian  Mission;  Epiphany  Church,  Royersford;  St. 
James,  Hestonville;  and  to  the  Emanuel  Church,  Quakertown, 
amounting  to  $19, 2 13. 90,  leaving  a  cash  balance  in  hand  at 
the  present  time  of  $3,756.39.  In  accordance  with  the  Reso- 
lution of  the  Board  of  Missions  the  investments  of  the  Board, 
amounting  to  $19,300,  have  been  assigned  by  the  Rt.  Rev,  0. 
W.  Whitaker  and  Rowland  Evans,  the  Surviving  Trustees, 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  so  that  the  same  are  now 
vested  in  the  Corporation  organized  for  the  purpose  of  hold- 
ing such  securities  in  the  Diocese. 

The  Board  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Convention 
the  formation  of  a  Permanent  Church  Extension  Fund,  to  be 
augmented  by  special  collections  in  the  Churches  from  time 
to  time. 

The  matter  of  the  rearrangement  of  the  boundaries,  and 
the  consolidation  of  some  of  the  Convocations,  referred  to  in 
last  year's  report  of  this  Board  and  by  the  Bishop-Coadjutor 
in  the  last  Convention,  has  been  considered  in  the  Convoca- 
tions and  a  difference  of  opinion  has  developed,  as  will  no 
doubt  appear  in  the  Report  of  the  Convention's  Special  Com- 
mittee on  that  subject.  Whatever  may  be  the  conclusion  at 
which  the  Convention  shall  arrive  on  this  subject,  the  needs 
of  the  missionaries  and  their  several  works  will  continue  to  be 
such  as  are  set  forth  in  this  report. 


The  Board  recommends  the  passage  of  the  following : 
"Resolved,  That  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  be  requested 

to  contribute  during  the  coming  year  for  Diocesan  Missions 

the  aggregate  sum  of  $18,000."

Some  of  the  Missions  of  the  Convocation  have  shown  con- 
siderable activity  during  the  past  year. 

The  Minister-in-charge  of  St  Stephen's*  Norwood,  re- 
ports, **It  is  very  gratifying  to  inform  you  that  the  interest  in 
church  and  in  the  services  is  growing  and  clearly  visible.  The 
church  is  making  a  positive  impression  on  the  community.'* 

Trinity  Church,  Swarthmore,  is  also  making  sure  progress 
and  congregations  are  increasing.  A  Junior  Auxiliary  has 
been  formed  and  an  effort  is  being  made  to  erect  a  small  addi- 
tion to  the  chnrch  property  to  make  a  home  for  this  and  some 
other  of  the  organizations  of  the  church. 

St  Mary's,  Warwick,  has  purchased  five  acres  of  ground, 
beautifully  situated,  to  be  used  as  a  cemetery. 

St.  Andrew's,  West  Vincent,  is  doing  a  faithful  work.  The 
fact  that  the  church's  services  were  discontinued  for  so  many 
years  makes  the  work  of  re-establishment  slow. 

The  Church  of  the  Advent,  Kennett  Square,  is  progress- 
ing and  a  spirit  of  perfect  harmony  pervades  the  congregation. 
A  Parish  Building  would  be  of  great  assistance  in  the  work. 
Kennett  is  essentially  a  little  cit>',  just  a  mile  square,  it  has  a 
population  of  1,800  people  and  offers  exceptional  opportunities 
for  what  is  known  as  "institutional  work."  The  Church  might 
have  a  very  great  effect  upon  the  coming  generations  if  such 
a  work  were  started  now. 

Services  were  maintained  every  Sunday  afternoon  at  St. 
Luke's,  Chaclds  Ford,  during  July,  August  and  September.

The  Convocation  of  Norristown  is  able  to  report  material 

progress  in  the  work  entrusted  to  its  care.  With  a  necessarily 
limited  ikkl  of  work,  as  compared  with  some  of  the  other  Con- 
vocations, the  endeavor  has  been  made  to  concentrate  its  efforts 
at  several  points,  in  order  to  secure  the  best  results.  It  is» 
therefore,  a  matter  of  great  satisfaction  to  be  ahle  to  report  the 
consecration  of  two  new  and  beautiful  Churches  during  the 
past  convention  year.  The  Church  of  the  Advent,  Ilatboro, 
was  consecrated  by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  early  in  November, 
1904.  The  new  edifice  at  Royersford,  replacing  the  one  which 
was  burned,  was  set  apart  for  its  sacred  uses  by  Bishop 
Mackay-Smith  on  the  Feast  of  the  Purification,  1905.  This 
Church  is  more  complete  and  better  appointed  than  the  former 
structure.  By  vote  of  Convocation,  it  is  a  memorial  to  the 
late  Charles  Lukens,  of  Calvary  Church,  Conshohocken,  who, 
as  chairman  of  the  Building  Committee,  gave  largely  of  his 
time  and  means  for  the  erection  of  the  first  edifice.  The  memo* 
rial  character  of  the  present  Church  is  indicated  by  a  suitable 
tablet  on  the  walls.  There  is  also  a  tablet  to  the  memory  of 
the  Rev.  Alfred  J.  Barrow,  who  served  the  Mission  faithfully 
for  several  years. 

The  people  at  Hatboro  are  worshipping  in  their  new 
Church,  and  are  now  at  work  raising  funds  for  a  rectory. 

Holy  Trinity,  Lansdale,  is  progressing  favorably,  as  will 
be  seen  by  the  detailed  report. 

Epiphany  Mission,  Royersford,  also  enjoying  the  advan- 
tages of  a  new  and  well-furnished  place  of  worship,  is  doing 
well  under  the  fostering  care  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Phccnix- 
ville.  The  work  at  Valley  Forge  grows  in  interest  and  effi- 
ciency. The  Sunday  School  is  a  notable  feature.  The  Wash- 
ington Memorial  Chapel,  therefore,  renews  its  appeal  to 
Church  people  both  on  patriotic  and  religious  grounds.    Good 
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use  has  been  made  of  the  funds  already  contributed ;  but  much 
more  is  needed  to  complete  the  good  work,  so  well  begun.  A 
bell  has  been  donated  by  a  member  of  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
Philadelphia.

During  the  past  Con  vocational  year  the  Rev.  W.  Bernard 
Giiptn  has  relinquished  the  charge  of  St  Ambrose  Mission  and 
the  Rev.  George  G.  Matchett  has  been  appointed  Missionary  in 
his  stead.  The  Rev,  George  W,  Lamb,  M.  D.,  has  resigned 
the  position  at  Trinity  Church,  CentreviUe,  and  at  Trinity 
Chapel,  Centre  Hill,  and  the  Rev.  R.  G.  Hamilton  has  been 
appointed  Missionary  at  these  two  places. 

In  a  brief  review  of  the  work  during  the  past  four  years, 
the  following  statement  may  be  made :  St.  George's  Chapel  has 
been  practically  rebuilt  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,800.  St.  Ambrose 
Church,  Coopersville,  has  been  erected  at  an  expenditure  of 
$17,000,  including  the  value  of  the  land.  Christ  Church,  Frank- 
linville,  has  relinquished  all  aid  from  the  Convocation  and  has 
begun  an  independent  existence  under  the  most  hopeful  con- 
ditions. Holy  Innocents',  Tacony,  has  also  given  up  its  appro- 
priation from  the  Convocation,  and,  although  burdened  by  a 
heavy  mortgage,  has  also  a  promising  outlook.  A  new  Mis- 
sion for  colored  people  has  been  begun  on  West  Rittenhouse 
Street,  Germantown,  under  the  fostering  care  of  the  neighbor- 
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ing  parishes.  This  Mission  seems  to  have  in  it  the  elements 
of  permanence  and  growth. 

The  Missionary  work  in  Bucks  County  is  simply  the 
record  of  a  hard  struggle  carried  on  under  discouraging  con- 
ditions. The  field  is  limited,  and  there  can  be  prospect  of  no 
large  gains. 

In  Philadelphia  County  the  interest  of  the  Convocation 
during  the  last  year  has  been  centered  in  St.  Ambrose  Mis- 
sion. A  handsome  church  has  just  been  completed,  and  under 
the  care  of  the  Missionary  in  charge  there  have  been  marked 
evidences  of  progress.  The  attendance  at  all  the  services  has 
been  large,  and  on  Sunday  evenings  all  the  available  sittings 
have  been  occupied.  There  is  a  large  class  awaiting  Confirma- 
tion. The  building  of  this  church  was  a  venture  of  faith. 
There  was  no  opportunity  to  make  experiments.  But  there 
was  a  compact  population  of  ten  or  twelve  thousand  in  the 
midst  of  which  the  church  was  placed,  and  there  was  also  the 
prospect  of  a  growth  which  would  double  that  number.  The 
progress  already  made  would  seem  to  justify  the  venture,  as  the 
tabulated  statement  appended  to  this  report  will  show.  The 
Church  when  completed  will  seat  600  persons.  There  still 
remains  a  debt  of  about  $1,000  upon  the  property. 

Interest  in  Church  work  among  the  colored  people  of  Ger- 
mantown  was  aroused  through  the  establishment  of  an  Indus- 
trial Home  for  Colored  Women.  This  interest  took  practical 
form  owing  to  the  unexpected  opportunity  of  securing  a  sub-^ 
stantial  Church  of  stone.  An  option  was  secured  upon  the 
property  for  six  months,  and  on  November  15,  1904,  services 
were  begun.  Several  parishes  in  Germantown  and  the  neigh- 
borhood have  already  raised  over  $1,700,  and  there  is  good 
prospect  that  the  purchase  of  the  property  will  be  completed. 
The  success  that  has  already  attended  the  establishment  of  these 
services  indicates  that  it  is  a  work  that  should  be  cared  for 
by  the  Convocation.  The  Rev.  A.  A.  St.  Clair  Moore  is  the 
Missionary  in  charge. 

The  most  important  work  that  lies  before  the  Convoca- 
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tion,  the  one  that  demands  its  immediate  interest  and  practical 
co-operation,  is  the  building  of  a  Church  for  St,  George's  Mis- 
sion, Venango,  to  the  south  and  west  of  the  present  chapel,  in 
a  region  which  has  a  population  of  over  thirty  thousand  and  is 
practically  untouched  by  our  Church,  St  George's,  which  is 
situated  on  the  extreme  oiitskirts  of  this  neighborhood  and  is 
.separated  from  it  by  vacant  fields,  draws  from  it  the  larger 
portion  of  its  congregation.  It  may  not  be  deemed  wise  at 
present  to  attempt  to  build  a  permanent  Church  at  a  cost 
that  seems  impossible  to  meet,  but  it  does  seem  possible  to 
buiid  a  portable  Church  of  iron  capable  of  seating  five  or  six 
hundred  persons.  If,  as  seems  probable,  such  a  mission  would 
be  successful,  the  portable  structure  could  be  removed  to  some 
new  Missionary  centre  and  a  permanent  Church  erected.  If, 
on  the  other  hand,  this  expectation  should  not  be  reahzed*  no 
loss  would  be  entailed.  The  Bishop-Coadjutor  has  kindly 
promised  to  do  his  best  to  procure  an  appropriation  for  the 
purchase  of  a  lot  if  the  means  for  building  a  church  be  forth- 
coming, I  would  strongly  urge  upon  the  Convocation  the 
obligation  and  necessity  of  this  undertaking.  The  Mission 
Oiapel  now  in  use  need  not  be  abandoned^  Services  can  be 
held  in  it  and  Sunday  School  work  can  be  carried  on  among 
the  children  in  its  immediate  neighborhood.  There  is  no  hope 
of  the  present  Mission  of  St.  George's  reaching  self-support, 
while  in  the  new  region  suggested  there  is  every  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  a  congregation  can  be  gathered  sufficiently  large  to 
ensure  its  independence  in  the  near  future.  The  Missionary 
at  St.  (Jeorge's  has  done  such  faithful  service  and  has  met  with 
such  success  in  his  limited  field  that  he  should  receive  the 
encouragement  of  your  sympathy  and  practical  help  in  carrying 
out  this  or  some  similar  plan  for  the  developing  of  his  work. 

In  comparing  the  tabulated  statement  which  follows  with 
that  of  last  year,  it  will  be  noted  that  Christ  Church,  Franklin- 
ville,  St.  Faith  and  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Tacony, 
have  been  omitted.  The  Mission  for  Colored  People,  German- 
town,  appears  for  the  first  time  in  this  year's  report:

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The  various  Mission  stations  in  the  Convocation  have 
made,  as  a  rule,  marked  advance  over  last  year  in  enlarged 
membership  and  increased  financial  strength.  Vested  choirs 
have  been  introduced  into  three  of  the  stations  with  beneficial 
results.  The  general  outlook  for  the  coming  year  is  one  of 
promise,  and  alongside  of  the  building  operations  now  going 
up  there  must  be  established  new  places  of  worship. 

5*/.  Anna's. — This  station,  located  on  the  line  of  the  elevated 
railroad,  must  be  moved  to  another  situation.  Because  of  the 
uncertainty  as  to  where  a  new  location  can  be  found  there  has 
been  a  feeling  of  discouragement,  which  will  be  entirely  elim- 
inated and  good,  hard  work  done. 

5*/.  Barnabas  s. — This  Mission  is  looking  forward  to  re- 
newed life  and  vigor  just  as  soon  as  the  proposed  change  of 
location  is  effected  and  another  building  is  erected  on  the  pro- 
posed new  site,  which  will  in  every  way  be  better  adapted  for 
the  work  in  that  section. 

St.  GabrieVs, — This  work  among  the  colored  people  of 
West  Philadelphia  is  slowly  but  surely  making  headway,  despite 
discouragements  and  many  handicaps. 

Sherwood. — With  the  proposed  building  operations  com- 
pleted and  a  proper  building  provided,  a  larger  and  better 
return  may  be  looked  for. 

Reconciliation. — The  growth  of  this  station  has  been  re- 
markable. So  strong  has  it  become  that  a  parish  organiza- 
tion will  shortly  be  effected.  In  a  few  years  it  will  be  one 
of  the  strongest  parishes  in  the  Convocation. 

St.  Titus's. — This  Mission  shows  a  decided  advance  over 
last  year,  and  the  prospect  for  the  future  is  much  brighter 
than  it  has  been  in  the  past.  A  vested  choir  has  been  intro- 
duced with  marked  improvement  in  the  music  in  the  services. 

St.  Michael  and  All  Angels. — With  the  recovery  of  the 
Minister  in  charge  the  work  at  this  point  among  the  colored 
people  has  been  pushed  with  renewed  vigor  and  energy. 

St.  George's. — This  Parish  shows  many  signs  of  life  and 
advance  along  the  way  of  Church  life.  The  building  operations 
are  beginning  to  attract  people  to  the  neighborhood,  and  the

The  year  now  completed  shows  that  the  Missionary  work 
of  the  Convocation  has  been  carried  on  with  gratifyinj^:  results. 
The  meetings  of  Convocation  have  been  well  attended,  and  an 
active  interest  has  been  shown  in  the  care  and  expansion  of 
Church  life  in  the  several  fields  within  the  Convocational  bound- 
aries. 

At  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Port  Richmond,  the  Rev. 
C.  L.  Fulforth  has  bravely  and  faithfully  continued  his  labors 
in  the  face  of  many  difficulties  and  discouragements.  The  sur- 
roundings of  the  Parish  are  such  as  to  hold  out  little  hope  of 
an  increase  of  ability  to  maintain  its  position  without  continued 
and  enlarged  aid  from  Missionary  funds.  The  field  ought  not 
to  be  abandoned,  but  it  must  more  and  more  take  on  the  char- 
acter of  a  purely  Missionary  point  and  must  be  cherished  and 
sustained  as  such.  Mr.  Fulforth  has  done  remarkably  well 
with  the  material  at  his  command,  and  deserves  the  recognition 
and  gratitude  of  the  Diocese  for  his  faithfulness. 


At  St.  John's  Church,  Northern  Liberties,  the  Rev.  O.  S. 
Michael  has  been  assisted  in  his  growing  work  among  the 
large  German  population  of  that  section  of  the  city.  Under 
Mr.  Michael's  capable  management  new  life  and  influence  have 
come  to  this  venerable  Parish,  and  to  his  ministrations  have 
been  gathered  numbers  of  German  families  who  are  greatly 
interested  in  the  Church  services  and  from  whom  several  per- 
sons have  been  brought  to  baptism  and  confirmation.  So 
greatly  has  this  field  prospered  that  it  is  now  able  to  maintain 
itself,  and  the  Rector  has  announced  that  no  further  aid  is 
needed  from  Convocation. 

The  Galilee  Mission  has  advanced  this  year  to  new  and 
greatly  enlarged  efficiency.  It  has  been  incorporated  as  a 
Diocesan  institution,  and  has  occupied  a  fine  building  especially 
built  and  fitted  for  the  purpose  of  Church  work  among  the 
submerged  classes  of  men.-  The  superintendent,  Mr.  Thomas 
Robinson,  has  labored  most  faithfully  and  efficiently  in  the 
management  of  the  religious  services,  assisted  nobly  by  many 
chapters  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  .Andrew.  Results  cannot 
always  be  justly  stated  in  statistics,  but  it  is  certain  that  the 
Mission  is  a  light  shining  in  a  dark  place,  and  is  a  valuable 
witness  to  Christ  as  the  Saviour  of  the  lost.  As  such  it  should 
excite  the  interest  and  sympathy  of  all  Church  people,  and 
should  call  out  a  generous  response  to  its  appeals  for  financial 
and  moral  support.  It  will  always  need  help  from  the  Mission- 
ary funds  for  its  support,  and  there  can  be  no  better  applica- 
tion of  such  funds. 

At  St.  Augustine's  Mission  for  Colored  People  the  year 
has  been  marked  by  quiet  but  gratifying  results.  The  Rev. 
A.  A.  St.  C.  Moore  has  been  appointed  by  the  Bishop-Coad- 
jutor to  the  pastoral  care  of  the  Mission  and  has  shown  him- 
self well  qualified  to  make  the  best  of  the  situation.  Many 
colored  families  are  settled  in  the  neighborhood  at  Diamond 
and  Broad  streets,  who  greatly  need  the  care  and  teaching  of 
our  Church  to  help  them  to  a  higher  moral  and  spiritual  sense 
of  life.  They  have  responded  well  to  the  earnest  eflForts  of  the 
Missionary,  and  we  may  hope  that  many  of  them  will  be  gained 
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pLTmaiiently  to  religious  ideals  an  J  purposes.  The  Mission* 
l^reatly  needs  help  to  establish  it  as  a  permanent  center  of 
Church  influence  over  this  class  of  people  who  are  so  largely 
increasing  in  our  population.  It  will  have  always  a  claim 
upon  Missionary  interest,  and  must  be  aided  generously  with 
Missionary  monev*

The  Convocation  finds  cause  for  thankfulness  in  the  pro- 
gress of  its  Mission  of  St.  Bartholomew  and  also  in  the  pros- 
pect of  useful  endeavor  in  another  field. 

The  Rev.  J.  O.  Mcllhenny,  the  Missionary  in  charge  of 
St.  Bartholomew's,  continues  his  wise  and  diligent  work,  guid- 
ing and  encouraging  the  congregation,  old  and  young,  in  their 
efforts  to  build  up  the  Church,  and  thus  edify  themselves  indi- 
vidually.. The  increase  of  the  Church  building  fund  is  steadily 
kept  before  them  as  an  object  of  primary  importance.  At  the 
time  of  the  last  Convention  of  the  Diocese  there  were  $1,000  in 
hand  for  building.  Since  then,  by  unremitting  efforts,  raising 
small  sums,  the  people  and  their  children  have  increased  this 
certainly  by  $1,000,  probably  a  little  more.  There  has  been  a 
Confirmation  of  23  persons,  12  of  whom  were  adults.  The 
statistics  of  the  Mission  show  a  healthy  continual  increase. 

Many  minor  improvements  have  been  provided  for. 

The  chief  material  gain  has  been  the  acquisition  of  the 
house,  2430  Lehigh  avenue,  for  a  parsonage.  This  adjoins 
the  Mission  property  on  the  east,  and  is  a  desirable  addition. 
The  purchase  has  been  approved  by  the  Convocation,  and 
$1,000  have  been  paid  in  cash,  leaving  $3,000  on  mortgage. 
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The  Convocation  has  received  and  granted  an  applica- 
tion for  aid  from  the  Church  of  the  Beloved  Disciple.  This 
Church  has  for  some  time  been  withont  a  Rector  and  the 
burden  of  its  debts,  as  well  as  the  cost  of  maintenance,  has  led 
the  Vestry  to  believe  that  it  will  be  wise  to  come  under  the 
care  of  the  missionary  organization  and  receive  assistance  until 
its  affairs  shall  have  become  more  prosperous.  They  have, 
according  to  Canon,  surrendered  their  right  to  elect  a  Rector 
and  asked  the  Bishop  to  appoint  a  missionary.  He  has  ap- 
pointed the  Rev,  R.  Bake  well -Green,  who  has  been  working 
there  since  November  last  with  very  encouraging  results.  Fif- 
teen persons  have  been  confirmed,  the  Sunday  School  and  the 
weekly  contributions  to  the  support  of  the  Church  have  more 
than  doubled  in  the  half  year.  The  action  of  the  Convocation 
upon  the  application  for  aid  has  been  delayed  through  a  mis- 
apprehension about  the  Canonical  formalities ;  bnt  to  cover  the 
interval  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  the  representatives  of  a 
number  of  parishes  in  the  Convocation  were  sufficiently  im- 
pressed with  the  importance  and  the  proniisirig  character  of 
this  work  to  subscribe  the  amount  required  until  the  Convoca- 
tion should  be  able  to  act. 

As  the  Mission  of  St.  Bartholomew,  still  needing  a  Church, 
must  for  a  while  continue  to  be  largely  supported  by  the  Con- 
vocation and  $600  will  also  be  required  for  the  Church  of  the 
Beloved  Disciple,  the  Convocation  is  constrained  to  ask  the 
Board  for  an  additional  sum  for  the  coming  year.

The  accompanying  table  of  statistics  is  made  up  from 
April  10,  1904,  to  April  20,  1905. 

Secondly,  the  problems  to  be  solved  in  the  Southeast  Con- 
vocation are  greater  than  ever.  The  foreign  population  has 
grown  since  last  year  full  20  per  cent.  More  Hebrews,  more 
Italians,  more  colored  people,  more  Syrians,  now  reside  within 
the  limits  of  the  Convocation  than  in  all  the  other  Convocations 
of  the  Diocese  put  together.    We  have  four  times  as  many  of 
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the  Jewish  faith  as  there  are  Jews  in  the  city  of  Jerusalem,  and 
more  Italians  than  -in  many  of  the  citie^  of  Italy,  and  more 
Africans  than  in  any  city  of  the  Republic  of  Liberia.  How  can 
we  help  them  ?  What  can  we  do  for  them  ?  How  best  can  we 
reach  them  with  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ?  These  are  the 
questions  that  face  us  daily.  Certainly  we  should  be  helped 
without  calling  for  assistance. 

Church  of  L'Emmanuello  (Italian  Mission),  Rev.  M.  Zara, 
Rector. — During  the  past  year  we  have  continued  our  work 
with  more  energy  and  encouragement.  The  services  on  Sun- 
days and  weekdays  have  been  more  largely  attended,  and  with 
the  enlargement  and  addition  to  our  Parish  building  we  have 
now  at  our  command  better  accommodations  for  relieving  all 
the  needs  of  our  people.  The  influence  of  the  Mission  is  felt 
in  hundreds  of  homes  and  is  manifest  in  civil,  social  and  family 
life,  as  well  as  in  individual  religious  experience.  The  Mission 
is  also  fast  becoming  a  centre  of  Christian  benevolence  to  the 
thousands  of  Italians  that  surround  it..  .  The  statistics  of  the 
Parish  are  in  the  accompanying  table.  Other  agencies  are  the 
Circolo  Savanarola,  sewing  school,  mothers'  meeting,  Sunday 
School,  day  and  night  schools,  reading  classes,  etc.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  collections  as  g^ven  in  the  table,  we  have  received 
for  the  Building  Fund  from  the  extra  Mission  Fund,  $2,500, 
and  from  Dr.  and  Mrs.  George  Woodward,  $500.  On  the 
whole  we  have  reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage,  and 
look  upward,  as  well  as  forward. 

Church  of  the  Crucifixion,  Rev,  Henry  L.  Phillips,  Rector. 
— We  have  every  reason  to  be  devoutly  thankful  for  the  work 
done  during  the  past  year.  When  distances  and  other  difficul- 
ties are  considered,  the  services  of  the  Church  have  been  well 
attended.  The  members  are  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
Parish,  and  are  doing  what  they  can  to  build  up  the  kingdom 
of  Christ.  Two  years  ago  we  took  a  homeless  child  off  the 
street  and  sent  her  to  St.  Paul's  School,  Lawrenceville,  Va. 
A  Guild  in  the  Church  tries  to  raise  the  money  to  support  her. 
There  is  a  boys'  brigade,  numbering  82,  that  meets  for  instruc- 
tion every  Monday  evening.     The  average  attendance  is  52. 
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So  with  other  agencies  in  the  Parish,  their  condition  is  both 
bright  and  hopeful.  • 

Church  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Rev.  George  A.  Hanna, 
Rector. — ^The  congregation  for  the  past  year  has  g^own  and 
done  well  in  every  good  word  and  work.  The  same  may  be 
said  of  the  Sunday  School.  The  past  year  has  been  one,  how- 
ever, of  serious  financial  struggle  for  our  Parish.  We  have 
lost  through  death  and  removal  some  of  our  best  workers  and 
contributors.  A  timely  gift  from  the  Convocation  of  $200  has 
enabled  us  to  reduce  our  debt,  which  was  largely  incurred  by 
repairs,  and  by  June  we  expect  to  be  entirely  free  of  this  tem- 
porary incumbrance.  There  is  still  a  work  to  be  done,  and  we 
need  workers  as  well  as  givers,  and  may  God  bless  our  efforts 
in  that  position  which  we  hold  in  His  vineyard,  where  hard 
work  we  believe  will  tell  with  success,  as  well  as  anywhere  else. 

Church  of  the  Redeemer  (Seamen's  Mission),  Rev.  George 
S.  Gassner,  Missionary, — The  Seamen's  Mission  has  continued 
its  active  work  with  marked  success.  The  statistics  will  be 
found  in  the  accompanying  table. 

Church  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  Rev  S.  H,  Boyer,  Rector. — 
The  Rector  reports  that  while  they  have  been  under  unusual 
expense  the  past  year,  the  progress  of  the  Church  has  been 
both  bright  and  satisfactory.  The  attendance  at  all  the  services 
lias  been  very  good,  and  the  Sunday  School  has  grown  to  such 
a  size  that  the  enlargement  of  the  Parish  Building  is  now  most 
uro:entlv  weeded.

A  year  ago  the  Convocation  reported  that  negotiations 
were  in  progress  for  the  purchase  of  a  property  for  the  pur- 
pose of  starting  a  new  Chapel  in  the  extreme  southern  portion 
of  the  built-up  section  of  the  city.  This  was  happily  consum- 
mated and  resulted  in  the  securing  of  a  lot  on  the  northeast 
corner  of  Fifteenth  and  Porter  streets,  150  by  120  feet.  Half 
of  the  purchase  money,  $7,500,  was  paid  by  the  Church  Exten- 
sion Fund,  and  the  other  half  secured  by  mortgage.  On  the 
property  stands  a  very  substantial,  old-fashioned,  brick,  two- 
story,  double  country  house.  By  a  generous  donation  from  a 
member  of  the  Convocation,  together  with  some  $600  there 
was  on  hand,  this  house  has  been  very  completely  fitted  up  as 
a  permanent  Parish  Building,  the  whole  lower  floor  being  used 
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at  present  for  church  purposes,  various  donations  of  furniture 
being  made  by  several  parishes  and  individuals.  The  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  having  appointed  the  Rev.  Edwin  S. 
Carson  as  Minister-in-charge,  services  were  begun  here  on  the 
second  Sunday  in  October,  under  the  name  of  St  Paul's 
Church,  there  being  no  Church  within  the  city  proper  of  that 
name.  Since  then  the  progress  of  the  Mission  has  been  most 
gratifying.  A  regular  congregation  filling  the  Chapel  room 
both  morning  and  evening  has  been  gathered,  together  with  a 
Sunday  School  of  over  loo  children.  There  have  been  34 
baptized,  19  confirmed  and  91  made  their  Communion  on  Eas- 
ter day.  The  total  amount  of  money  raised  by  the  congrega- 
tion since  October  last  has  been  $965.24,  which  has  covered  all 
the  expenses  of  the  Mission  with  the  exception  of  the  salary  of 
the  Minister,  and  provided  some  improvements.  So  rapid  has 
been  the  progress  and  so  evident  the  need  of  a  Church  in  this 
location  that  the  Convocation  has  authorized  an  appeal  for 
funds  for  the  immediate  erection  of  a  permanent  Church  build- 
ing. 

The  French  Church  of  St.  Sauveur  reports  continued  pro- 
gress as  shown  by  the  increase  of  the  pew  rents  over  the  pre- 
vious year  by  $130,  and  of  the  offerings  by  $194.41.  The 
Church  and  Parish  building  have  been  renovated,  some  of  the 
members  of  the  congregation  assisting  themeselves  in  the  work. 
In  less  than  two  years  61  persons,  all  French,  have  been  con- 
firmed, and  out  of  147  communicants  only  18  are  Americans, 
and  the  Sunday  School  is  conducted  in  the  French  language. 

The  Chapel  of  St.  Simon  the  Cyrenian  reports  the  serv- 
ices have  been  regularly  maintained  by  the  Minister-in-charge 
and  his  assistant,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brown,  together  with  numerous 
guilds  and  other  societies,  with  increased  attendance  and  inter- 
est, though  the  Chapel  has  recently  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the 
sudden  death  of  Miss  Wilson,  who  had  for  years  carried  on  a 
very  successful  daily  kindergarten.  The  total  offerings  of  the 
congregation  have  amounted  to  $1,195.73. 

The  Memorial  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Communnion,  sup- 
ported by  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  reports  61  bap- 
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tisms,  i6  confirmed,  26  marriages,  33  burials,  360  communi- 
cants, 530  Sunday  School  scholars  with  45  officers  and  teachers. 
The  Chapel  of  the  Prince  of  Peace,  supported  by  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  reports  59  baptisms,  55  confirmed, 
4  marriages,  21  burials,  425  communicants,  Sunday  School  and 
Bible  classes  membership  824..
